APPLYING THE LESSONS OF WAR. 


Recent developments in several offices of both the 
War and Navy Departments show a healthy influence 
of the great European struggle and indicate clearly that 
those who are in immediate control of the destinies of 
our military forces are not only watching events overseas 
but are anxious to profit by the,jnformation gained from 
those events. The first indication of this was seen in 
the statement from the Chief of Ordnance that his de- 
partment was planning large caliber guns for experimen- 
tal purposes. “Pilot Guns” of both 12- and 16-inch, 
howitzer type, are being constructed, it was said, al- 
though the largest hitherto planned for our forces was 
slightly more than nine inches in caliber. 

The most direct evidence of the fact that American 
officials are willing to avail themselves of European ex- 
perience came in the announcement that a joint board 
of Army and Navy aeronautical experts will begin at 
once the construction of a rigid airship along the gen- 
eral lines of the Zepppelin. Disregarding—or accepting 
—the reports from London of the little damage done in 
the notorious “raids,” the value of these great air cruis- 
ers in naval reconnaissance work, for instance, is re- 
garded as amply proved. 

It was officially announced on Jan. 9 that a Joint 
Technical Board, consisting of the Chief Constructor 
of the Navy, as senior member, and three officers from 
the aeronautic branch of the Army and three from that 
of the Navy, will soon be appointed to construct a 
“large airship of the general Zeppelin type.” The plans 
hecessary before such construction can be actually begun 
are already under way. The expenditures made in the 
work will be borne equally by the Army and the Navy 
appropriations made by the Sixty-fourth Congress. The 
decision to construct a rigid airship of the type in which 
Germany has specialized and which, according to numer- 
ous dispatches from the European fronts, her engineers 
have brought nearest the point of perfection, was taken 
after a joint committee, composed of officers from the 
aeronautical branches of both Services, the General 
Staff of the Army and the General Board of the Navy, 
had completed a thorough study of the present status 
of rigid airships and had reported the Zeppelin the 
type best fitted for the needs of this country. The recom- 
Mendations of this joint committee have been approved 
by the Secretary of War and by the Secretary of the 
Navy. In announcing this important step in the devel- 
opment of the military air defense of the country, the 
War Department declared that the “importance of the 
tigid airship for military and naval purposes is fully 
Tealized, and it is believed that the problems involved 
can be worked out better, more rapidly and more econom- 
ically by joint action than if each Service took them 
Up separately.’ 

The decision to build an airship was forecast in state- 
Ments made by Dr. Charles Walcott, member of the 
National Advisory Commttee on Aeornautics, and Mr. 
Henry Souther, consulting engineer in the office of the 
Chief Signal Officer, before the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs at one of the recent hearings. Mr. Souther 
Pointed out that the only way to make progress with 
ircraft for the use of the Army and Navy was to 
experiment with them; that the “old procedure—build, 
Scrap and build—applies more in the United States than 


in any other country,” and is one of the signs of the 
rapid progress made in mechanical lines. He said that 
the Army contemplated building a Zeppelin type, but 
that the matter was one of such great responsibility 
“that Colonel Squier has said that he hesitates to take 
the responsibility and spend that amount of money 
with the probable visible waste that will follow.” Mr. 
Souther added, “It will not be a waste, because the 
knowledge gained will pay for it.’ He explained to 
the committee that the Signal Corps had obtained a 
mass of.information as to the design and construction 
of Zeppelins gained from the wrecks that had fallen in 
England, and even with that the problem was going to 
be a long and difficult one to solve. 

In response to a question of one of the members of 
the committee, Dr. Walcott said that he believed the 
Zeppelins were more useful than they were thought to 
be a year ago. He added: “I think the question of the 
Zeppelin has got to be taken up firmly and developments 
made, and as far as I have learned in Connection with 
our committee, it has seemed wise to have both the 
Army and the Navy combine their forces in that work, 
and try to develop a first-class Zeppelin.” 

The fact that the Ordnance Department has under 
construction specimens of both 12-inch and 16-inch howit- 
zers for use as mobile artillery, developed last week 
while the Chief of Ordnance, Brig. Gen. William Crozier, 
was before the House Committee on Military Affairs. 
In reply to questions as to the largest pieces planned by 
his department, General Crozier said that in a general 
way the 9.2-inch gun was the largest contemplated, but 
that some experiments were being made with a 12-inch 
howitzer. These experiments, he added, had not been 
carried to a point where the department was ready to 
recommend the weapon as a part of the regular equip- 
ment. General Crozier also stated that his information 
was that guns of about 9-inch caliber were those used 
with most effect on European battlefields. Larger guns, 
he said, have been used, but their effect was negligible. 
Referring to the much-discussed shelling of Dunkirk 
from a distance of twenty miles, he told the committee 
that this must have been done with a naval or coast- 
defense gun from a special mount. “We all have such 
guns,” he said. The larger guns with which the Ordnance 
Department will experiment are to be constructed for 
mounting on specially designed railroad trucks, in order 
that tests may be made of their mobility by this means. 
Changes in the elevating mechanism of the 16-inch gun 
intended for the defenses of the Panama Canal are al- 
most complete, and the big weapon will soon be ready 
for its official tests at the Sandy Hook proving grounds. 
When the modifications are complete the carriage, which 
originally afforded an extreme elevation of, fifteen de- 
grees, will permit an increased elevation of about five 
degrees with an attendant increased range. Alli the 
work in connection with the change was done at the 
Watertown (Mass.) arsenal.

Without disparaging in the least the very valuable 
though highly technical reports on the subject of national 
preparedness, we call attention to a suggestion which 
apparently was overlooked by those experts, but which, 
nevertheless, we deem of more than. little value. This 
suggestion (it was made by Mr. Will Irwin, the writer, 
in an address Jan. 7 before the National: Press Club in 
Washington) is that some preparation be made now to 
“corral’’ as many as possible of the thousands of Amer- 
icans who are gaining first-hand knowledge of modern 
war in the European trenches, so that their knowledge 
can be utilized in the training of our citizen soldiers. 
Mr. Irwin asserted that there are “more than 30,000” 
Americans engaged in various capacities in the European 
struggle. It is possible that he included in this esti- 
mate all the noncombatant, though none the less heroic, 
dispatch bearers, ambulance drivers and stretcher bear- 
ers, but even the men engaged in such work, by reason 
of their experience, will be of almost incalculable value 
in the training of similar units in this country. As 
for those men who have served in the trenches, as 
leaders of “bombing squads,’ for instance, the most 
amateurish boy scout could not fail to see the advisability 
of enlisting such men in our training corps. Undoubtedly 
there are channels of information through which the 
proper officials can secure the names of these American 
volunteers, the dates on which their enlistments expire, 
and other data which will enable them to be “corralled” 
eventually as Mr. Irwin suggests. 
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The construction of a military highway from Congress 
Heights to the Winthrop Rifle Range, on the Maryland 
side of the Potomac, is being urged by the entire Mary- 
land delegations in the House and Senate as part of 
the scheme of national defense, particularly as applies 
to the national capital. It is understood that high offi- 
cers of the Army, who have been approached on the sub- 
ject, favor the project. From Congress Heights the road 
would extend through the reservation maintained farther 
down the river by the Department of »the Interior; 
thence past old Fort Foote and Fort Washington to 
Indian Head proving grounds and to the Winthrop Rifle 
Range. Fort Washington, at. present the reservation, is 
defended only from the water side.

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That the European war has had a very depressing 
effect on many earnest Socialists and is largely respon- 
sible for the falling off. in the Socialist vote in the last 
election is the opinion of John Spargo, member of the 
national executive committee of the Socialist party. “It 
was rather an unusual experience for the Socialists to 
see the falling off in the number of votes in the recent 
election,” said Mr. Spargo to a New York Globe re- 
porter. “According to the Associated Press, the Socialist 
vote was 75,000, but in the final count I think that 70,000 
There are a number of causes for this 
falling off, but undoubtedly the war had a great deal to 
do with it. It has had a very depressing effect on many 
earnest Socialists. It has discouraged a great many per- 
sons and caused many energetic minds to stop working 
for Socialism. The failure of the German Socialists to 
stand out against war proved a great blow. The con- 
fidence of those who were not out-and-out Socialists, but 
were sympathizers, has been temporarily weakened by 
the failure of the Socialists of Europe, particularly of 
Germany and Austria, to shun the war.” 


The report that difficulties attending the securing of 
contracts for the installation of electric drive or other 
electrical machinery in the ships authorized in the 1916 
program, had led to a change in the plans for the ves- 
sels, is authoritatively denied. To the contrary, it can 
be said that the original specifications for these ships 
still stand, and every indication is that they will stand 
until the ships in question are commissioned. As gath- 
ered at the Navy Department the situation is as fol- 
lows: Manufacturers of turbine engines, fearing the 
importance of the precedent established by electrically 
propelled vessels, made every effort to prevent such equip- 
ment in the initial case, but lost the fight. When the 
specifications for the new warships were made known, 
the fight was begun with renewed vigor but, as a high 
official of the Navy Department said, “they will again 
lose.” Asked if there was not good ground for the fear 
of the turbine makers that electric propulsion might be- 
come a fixture in all future vessels, this same official 
replied: “At present there seems to be very good 
grounds for such fear.” 








An indication of the concrete results which may be 
expected from the operation of the Edwards law, author- 
izing postmasters to act as recruiting agents is found in 
the official announcement from the War Department 
that the postmistress of Wilder, Tenn., a town of lesa 
than 500 population, obtained six recruits for the Army 
in December. “If one-twelfth the number of postmasters 
available as recruiting agents had done likewise,” the 
announcement added, “the Regular Army would now be 
considerably in excess of the authorized strength.” Vina 
C. Mullinix is the name of the postmistress who thus 
becomes possessed of a record of no little importance. 
She will receive a more substantial reward in the shape 
of the bounty of $5 per recruit. Persons with statistical 
leanings who wish to figure on the possibilities suggested 
by this.record might begin with New York city. In the 
same ratio Postmaster Morgan would have to return no 
less- than 60,000 recruits to equal Miss (or is it Mrs.?) 
Mullinix’s achievement. 
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General Carranza sent a message to the Mexican Com- 
missioners attending the Mexican-American Joint Come 
mission, on Jan. 5, informing them it was impossible for 
him to ratify the proposed protocol, as it limited the 
conditions regarding the withdrawal of American troops 
from Mexico. He said that the clause dealing with this 
matter would have to be eliminated or amended, as it 
was not sufficiently clear, and gave a chance of difficul- 
ties which might arise from the withdrawal of the troops’ 
or the suspension of their withdrawal. The message 
says that only the immediate recall of the American 
forces can be accepted, and that as soon as their with. 
drawal is begun the final ratification of the protocol 
can be proceeded with. After verification of the retire- 
ment of the American soldiers, the message concludes,, 
the Mexican Commissioners can discuss other matters 
as specified in their credentials.

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The Military Training Commission of New York state 
issued its syllabus for physical training in the elementary’ 
and secondary schools on Jan. 7. This is the first :tep 
made by the commission by way of preparation for the 
introduction of military instruction in the _ schools 
throughout the state. The minimum requirements, 
which it is stated will be greatly increased next year, 
are outlined as follows: Correlation with school medical 
inspection, a few seconds or minutes daily; setting up 
drills, eight minutes a day, forty minutes a week; talks 
on hygiene or supervised recreation, or gymnastic drills 
and marching, one hour a week. The spirit of the train- 
ing system is thus summarized: “If we can plant good 
games, a crop of healthy children will come up.” 
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The fight for an appropriation for the purchase of the 
Chesapeake and Delaware Canal will be waged in this 
session of ‘Congress more vigorously than in the last, says 
Shipping Illustrated. Those advocating making the canal 
a part of the inland waterway system and therefore a 
source of military use propose to demand of Congress an’ 
appropriation on the ground of preparedness. Secretary 
Daniels is said to be in sympathy with the project. 
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In his inaugural address on taking office Jan. 1, 
Mayor Clark Burdick, of Newport, R.I., spoke of the ad- 
vantages that locality- derives from the: presence of the 
fleet in its waters, and the importance of making: it 
welcome there. “The. presence of the fleet in our bay 
during the summer season,” said Mayor Burdick, “is an 
attraction such as no other place on our coast can offer. 
The liberty parties from the vessels of that fleet put more 
dollars in active circulation in every branch of local in- 
dustry than do all our summer excursionists combined. 
If then we can make the officers and enlisted men of our 
navy feel at home and welcome in our midst, we shall 
raise up such a crowd of spokesmen for our city as 
will more than outweigh any political influence from 
other parts. And how may this be done? We who know 
the personnel of the Navy realize that for the most part 
it is composed of a class of young men, earnest, devoted 
to their work, and seeking to attain an honorable place 
in an honorable calling. Young men they are for the 
most part and as such they require when on liberty such 
relaxation, amusement and pleasure as are common to 
the young. Newport shorld have an athletic field where 
the men of the fleet can hold their meets, play baseball 
and other outdoor sports. If the baseball grounds in 
the fifth ward could be purchased and an attractive 
athletic field laid out as an addition or extension to the 
present Wellington Park, it could be made a great 
addition to our present park system. Such a_field 
should be placed at the disposal of our Army and Navy 
men, and its use permitted to others only when not 
needed by them. Other forms of entertainment will 
undoubtedly suggest themselves to an energetic com- 
mittee, but the real point is to make them feel welcome 
and let them know how much we appreciate their pres- 
ence in our midst.”

From a suggestion found in a magazine article entitled 
“Should Students Study?’ Capt. James G. Steese, U.S. 
A., has written a paper for the January-February issue 
of the Journal of the Military Service Institution -in 
which he also asks a question, i.e.: “Are the Honor Men 
the Best Men?” Captain Steese shows that in civil life 
the men who lead in the classes of universities and col- 
leges take the lead when they go out into the real world. 
Naturally we wished to compare West Point graduates 
by this test; and by painstaking labors in the pages of 
Cullum and the Army Register he has worked out sta- 
tisties which lead him to the conclusion that “it is notice- 
able that the ratio between honor men and others among 
graduates of the Military Academy is much less than it is 
among graduates of civil institutions.” From this Cap- 
tain Steese works around to the proposition that “the 
above statistics certainly concemn the present system of 
promotion by seniority, a system which we alone of all 
the great Powers retain.” He does not believe that the 
“evils of promotion by selection, greatly exaggerated as 
they are, would in the long run be as injurious as the 
stultification produced by the large proportion of in- 
digestible material at present cumbering the _ higher 
grades.” Among the other articles in this number are 
“Theorists vs. Everybody Else,” by Lieut. Col. W. H. 
Hart, U.S.A., which is an unusually clever argument 
against the pacifist theory stated with a degree of gra- 
ciousness that would disarm the most militant pacifist 
on earth. In the department of translations are an in- 
teresting description of “The Bersaglieri,” another on 
“The Matériel of War,” and the first two parts of a 
study of “Landing Operations and the Value of Mobile 
Defense.” 
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Adolph Gottman, manager of the Olympic Theater, 
Brooklyn, N.Y., and Harry Traube, the proprietor, were 
convicted in the Court of Special Sessions in Brooklyn 
en Jan. 5 by Justices McInerny, O'Keefe and Herrman 
of violating the Civil Rights law by discriminating 
against sailors in the United States Navy. Edward Hall, 
of the United State: Lospital ship Solace, and Joseph 
Ramsey, of the battleship Arkansas, testified that on 
Noy. 18 they attended the Olympic, which is patronized 
largely by sailors, and took seats in boxes. They said 
that shortly afterward they were notified that the man- 
agement was very sorry, but would like to inform them 
that they were perfectly welcome to sit in any part of 
the house except the boxes, where their uniforms made 
them too conspicuous. They testified that an usher said to 
them: “No decent person would want to sit in boxes 
with you.” The two sailors left the theater and went to 
the hospital ship, where they had a surgeon examine them 
so that they could refute a possible charge that they were 
intoxicated at the time of the occurrence. Furnished 
with certificates of sobriety, the sailors returned to the 
theater and again demanded box seats, but these were 
refused. Several other sailors testified that on two suc- 
ceeding days they had gone to the theater and asked for 
box seats, in order to make sure that what had happened 
to Hall and Ramsey was not accidental. They stated 
that seats were refused _.em. After finding Gottman and 
Traube guilty, the judges postponed sentencing until 
Jan. 12. The two men may be sentenced to terms of 
weg months to three years in jail or to pay a fine

In a statement mace public in Washington, Dec. 31, a 
group of prominent clergymen and laymen, among them 
several distinguished educators, protest to the “Chris- 
tians of America” against any attempt to promote a pre- 
mature peace in Europe. The document was given out 
by George Wharton Pepper, of Philadelphia, who says 
“no effort has been mace to obtain any large number of 
signatures, but to select as signers men well-known as 
representing Christian thought in the various churches 
throughout the country.” Among the signers are the 
Rey. Dr. Newell Dwight Hillis, of Brooklyn; the Rey. 
Dr. William T. Manning, of Trinity Church, New York; 
the Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott, editor of The Outlook; John 
Grier Hibben, president of Princeton University ; Charles 
L. Bonaparte, ex-Attorney General; Bishop Philip M. 
Rhinelander, of Pennsylvania ; Winston Churchill, Beary 
G. King, president of Oberlin College; Gifford Pinchot, 
Bishop William Lawrence, of Massachusetts; Billy Sun- 
dey, Dr. Cornelius H. Patten, of Beston, secretary of the 
American Board of Commissioners for Forei issions ; 
James A. Speer, of New York, chairman of the Laymen’s 
Missionary Movement; Bishop Charles F. Anderson, of 


Chicago; Eben: E. Olcott, -of New York ;-2isaop Thomas 
F. Gaylor, of Tennessee, chaneelior of the University of 
the South, and William J. Schieffelin, of New York, 
president of the American Church Missionary Society. 
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In order that members of the National Guard units 
from the District of Columbia might, on their return 
from border duty, receive a welcome consisting of some- 
thing more than waving banners and transitory if pleas- 
ing huzzas, a special committee of the Military Service 
League met recently in Washington. As a result of 
this meeting plans were made looking to the immediate 
employment of every man as he is mustered out of serv- 
ice. A card index system was prepared, orders issued 
for printing blanks to be distributed among the enlisted 
men, and plans laid for a thorough canvass of the 
business men of the district for possible positions. No 
reference was made at the meeting to the report that 
twenty per cent. of the applications received at the 
office of the Militia Relief Bureau had come from mem- 
bers of the National Guard who had just been mustered 
out of service, but there can be no doubt that this fact 
was prominent in the minds of the committee. It was 
plainly the sense of the meeting that Guardsmen who 
enlisted from the district should not be permitted to 
suffer because of or through their patriotism. The usual 
plaudits and pennons will greet these organizations, but, 
in addition, they will be made to feel that the material 
sacrfice they made has not been ignored. 
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Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U.S.N., Senator 
George L. Chamberlain, Chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, Adjutant Gen. Louis W. 
Stotesbury, and Col. Wilbur G. Fisk, N.G.N.Y., and 
Oswald G. Villard, editor of the New York Evening Post, 
were the chief speakers at a preparedness debate that 
followed a luncheon in the Republican Club, New York 
city, on Jan. 6. Admiral Fiske’s speech was the briefest 
and most pungent of the afternoon. He pointed out that 





generals in the Army have had no opportunity for com-. 


manding big groups of soldiers. “The Army, if it is to 
be an army, must be a unit,” he said, “and we must have 
at its head a man who knows how to command a unit. 
Unless history has ceased we must prepare or perish.” 
Mr. Chamberlain made a forcible plea for universal mili- 
tary training and Mr. Villard argued against it, declar- 
ing the adoption of such a plan would transform the 
country into a monarchy. Henry Ford sent a long tele- 
gram in which he said, among other things: “I believe 
that instead of discussing military training of any kind 
or degree we should now begin to consider what good use 
we may make of our munitions factories when war ends.” 
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The novel features of the Army team’s football sched- 
ule for 1917 are that for the first time in fifteen years 
the University of Pennsylvania team will play a game 
at West Point and that Bowdoin and the University of 
Vest Virginia have been added to the list of the games 
next fall. The schedule, as issued. on Jan.. 8, stands: 
Sept. 29, Holy Cross; Oct. 6, University of Pennsyl- 
vania; Oct. 13, University of West Virginia; Oct. 20, 
Springfield Y.M.C.A. College; Oct. 27, Villanova; Nov. 3, 
Notre Dame University; Nov. 10, University of Maine; 
Nov. 17, Bowdoin; Nov. 24, Navy, at New York. It is 
reported that arrangements have been made with the au- 
thorities of the Military Academy to permit the Army 
team to go away for one game each year in addition to 
the game with the Navy in New York.. Penn’s visit next 
fall will be followed by a trip to Philadelphia in 1918 by 
the Army eleven for a return game if this plan goes 
through. Efforts were made by the athletic authorities 
at West Point to arrange games with Harvard, Yale, 
Princeton, Cornell, Dartmouth, Syracuse and Colgate 
next fall, but without success. 
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The report from Paris that Lieut. Col. Spencer Cosby, 
Corps Engineers, U.S.A., who has been assigned to the 
American embassy, has been recalled, is confirmed by 


the War Department. No successor has been chosen 
for the post occupied by Colonel Cosby, it was stated, 
but Capt. Carl Boyd, 3d Cav., who is also assigned to 
the embassy, will be continued at that post for the 
present. At the War Department it was. stated specif- 
ically that there was no significance in the recall of 
Colonel Cosby beyond the fact that, having completed 
his tour of foreign duty, he is “booked” for engineering 
duty in the United States. Colonel Cosby was in charge 
of public buildings and grounds in the Capital for sev- 
eral years. He has been stationed in Paris since Octo- 
ber, 1913. During his stay in France, it is understood, 
Colonel Cosby made several visits to the trenches of the 
first line, and was able to make several valuable reports 
to the War Department. His next post will-not be made 
known until after his return to Washington. 
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“One of the most invigorating and tonic things that we 
have read for a long time,” says the New York Sun, “is 
Quartermaster Lutsich’s repcrt to his superior officer: 
‘I regret, sir, to report that I had to knock down a 
man who wiped his hands on the flag.’ The incident oc- 
curred down at the Battery, where Lutsich was on post 
at an open air recruiting station oyer which waved the 
Stars and Stripes. Was it a man without a country, or 
an anarchist, or a disloyal hyphenate who walked 
straight to the flag and contemptuously wiped his hands 
on its red, white and blue? Quartermaster Lutsich asked 
no questions, but instinctively sent the man reeling and 
down in the gutter with a blow from the shoulder. It 
was no case for the police. Lutsich was commander of 
that post and protector of the flag. He was the Ameri- 
can Army and did his duty. Passersby instantly took in 
the situation and cheered him to the echo, while the 
offender fled precipitately and ignominiously.” 
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“You receive so many deserved compliments that one 
more will do no harm,” writes a general officer of the 
Army, in renewing his subscription. “Of course, we want 
the JouRNAL for the Army and Navy news, but we, of 
both Services, want the JOURNAL to continue in order 
that we may have some organ always to tell the truth, 
the whole truth, concerning matters that affect the mili- 
tary service.” 





The American Numismatic Society, of New York city, 
has just issued as a handsome pamphlet Bauman L, 
Belden’s monograph on “United States War Medals,” 
reprinted from the American Journal of Numismatics. 
Mr. Belden’s text is concerned solely with war medals 
worn as decorations, and does not cover the ground gone 
over in the standard works by Loubat and Snowden. The 


monograph presents all the historical facts regarding the 
origin of these medals, legislative action and depart- 
mental orders concerning the same, and descriptions of 
them which are further made clear by a series of ten 
ptates illustrating these war medals and the ribbons that 
are the symbols of the medals when they are not worn, 
In_ the interest of medallic art, which needs all the en- 
couragemert it can get in our country, it is regretted 
that Mr. Belden did not give all the names of the de- 
signers of the medals, who are too often neglected in 
such records as this. 

Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, U.S.A., delivered an 
address at a meeting held in Roy, Wasb., on Jan. 4, 
in support of the proposition to issue bonds to pur- 


chase 70,000 acres for a military maneuver ground 
near American Lake. General Bell defended the Amer- 
ican soldier “with inspiring vigor,” a correspondent of 
the Portland Oregonian’ reports, “as being no more im- 
moral than the average civilian, and probably less so, 
because the American Army js. recruited mostly from 
the farming communities of boys largely unsophisticated, 
boys of good connections and good intentions.” Direct 
reference to the danger of the Pacific Coast, and es- 
pecially the Puget Sound district, in case of war, 
was made by General Bell. 
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Improvement of radio “direction finders” to the point 
where it would be possible to gauge accurately the dis- 
tances messages have traveled, was forcast by Lieut, 
Reed Fawell, U.S.N., Atlantic coast communication super- 
intendent and assistant for administration at the Navy 
wireless station, Radio, Va., in an address to members 
of the Navy League in Washington, Jan. 6. Lieutenant 
Fawell said that improvements being made on direction 
finders at Cape Cod and Fire Island soon would enable 
the receiving station to measure exactly the position of 
the ship which had sent the message. His address coy- 
ered particularly the work of the wireless in rescue work 
in co-operation with the Coast Guard. 





The winter season of civilian naval training, which the 
Navy Department evolved out of last summer’s “Naval 


_Plattsburg” plan, was begun in the navy yard, New 


York, on Jan. 8. Eighty-six students reported for in- 
struction on board the U.S.S. New Jersey for the after- 
noon session and fifty-five for the evening class. Comdr. 
Louis A. Kaiser, U.S.N., overlooked the work of the 
classes, but the actual instructors and their subjects are: 
Lieut. Randolph’ P. Scudder, ordnance and gunnery; 
Lieut. (J.G.) Ewart G. Haas, navigation; and Lieut. 
Sherwoode A. Taffinder, marine engineering. Most of 
the members of the winter classes took part in the civilian 
naval training cruise last summer. 
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The anti-typhoid serum treatment administered to Fed- 
eral troops is. being investigated by a board of physicians 
appointed on Jan. 9, in the United States District 
Court at Kansas City, Kan., by Judge John C. Pollock. 
Harry de Bord, a letter-carrier, had appeared before the 
judge to plead guilty to a charge of thefts from letters 
when he collapsed. De Bord’s attorneys attributed his 
condition to serum injections while he was on the border 
recently with Kansas troops. Judge Pollock refused to 
go on with the trial and ordered the investigation. “If 
the Government’s serum treatment resulted in iljness, it 
also may have injured his mind,” he said. 
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Rear Admiral James M. Helm, U.S.N., and the four 
other officers comprising the commission on. establish- 
ment of additional navy yards, arrived at Portland, Ore, 


on Jan. 4 to hold a hearing on the local claims for the 
Columbia river as a site for a navy yard. With Admiral 
Helm were Chief Constr. W. Capps, Capt. G. 
W. McElroy, Comdr. Charles L. Hussey, and Civil Engr. 
Harry H. Rousseau, U.S.N. For the convenience of the 
commission in examining the conditions along the river 
the U.S.S. Truxtun was ordered to Portland from San 
Francisco -in command of Lieut. (J.G.) Stanley G. 
Womble, U.S.N. 
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The Fleet Marine Corps Reserve is a newly formed 
organization composed of trained. marines who have re 
turned to civil pursuits. Hundreds of these “ex-soldiers 
of the sea” are applying at Marine Corps recruiting sta- 
tions throughout the country weekly and adding their 
names to the enrollment lists, according to local recruit- 
ing authorities. The standard of efficiency of this trained 
body of ex-marines will be maintained by a short period 
of training annually, for which the reservist will be well 
paid. In time of emergency the Marine Corps will be 
able quickly to expand its first line with a highly trained 
reserve. : 
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A Congressional Medal of Honor soon will decorate 
the tunic of a German soldier in active duty on the West- 
ern front. Franz yon Hymen, one of the men voted a 
medal in connection with the rescue of eighty-nine pas- 
sengers of the steamer Volturno by the American liner 
Kroonland in October, 1913, has requested that the dec- 
oration be sent him in care of his regiment. The com- 
munication was forwarded through the American Consul 
General at Antwerp, and Secretary of Commerce Redfield 
has agreed to comply with the request. 
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Proposals to establish a course in Chicago high schools 
in military work for girls, teaching them to act as Red 
Cross nurses and first aid workers, is under considera- 
tion by the local board of education as an adjunct to 
the plans for military training for school boys, now under 
way. Capt. Edgar Z. Steever, U.S.A., who is super- 
vising the boys’ training in Chicago said of the move- 
ment: “If the school board is willing we shall. probably 
have such a course. All this work will be done by the 
women teachers.” 
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The Chamber of Deputies of Brazil approved a motion 
on Dec, 31 proposing the elaboration of a project for the 
ereation of an interparliamentary union, having as its 
object the study of all questions of international law, 
measures for the establishment of peace on the continent 
and the publication of all international acts of the Ameri- 
ean nations. It is proposed that the union shall hold its 
first meeting at Rio Janeiro end thereafter meet in gen- 
eral assembly every four: years. 
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ASKS $12,000,000 ADDITIONAL FOR NAVY. 


As was predicted by the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
in last week’s issue (page 604), the Secretary of the 
Navy has found it necessary to appeal to Congress for 
additional funds wherewith to carry out last year’s build- 
ing program, and to make some provision for the pro- 
gram to be voted on during the current session. It 
was evident that unless this was done, drastic changes 
would have to be made in the specifications drawn up 
by the naval experts for the new scout cruisers and battle 
cruisers. Secretary Daniels, in a letter to Congressman 
Jemuel P. Padgett, chairman of the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs, on Jan. 8, describes fully the difficul- 
ties met by his department in its endeavors to secure 
appropriations for the above ships within the limit set 
by Congress and of the final failure of all such attempts. 
The additional sum of $12,000,000 is asked, to be made 
immediately available “for fitting up navy yards.” 

“Private builders either will not, or cannot, pare their 
estimates within the limits which have been set for the 
Navy Department,” explained Mr. Daniels to a repre- 
sentative of the ARMy AND Navy JourNnaAL. “The sum 
I now seek, with ‘the six million dollars authorized 
jn 1916 for the improvement of our navy yards, I 
believe, will put us in position to complete the last 
program and—with the assistance of private contrac- 
tors—that which will be passed in the present session.” 
The Secretary, in his letter to Mr. Padgett, which was 
headed, “Subject: Preparedness Program,” said: 

“The situation with regard to the preparedness pro- 
gram is such that if the manifest intention of Congress 
and the country is to be carried out, radical action is 
necessary. It is required by the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, 
that the vessels authorized be completed speedily. The 
Department has done its utmost in this connection, but 
finds that the private shipbuilders of the country are 
unable or unwilling to undertake the complete program 
with any assurance of speed in completion, even at 
prices which the Department regards as unreasonably 
high. 

“The preparedness program halts by reason of this 
condition. ‘The present situation demands that the Gov- 
ernment largely increase its building facilities at the 
earliest possible moment. Six million dollars were au- 
thorized in the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, for improvement 
of our navy yard plants, in order to enable them to 
assist in connection with the program. Ships have been 
ordered built at the navy yards fully up to the limit 
of our present facilities, there being already under con- 
struction or on order at the navy yards nineteen naval 
yesselS of various types. I recommend that $12,000,000 
more be authorized for fitting up navy yards, to be made 
immediately available. 

“The present conditions as regards the vessels author- 
ized by the Act of Aug. 29, 1916, are as follows: Tour 
battleships, one scout cruiser, eighteen destroyers, and 
twenty-nine coast submarines have been awarded to 
private builders. Two destroyers, one coast submarine, 
one fuel ship, one hospital ship, one gunboat, and one 
ammunition ship have been assigned for navy yard con- 
struction. This leaves four battle cruisers and three 
scout cruisers for which as yet no satisfactory arrange- 
ments have been made. 

“The battle cruisers were advertised on Oct. 2, 1916, 
and bids were opened on Dec. 6, 1916. No bids at a 
fixed price were received for the construction of these 
vessels, but bids were received from four private ship- 
building companies to construct these battle cruisers 
on a basis of cost plus profit. ‘a The cost of direct 
labor and material for these vessels, although not a 
simple matter, can be obtained during the course of 
their construction with a reasonable degree of accuracy. 
It is not, however, so easy to apportion fairly and accu- 
rately the indirect cost. 

“The bids as received proposed that the Government 
pay the actual cost of direct labor and material, plus 
a percentage to cover the indirect costs, plus a_ per- 
centage for profit. The Department felt unwilling to 
place contracts on this basis without thorough investi- 
gation, as the proposed percentages for indirect costs 
differed in the various bids and might or might not be 
a measure of the actual cost of building the ship. Sev- 
eral conferences have been held with representatives of 
the shipbuilders, who have also given the Department 
experts access to their books, in order that some basis 
of agreement might be reached in regard to the ques- 
tions involved in the indirect cost. 

“The Department finally requested the Fore River 
Shipbuilding Corporation and the Newport News Ship- 
building and Dry Dock Company to submit in writing 
their best final offer for the construction of the battle 
cruisers. 

“The Fore River Corporation in a letter dated Jan. 
4, 1917, submitted a revised proposal and estimate of 
cost for one battle cruiser, taking account of certain 
modifications permitted by the Department, as follows:

Accepting the above figures as base cost, the letter 
says the company is prepared to construct, in accordance 
with the terms of its previous proposal, one battle cruiser 
for the actual direct material and direct labor cost, plus 

per cent. of such cost to cover all overhead charges 
and profit. This thirty-five per cent. amounts to $5,106,- 
920, making the total estimated cost of the vessel to the 
Government $19,698,120. 

It is further proposed that in case the actual costs 
are less than $14,591,200, the company will receive, in 
addition to such amount, 35 per cent. of the same and 
one-half of the difference between such amount and $14,- 
591,200. In case the cost exceeds $14,591,200, the 
company shall be entitled to 35 per cent. of such sum, 
but shall refund to the Government 25 per cent. of 
the excess of the actual. direct material and direct labor 
costs beyond $14,591,200. 

Secretary Daniels continues: “The Department had 
Previously informed the representatives of the ship- 
builders that it considered the percentage of 35 per cent. 
named by them too high. The Department also regarded 
the estimate for material submitted by the shipbuilders as 
unduly high. This question is being taken up with vari- 
ous material contractors, and the Department will be 
Prepared at an early date to make final report and 
Tecommendation with reference to the minimum limit of 
Cost for these vessels if built by contract. 

, it is evident that in any case the cost will exceed the 
limit of $16,500,000 of the authorizing Act. This Act 
allowed an additional sum of 20 per cent. as pre- 





mium ‘to provide for the speedy construction of the ves- 
sels herein authorized and for the additional cost in- 
cident thereto.’ Adding 20 per cent. to the limit of 

16,500,000, we reach a limit of $19,800,000, and appar- 
ently the Department could at the present time con- 
tract for these vessels with a prospect of not exceeding 
that limit. The four bids that were received provide, 
in two cases, for construction within forty-eight months; 
in one case for construction within fifty-one months, and 
in the other case no time is named. ‘The shipbuilders 
stat that they can do no better as regards time under 
the present and prospective conditions of the industry. 

“Without specific authorization, the Department would 
not. feel justified in entering into a contract exceeding 
the limit of $16,500,000, even if under the limit of 
$19,800,000, in view of the fact that the times named for 
construction could not be considered as ‘speedy.’ It 
has been suggested that the act in authorizing the addi- 
tional 20 per cent. for ‘speedy’ construction did not de- 
fine the latter. Some light, however, is thrown upon the 
intention of Congress in this connection by the fact that 
while the bill was in the House, on a yea-and-nay vote on 
an amendment requiring, among other things, that five 
battle cruisers should be completed within two years 
from date of contract, there were, yeas 183, nays 189. 

“As regards the scout cruisers, when bids were opened 
for these four vessels on Nov. 1, 1916, but one bid was 
received on the basis of a fixed price, this being for one 
vessel for the sum of $4,975,000, and within the limit of 
cost of $5,000,000; contract was awarded for this ves- 
sel. The remaining three vessels were re-advertised, and 
bids were opened on Jan. 3, 1917. A bid was received 
from only one company, the price named being $5,900,000 
for one vessel, or $5,825,000 for each of two vessels. 
This leaves one scout cruiser for which no bids have 
been received. The bids of Jan. 3, 1917, were below 
the limit of $5,000,000, plus 20 per cent., but as the 
times named were forty and forty-two months, the addi- 
tional 20 per cent. for ‘speedy’ construction is not re- 
garded as available any more than in the case of the 
battle cruisers. 

“To sum up: The Department has made earnest and 
strenuous efforts to carry out the provisions of the act 
and to begin at the earliest date possible the construc- 
tion of the sixty-six vessels directed therein to be 
begun as soon as practicable. It has been found im- 
possible to place satisfactory contracts for the whole 
of the vessels with the private shipyards of the country, 
and, as previously stated, our present navy yard facili- 
ities are fully obligated. 

“In view of this fact, and in view of additional ves- 
sels of the program. which must be taken in hand in the 
comparatively near future, it seems to the Department 
necessary that the Government building facilities should 
be largely expanded, so that the Navy may be in a posi- 
tion to build a much larger part of the program than 
at present. This expansion, in view of present condi- 
tions, -appears to be inevitable and necessary. Should 
Congress authorize it, the Department will do its utmost 
to fit up the yards at the earliest possible moment.” 

It is the plan of the Navy Department to expend a 
large part of the additional appropriation, if it is made, 
upon the navy yards at Philadelphia, New York and 
Norfolk. None of these yards, it is admitted, is ready 
with the present equipment to undertake the construc- 
tion of one of the new battle cruisers, owing to the 
extraordinary length of the new vessels. 
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SHORT RANGE BATTLE PRACTICE, U.S.N. 


The Navy Department has just made public a report 
of the results of short range battle practice in the United 
States Navy for the autumn of 1916. In comparison 
with previous years, the ships show a higher figure of 
merit in 1916. In 1916-17, the average figure of merit of 
all the ships that had completed firing since 1914 was 
52.092; in 1915-16, it was 40.080, and in 1914-16 the 
merit marks were 29.158. 

The Texas, Capt. Victor Blue, leads the fleet with a 
figure of merit of 68.854, while the battleship Vermont is 
the lowest with 25.544. The new battleship Nevada, 
Capt. W. S. Sims, is well up on the list, standing No. 8 
among the sixteen, with a figure of merit of 47.468. The 
new ship Oklahoma, Capt. Roger Wells, with a figure of 
merit of 35.600, stands No. 12 on the list. 

In firing with 14-inch .45 caliber guns, the Texas led 
with 48 hits out of 59 shots, a per cent. of hits of 81.4 
and a figure of merit of 76.843. The second best score 
was held by the New York, Capt. Hugh Rodman, with 
41 hits out of 60 shots. , 

The Wyoming, Capt. H. A, Wiley, with 12-inch .50 
caliber guns, led with 60 hits out of 72 shots, a per cent. 
of hits of 83.3. 

In shooting with the 12-inch .45 caliber guns, the 
Florida, Capt. T. Washington, made the highest percent- 
age of hits with 54 hits out of 58 shots, but in the figure 
of merit the Kansas, Capt. B. T. Hutchinson, leads with 
81.652 against 80.253 of the Florida. 

Other leaders among the battleships with the different 
classes of guns are these: 8-inch .45 caliber, Kansas, 
Capt. B. T. Hutchinson, 37 hits out of 48 shots; 7-inch 
.45 caliber guns, New Hampshire, Capt. L. H. Chandler, 
60 hits out of 83 shots; 5-inch .50 and .51 calibers, New 
York, Capt. H. Rodman, 130 hits out of 168 shots; 3- 
inch .50 caliber guns, Michigan, Capt. C. B. Brittain, 
107 hits out of 176 shots. 

In the destroyer class the Nicholson, Lieut. Comdr. 
B. A. Long, led in the short range battle practice during 
the autumn of 1916, with a figure of merit of 61.200. In 
the modified form of short range battle practice for des- 
troyers, the Smith, Lieut. C. F. Russel, led with a figure 
of merit of 41.3834. The average figure of merit of vessels 
of the destroyer class in the regular form of practice for 
1916-17 was 27.235 against the figure of merit of 26.721 
during the season of 1915-16. 

The average figure of merit of the destroyers firing the 
modified form of practice in 1916-17 was 16.417 against 
the figure of merit of 16.415 during 1915-16. The average 
number of shots in the destroyer class with 4-inch guns 
during 1916-17 was. 547 with 227 hits, and in i916 the 
figures were 102 hits out of 309 shots, the figure of merit 
ens, Y lead ade 27.600 in 1916-17, and 13.200 in 


With the 4inch .50 caliber gun the destroyer Nichol- 
son, Lieut. Comdr. B. A. Long, has the highest figure of 
merit, viz., 61.200, making 18 hits out of 32 shots. The 
Paulding, Lieut. D. L. Howard, with the 3-inch gun 
made the highest figure of merit, viz., 45.167, making: 
21 hits out of 40 shots. Of the cruiser class the Balti- 
more, Comdr. A. W. Marshall, made the best record in 
short range battle practice, with a figure of merit of 
68.910, while in the gunboat class the Dubuque, Lieut. 
Comdr. T. L. Johnson, is on top with a figure of merit of 
56.700. The Baltimore with 6-inch guns made 22 hits 
out of 32 shots, and the Melville, Comdr. H. B. Price, 
made 33 hits out of 61 shots with the 5-inch gun. The 
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Jupiter, Lieut. Comdr. C. 8. Kempff, with 4-inch guas 
made 13 hits out of 32 shots, and the Celtic, Lieut. Comdr. 
W. Smith, with 3-inch guns made 18 hits out of 32 shots. 
Jue Dabagee with 6-pounders scored 20 hits out of 32

THE BIDS FOR NAVY SHELLS. 


The opening of the bids for armor-piercing shells for 
the U.S. Navy with the revelation of the fact that a 
British firm underbid, by a considerable margin, the 
American concerns making projectiles has stirred up con- 
siderable discussion in,the Navy Department and among 
the interested manufacturers on both sides of the ocean. 
Examination of the bids on Jan. 4 showed that Hadfields, 
Ltd., of England, agreed to supply 3,000 16-inch projec- 
tiles in sixteen months at $513 each, duty paid. The 
Bethlehem Steel Company asked $775 each, to provide 
4,000 in thirty-six months, while the price from the Mid- 
vale Steel Compeny was $900 each for 1,000 in twenty- 
four months. For 14-inch shells Hadfields, Ltd., offer a 
price of $356 each for 4,500, which they agree to deliver 
in eleven months. The Midvale Steel Company asked 
$550 each for 5,600 shells, to be delivered in thirty 
months, while the Crucible Steel Company wanted 
$543.50 each for 2,000, deliverable in thirty-four months. 

On Jan. 5 Secretary Daniels charged that American 
steel companies had been demanding extortionate prices 
for shells for the Navy. He based this on the bids of 
Hadfields, Ltd., which Zor armor-piercing projectiles was 
from 35 to 40 per cent. lower than bids of American con- 
eerns. Charles M. Schwab, of the Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany, issued a statement on the same day that reads: 
“At Bethlehem we have spent very large sums of money 
trying to meet Government specifications on 14-inch 
shells, and so far only at a considerable loss, for the rea- 
son that the tests have been so severe that we have not 
yet been able to meet them. Since the war started, al- 
thouga we have been able to obtain abroad almost any 
price for our product, we have adhered in our charges to 
the United States Government to the basis of prices estab- 
lished before the war began. We believed it would be 
dangerous for this country to be dependent upon foreign 
manufacturers for war material of any kind. We bid 
what we consider a fair price on any specifications issued 
by the Government.” : 

H. A. Gillis, the American representative of Hadfields, 
Lid., said to a New York Sun ccrrespondent in Wash- 
ington: “I do not believe the American firms have been 
charging the Government unreasonable prices. To my 
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mind the steel companies are simply calculating upon a 
fair profit after meeting the i difficalt speci- 
fications. The Bureau ef Ordnance of the Navy Depart- 
ment now requires that these shells be tested by being 
fired at steel plate which is at an angle of ten degrees 
when the projectile strikes. This, of course, robs the 
shell of part of its striking foree and makes the test more 
difficult. In some instances half the shells fail to meet 
th: Government’s requirements on this account. And the 
Government must realize that this may result in in- 
ereasing the price, especially if a concern has virtually 
to make two shells te sell the Government one. : 
“v"e contend that we are able to provide armor-pierc- 
ing shells which will meet this test, and we do not antici- 
pate any of the trouble or additional expense to which 
American firms have been put. Our absolute confidence 
in this respect is due to the fact that we know about 
everything that can be known concerning the manufacture 
of armor-piercing shells. We have provided almost every 
nation with projectiles, and our present efficiency, is Stch 
as to insure the best results and the least cost. Since the 
war Hadfields has reached a_ state of efficiency previ- 
ously supposed unattainable. Not only is every ship in 
the British navy fully supplied, but we have provided an 
immense surplus stock, which now reposes in storehouses 
and is far in excess of any demand that could be made 
upon it by the war. To keep our organization busy we 
have obtained permission from the British government 
to bid for the American Government contract, and we 
are ready to put up bond to guarantee that we will meet 
the specifications in the time given and at the prices 
stated.” Comment in the English newspapers bore out 
all these statements of the Hadfields representative. _ 
Secretary Daniels took the incident as a peg on which 
to hang a further argument in favor of the plan for 
establishing a Government plant for the manufacture of 
rojectiles. Several members of the House Committee on 
aval Affairs took the same ground, pointing to the Had- 
fields bid incident as evidence of the wisdom of their 
course in advocating such a plant. At a conference with 
Secretary Daniels on Jan. 10 the American manufac- 
turers refused to lower their prices on these shells. 
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MILITARY TRAINING CAMPS. 

The following Federal military training camps will be 
held in the Eastern Department, during the year 1917: 

At Plattsburg, N.Y.—For men between the ages of 
eizhteen and forty-five, both inclusive (and men between 
the ages of forty-five and fifty-five upon special authority 
of the department commander). First camp, Jane 2 to 
July 1, 1917; second camp, July 7 to Aug. 5, 1917; third 
camp, Aug. 11 to Sept. 9, 1917; fourth camp, Sept. 15 
to Oct. 4, 1917. 

Camps for the junior division, for boys between their 
fifteenth and eighteenth birthdays, will be held at -Fort 
Terry, Plum Island, N.Y., and Portland, Me., as follows: 
First camp, June 30 to July 28, 1917; second camp, Aug. 
2 to Aug. 30, 1917. 

If the number of applications warrant, additional 
camps, both senior and junior divisions, will be estab- 
lished in the Eastern Department. The name of an 
applicant will be placed on file and he will be furnished 
with regulations and enrollment blank for the 1917 camps 
as soon as they are published. 
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CLAIMS FOR HORSES LOST IN SERVICE. 


The question of payment for private horses lost by 
officers in the Service has again come before the Court 
of Claims. Congress has passed two laws on this sub- 
ject: one of these is embodied in the Revised Statutes, 
but broadened by later legislation and grants pay for 
horses lost through any “exigency or necessity of the 
military Service’; the other is the act of March 3, 
1885, limited to loss in time of peace and embracing 
all private property “reasonable” and “useful” to an 
officer in quarters in time of peace. 

The accounting officers of the Treasury decided some 
time ago that they were not allowed to pay any horse 
claims under the provisions of the Revised Statutes 
because of the statute of limitations, but they held 
that they were authorized to include horses among the 
articles of private property for which payment could be 
made under the act of 1885. Accordingly, horses lost 
in service were paid for for a number of years. 

A question came up under the act of 1885 in 1911, 
and the Assistant Comptroller held that horses were not 
included within it. This was reversed by the Comp- 
troller in 1913, who allowed pay for horses, but his 
decision was again reversed by his successor a few 
months later, and horses are now excluded from this 
statute by the Treasury Department. 

The ‘Court of Claims declared ten years ago that 
horses could be paid for under the provisions of the 
Revised Statutes, and in another decision quite recently 
held that they could not be paid for under the act of 
1885 because they were included in the Revised Statutes, 
and therefore no second remedy was allowed for them. 

In January, 1916, after horse claims had been paid 
in the Court of Claims as a matter of ordinary admin- 
istration for ten years, the court changed its view 
and declared that the provision in the Revised Statutes 
was no longer in force. They accordingly dismissed a 
number of claims for horses brought tnder that law. 
The claimants are now seeking for a new trial and 
allege that, if they are not to be paid under the Revised 
Statutes, they must be paid under the act of 1885, since 
the only reason why the court refused to allow claims 
under the act of 1885 was that they were within the 
Revised Statutes. 

The attorneys for the claimants (King & King, of 
Washington, D.C.) have taken advantage of the oppor- 
tunity in making a motion for new trial to discuss the 
whole sabject of pay for horses lost in service at great 
length in a printed brief recently filed. They have 
argued that it is clear that under existing decisions 
of the court the claims must be allowed under the act 
of 1885, if they can not be allowed under the Revised 
Statutes. They go farther and say that the whole de- 
cision of the court disallowing claims urder the Revised 
Statutes is erroneous, and that all claims for horses 
lost in service ought to be paid under either Revised 
Statutes or the act of 1885—as the claimant may present 
his claim. This brief insists that the acts which were 
relied on as in effect repealing the provisions of the 
Revised Statutes are nothing more than acts of limi- 
tation and should be construed only as to claims which 
arose before them. They also insist very strongly that 
the Court of Claims, having rendered two decisions sus- 
taining their jurisdiction in horse claims under the Re- 
vised Statutes, ought not now, after the lapse of ten 
years, to make another decision reversing their former 
decisions. They say that officers bought their private 

_ horses on the assurance of the former decisions and that 








it is“unjust to reverse these decisions and leave them 
without a remedy. They quote many decisions showing 
that the Court of Claims ought to hold to a conclusion 
once reached and not change from time to time as 
the personnel of the court changes. ; 

- It is expected that @#he questions will be argued 
during the present month and decided before the close 
of February.

NATIONAL GUARD COURTS-MARTIAL. 


Brig. General J. Clifford Foster, the Adjutant General 
of Florida, recently wrote the Militia Bureau, War De- 
partment, a communication regarding summary court 
procedure in which he said: “It order to insure the 
maintenance of discipline in thé National Guard, of 
Florida, it is important that the procedure as to courts- 
martial should be thoroughly understood by all con- 
cerned, and that these eourts should be so conducted 
as to make certain that any disciplinary action taken 
will be sustained upon an appeal to the civil courts. 
In Florida, and under State law, we have had a system 
of courts-martial under which numbers of cases have 
been tried, and which has been repeatedly sustained by 
our State courts. Question now arises as to whether or 
not the courts-martial prescribed for the National 
Guard under the Act of Congress approved June 3, 1916, 
are to be considered Federal courts or State courts, 
and as to how much, if any, of the State regulations 
covering the conduct of such courts remain effective.” 

To obtain this information, General Foster enclosed 
for the consideration of the War Department, a copy 
of a State General Order in which the regulations 
for the conduct of courts-martial are published, and re- 
quested decision as to whether or not these regulations 
are now effective or to what extent they are effective. — 

Brig. Gen. William A. Mann, U.S.A., chief of the Mi- 
litia Bureau, in answering General Foster’s letter of 
inquiry, said: “1. Sections 102 to 108, Act of June 
8, 1916, in prescribing a system of courts-martial for 
the National Guard, necessarily left many details of pro- 
cedure unprovdéed for, as the variations of law and con- 
ditions in the several States made it impracticable for 
Congress to presctibe every feature. Each State, there- 
fore, not only may, but should, fill in these omissions by 
its own laws or regulations. 

“2. It is the opinion of this office that the State should 
continue to carry out its regulations, such as those sent 
by you, in all respects except such as are directly con- 
trary to the provisions of the Act of June 3, 1916. The 
procedure under Florida law, to which you refer, to 
enforce payment of fines imposed by summary courts, 
is considered the correct one. Sentence of confinement 
imposed by such a court had better be executed under 
provisions of State law. ; ; 

“3. It is contemplated to issue regulations covering 
the procedure of National Guard courts-martial as early 
as practicable, but this publication is delayed until 
the new Manual for Courts-martial for the Regular 
Army is completed.” 
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MAJOR HARLLEE ON ARMY TRAINING. 


Several radical statements as to Army training and 
sharp criticisms of existing conditions in the Service 


were made by Major William C. Harllee, U.S.M.C., at the 
hearing before a sub-committee of the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs on Jan. 8. Major Harlee began by 
saying that he had no patience with preparedness advo- 
eates who insisted that the volunteer system had broken 
down, adding this comment: 

“What has broken down is not the volunteer system, 
but certain’ out-of-date and antiquated features of our 
Army establishment. My contact with civilians whom I 
have met by the thousands in the rifle association work 
and elsewhere has convinced me that the Americans have 
the fighting tradition, and will gladly train themselves 
for national defense if *hey can do it under self-respect- 
ing conditions. Rightly or wrongly, they believe that 
they cannot do it with «-!f-respect and join the Regular 
Army. The thing to do is not to scrap the volunteer 
system and introduce a compulsory system, which is 


alien to our traditions; the thing to do is to overhaul our - 


defense establishment and scrap those features of it 
which Americans have learned tc resent. 

“The chief feature they have learned to resent is the 
caste system, which still prevails in our Military Estab- 
lishment. There is no use denying the fact—it is there 
not only as a social fact, but buttressed by law as well. 
The caste system, for example, dictates that the enlisted 
man who stays in the lower ranks until he has passed the 
age cf twenty-seven is doomed to remain in it; he is for- 
bidden by law to associate with his ‘superiors.’ No mat- 
ter how brave and skilful he may be he cannot by a life- 
time of effort approach the inexperienced youngster ap- 
pointed to a commission. The relationship between ofii- 
cers and men is made thoroughly artificial and un-Ameri- 
can; it ought to be abolished. 

“Qur present military institution, with its two castes, 
transplanted from England, and patterned also after the 
armies of Prussia before the days of the French Revolu- 
tion, doesn’t fit this country. That is the whole trouble. 
Ii we had courage and initiative—if we used on the re- 
form of our Military Establishment the courage and 
initiative which we use in our industrial progress, we 
would eliminate the features of our Military Establish- 
ment which American citizens don’t like, and we would 
speedily have all the trained men that we need. Some 
of these things sound heterodox, but I am glad to say 
that there are men in the Military Establishment who 
know that it must be reconstructed. We know, from our 
contact with the American in all walks of life, that he 
doesn’t need conscription to make him fight, and he 
doesn’t need conscription to make him train. All he 
needs is an opportunity to train under conditions which 
he finds self-respecting, which economize his time and 
hold his interest. These conditions can and should be 
met.’ 

In his outline of a plan for an “active” rather than a 
Regular Army, Major Harllee declared that “under a 
proper system individual training in the essential points 
of how to march, to cook, to give first aid treatment, to 
dig, and to shoot, did not require more than three weeks,” 
and that when men were enlisted for three years to re- 
ceive this training and spent the time in barracks they 
acquired habits of idleness. The best type of discipline,” 
he continued, “is the discipline of active work. The 
present system does not tend to prepare officers for train- 
ing men quickly, or give them opportunities to practice 
the more important features of their profession. We 
would be better off, better equipped for the actualities of 
war, if we had a new army every year, to be moved out 
after one month of individual training, and then to be 


kept afield like a real army until discharged after siz 
months’ service.” 

One of the things he recommended was the abolition of 
the oath of enlistment, and su; gested that, if the greater 
part of the pay were given at the end of the cngagement, 
the binding of men by oath to service would not be nee. 
essary, and that, if men in time of peace were dissatis. 
fied with the conditions enoug’ to leave the Service be 
for the pay day at the end of six months, it would be 
better to Jet them go, because dissatisfied men injure ay 
organization. The line of cleavage between the commis. 
sioned officers and the non-commissioned officers ould 
disappear if all were hired on the same basis, and the 
grades readjusted so that the gradient of pay in the dif. 
ferent grades would be gradual. 

Another suggestion was that at the muster out of each 
year’s Army selection be made of only a few officers 
for the following year’s work, and the discharge of all the 
rest, all selections to be made by the next highest com. 
mander, who would select competent men because hig 
own results and chances for future advancement would 
depend upon the work of competent subordinates. “The 
present barracks,” he continued, “ought to be used as a 
winter school for the officers selected for the coming year, 
Such a plan would accustom us t. the habit of organizing 
armies from civilians; would develop and standardize 
methods of real training, and would furnish a method of 
selecting tested officers for : pid advancement; would 
distribute each year many trained officers into civilian 
life available for efficient service ia volunteer armies in 
case of need, and would result in bringing young men of 
demonstrated capacity to the top, and return them to ciyil 
life before they became too old to begin a civilian career,” 

Thet there were not jails enough in America to house 
those who would evade compulsory service, was another 
of Major Harllee’s statements, and he said he doubted, if 
such a plan were put into effect, whether the so-called 
training would possess any value, and that real training 
was quite a different thing from such as could be given 
by night school methods. “The real need of the country 
is not so much universal training,” he concluded, “hut 
an effective system which will develop methods of or- 
ganization and of training real armies for real service.” 


CAVALRY PISTOL TESTS IN THE FIELD. 
In the Field, Mexico, Jan. 2, 1917. 

Not the least interesting of the many demonstrations 
conducted by troops of the Punitive Expedition was one 
of pistol firing on Dec. 13, 1916. The most radical de 
partures from the regular courses prescribed for both 
mounted and dismounted practice and from the custom- 
ary methods of accustoming horses to fire mounted were 
enthusiastically received by the officers and non-com- 
missioned officers present. They saw demonstrated with 
the greatest ease and simplicity kinds of fire that hereto- 
fore had been generally considered impossible; they saw 
the means by which the efficiency of the Cavalry could 
be greatly enhanced; their minds were directed from 
the bugaboos of firing to the front in close order with 
ball cartridges to the more important methods of em- 
ploying this effective fire. 

It is no exaggeration to say that this demonstration 
marked a new step in pistol practice, and on completion 
of the course prescribed for the troops in Mexico there 
will follow an insistent demand for modification of 
present methods prescribed in the Small Arms Firing 
Manual. A rather remarkable feature about the dem- 
onstration was the number of officers who would not be 
lieve the principles possible until shown, and the num- 
ber of immediate conversions after having been shown. 
The climax was reached when the men mounted sixteen 
horses that had not been fired from in any of the prac 
tice, and in twenty-five minutes delivered a charge in 
close order, firing ball cartridges at suspended kneeling 
figures, and made forty-three per cent. of hits. 

Work leading up to the demonstration and to the 
adoption of a course of firing was instituted by an 
order of Nov. 1, 1916, convening a board of officers, 
known as the Pistol Board, “to make an exhaustive 
method of training men and horses in mounted pistol 
work. The board will also consider the effect of the 
increased range of the service pistol upon the tactical 
handling of mounted troops using that weapon.” General 
—s had previously issued the following general 
order: : 

“The general efficiency in pistol practice by the Cay- 
alry during recent years has not been high enough to 
inspire confidence in the effectiveness of that weapo! 
even among its advocates. Nor has the development o 
fire tactics of troops using the pistol mounted kept pace 
with the progress made by troops armed solely with the 
rifle. But the very positive results obtained during the 
campaign in the mounted attack with the pistol, in the 
hands of average shots, clearly indicate the possibili- 
ties if handled by troops well trained in its use. With 
the view of developing a scientific method of quickly 
training men in mounted work with the pistol, all Cav- 
alry officers are enjoined to give the subject careful 
thought before the period of pistol practice begins, and 
to study the tactical features involved in leading mounted 
troops in the pistol charge. They will be expected to 
prepare and submit their views for consideration by 8 
board of officers shortly to be designated to make ex- 
haustive experiments in methods of instrueting both men 
and horses in pistol work and to consider the tactical 
problems that present themselves in this connection.” 

Under these instructions the pistol board, assisted by 
twenty-four specially selected non-commissioned officers, 
practiced for twenty-one days about two hours each in 
addition to their drills, and wound up with the demon- 
stration above referred to. ‘The complete report is on 
its way to the War Department, and an article consisting 
chiefly of extracts from the report has been forwarded 
to the Cavalry Journal for publication in its next issue. 

PUNITIVE EXPEDITION.

ANOTHER ARMY WoOM4N. 
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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 

_ (Summarized from reports Jan. 5-11.) 

THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 

The week on the western front passed without the 
maturing of any new operations of importance. The 
great and continued activity of patrols, raiding parties 
and artillery betokened the anticipation of a resumption 
of great military efforts at an early date, possibly within 
the next few weeks. While hostilities diminished in the 
region of Verdun, they continued on the previous scale 
in the neighborhood of the Somme and of Ypres and in- 
creased somewhat in Belgium, in Champagne and near 
14: Swiss border. The simultaneous activity on the ex- 
treme right and left wings, separated by some 500 miles 


of front, was noteworthy in connection with Paris antici- - 


pations of a coming Teuton attack in the region of Bel- 


fort. 

Paris on Jan. 5 reported artillery activity neat Verdun 
in the direction of the Woevre plain, to the east of the 
igh territory recaptured by the French in December. 
- attack ~ 4 a — French post east of Hill 304 was 
reported as repulsed, in the same statement, and artillery 
fire in the direction of Douaumont and Vaux continued. 
On the 7th the French reported skirmishes and bombing 
parties along the line to the immediate west of the Meuse 
defenses, from the Mort Homme to the Haute Chevauchee 
jn the Argonne forest. A surprise attack, east of the 
Meuse, yielded the Germans a few captives according to 
Berlin. Artillery fire on the eastern edge of the Meuse 
heights was continued by the French guns on Jan. 7 

In the Vosges, according to Paris, Jan. 7, the Germans 
attacked west of Ste. Marie Hill, but were checked by a 
parrage fire. On Jan. 8, further south, French artillery, 
accerding to Paris, carried out a bombardment destroy- 
ing a German supply depot near Illfurt. German at- 
tacks on Jan. 5, reported by both sides, initiated the 
eriod of activity in Champagne. ” wey occurred near the 
utte du Mesnil, the Maisons de Champagne and Arra- 
court. Paris reported another German raid or recon- 
noissance on Jan. 7 near Tahure and a patrol engage- 
ment near Navaun, in the same region, on Jan. : 
On the extreme left of Franco-British front at vari- 
ous points from Nieuport eastward, artillery on both 
sides was active for some three days commencing Jan. 5. 
Tie British portion of the front, from the Somme to 
Ypres, continued to be the scene of the most spirited 
trench skirmishing on the western line. In spite of in- 
cessant raids by either side no important section of 
trench changed hands up to Jan. 10, and the skirmishing 
lacked direct result except in the possible seasoning of 
new British troops and the prevention of great with- 
drawals of German troops from this section te other 
fields. The German trench raiders exerted themselves to 
hold the upper hand in this mode of minor warfare, with 
some success. On Jan. 5 Berlin reported Altenburg in- 
fantry pushed forward in the morning into the fourth 
British trench at a point on the easterly edge of Loos, 
the scene of the British assaults of September, 1915. 
They took prisoners, but evacuated the hostile trenches. 
The British on the same day reported exploding a mine 
north of Givenchy. On the 6th they reported the cap- 
ture of two German posts north of Beaumont-Hamel in a 
night attack, and announced the success of an extensive 
raid, south of Arras, in which the third German trench 
line was entered. Berlin admitted that “near Serre, 
north of the Ancre, British troops in a night attack 
entered the most advanced trench.” On the 7th, how- 
ever, Berlin reported the breakdown of a British at- 
tack, attempted by several battalions, in the region south 
of Arras. The British statement of Jan. 8 reported the 
repulse of three German raiding attempts near Souchez. 
On the 9th, the British announced the success of their 
own raiders near Hulluch. Numerous artillery exchanges 
on the British front marked the week. On Jan. 10 the 
British reported their success in a raid east of Beaumont- 
Hamel and a return raid in the territory of the previous 
German enterprise, east of Leos. 


THE ROUMANIAN THEATER OF WAR. 


The Teuton-Bulgar army operating in the Dobrudja 
took by assault the town of Macin on Jan. 3. This suc- 
cess, confirmed too late for record in last week’s sum- 
mary, had an important bearing on the further Teuton 
gains in Roumania gained subsequently. Macin, on the 
right bank of the Danube, was the key point of the last 
effective line of defense left to Sakharof in the bridge- 
head position across the Danube from Galatz. Its loss 
compelled the Russians to withdraw their last forces 
across the Danube. The Teutons followed, approaching 


‘the Danube through the intervening marsh region. Petro- 
grad, Jan. 5, reported fighting a rear guard engagement 


near Vachareni, while Berlin announced that the Ger- 
mans and Bulgars were nearing the river bank opposite 
Braila and Galatz. The proximity of the enemy to the 
latter city, where Russian retreat could be impeded by 
artillery fire across the Danube, prompted the Russians 
to evacuate Braila on Jan. 4, as stated in Petrograd’s 
announcement of the following day. Berlin, Jan. 5, re- 
ported that Galatz was already under fire and that 
Braila had been entered by Germans and Bulgarians 
from west and east. Braila, with a population in normal 
times of some 60,000, is the chief commercial city and port 
of the iower Danube, and its loss is a heavy one conse- 
quently to the Roumanians. West of Braila the Russian 
forces, according to Berlin, withdrew from their posi- 
tions south of the Sereth, during the night of Jan. 4-5 
before the Teutons er General Korsch, sacrificing 
their rear s. Further upstream the Russians with- 
drew near Rimnicéni on the lower Rimnik river, accord- 
ing to Petrograd, Jan. 5. The capture of Rimniceni 
and Tartaru on Jan. 5 with a prepared defensive line 
connecting them, was effected by the divisions of Schmidt 
von Knebelsdorf and von Oetinger, according to Berlin 
Teport, after systematic assault, while von Schmetlow’s 
division cleared the territory immediately southeast, 
reaching the Sereth. The German offensive front in the 
advance to the lower Sereth extended some thirty miles, 
but met with no firm resistance at any point. Petrograd 
om Jan. 6, however, reported a momentary check to the 
Fereuit on the lower reaches of the river Buzeu, and on 
an. 7 reported repulsing enemy attacks on the Sereth, 
hear Cloneska, Ukota and Ali, five miles below the mouth 
of the Buzeu. On the 9th Berlin reported progress fur- 
ther west, about Fundeni, with capture of 5,400 men. 
_While driving their opponents back upon the Sereth 
tiver through the swampy lowlands to the east, the Teu- 
tons carried out a series of movements which gained 
them the city of Focsani, a place of some 30,000 inhabi- 
tants and the natura. defensive center for a line guard- 
mg Moldavia from invasion on the south. Focsani fell 
into the hands of Mackensen’s Ninth army on Jan. 8. 
t was reduced by a converging advance from southwest, 
West and north-west. The divisions of von Morgen and 
‘rafit von nsingen, by an advance through: the 
ily region at the southwest corner of Moldavia, reached 
upper Susita and Putna valleys in time to press down 


toward Focsani, some thirty miles southeast of ‘them 
Jan. 4 and 5, Fundeni dominating a bridgehead’ above 
Focsani was captured Jan. 6;| The Teutons threw back 
the Roumanians and Russians defending the Odobechti 
ridge and gained command of the lower Putna valley 
leading to Focsani, In the meantime, under cover of the 
drive toward the Sereth on Jan. 5, mentioned above, di- 
visio_s from the direction of Rimnicu-Sarat moved up the 
route from Buzeu toward Focsani. They stormed the 
main southern defensive line of the city, along the Mil- 
covul river on Jan. 7. By closely following the retreat- 
ing Russians they gained a second defensive line without 
a struggle. .Berlin on Jan. 10 announced the capture of 
,000 prisoners in. the Focsani operations, a number 
largely increased subsequently. 
~<_ While activity in the valleys further north than the 
Susita was limited, Berlin reported (Jan. 5) an ad- 
vance south of the Trotus river; and (Jan. 8) in the 
Oituz valley. In the meantime the troops of Generals 
Huller, Melms and Goiginger, having broken through the 
southern defenses of Focsani entered the city from 
south on Jan. 8, according to Berlin’s official review of 
the operation (Jan. 10). On the same day they occupied 
the whole south bank of the Putna river. Near Fundeni, 
the line of retreat of the Russians from the Putna valley 
eastward over the Sereth river bridge, was attacked by 
Teuton troops who took the village of Garleaska, two 
miles from the bridge, in the face of energetic Russian 
endeavors to hold the neighborhood of tke crossing. At 
one point on the right bank of the Sereth, on Jan. 9, the 
Russians still maintained themselves. They held the low- 
land about the mouth of the Remniku, repulsing Teuton 
attacks, according to Petrograd (Jan. 7) and taking some 
prisoners. 
THE RUSSIAN THEATER OF WAR. 


The Russians west of Riga, profiting by the long de- 
layed cold weather which has finally frozen the marshes, 
started an offensive against the Teuton line along the Aa 
river, between the Gulf of Riga and the city of Mitau. 
Mitau has been in German hands since the summer of 
1915. The last important Russian effort against it ter- 
minated after minor gains in tke intervening territory, 
more than a year ago. On Jan. 5 Petrograd reported that 
Russian detachments attacking beyond the western end 
of Lake Babit, had seized two lines of trenches to the 
east of the village .£ Kaluzem on the Aa, and had at the 
same time advanced to the river at a point south of the 
village. On the day f lowing both sides reported the 
repulse of enemy attacks in this district. Petrograd re- 
ported (Jan. 8) the capture of more trenches, to the 
north of Kaluzem, and claimed 800 prisoners since the 
beginning of the operation. On Jan. 9 the Russians an- 
nounced the capture of .an island in the Dvina river 
near Glaudon between Riga and Friedrichstadt. On 
Jan. 11, the offensive, according to a London estimate, had 
gained a maximum of three miles, less than one-third of 
the Cistance intervening at the outset between the Rus- 
sian front and the city of Mitau. The Russians, advanc- 
ing on Jan. 9, scored their most extensive single gain, 
between the Tirul marshes and the Aa river, north of 
Kaluzem. Here they claimed an advance of two versts 
(one and one-third miles), with success in simultaneous 
encounters to the east of the village. Petrograd an- 
nounced the capture of thirty-two German guns in the 
Mitau region between Jan. 4 and Jan. 9 


ITALY, SERBIA, GREECE, TURKEY. 


An Austrian attack in the Trentino, between the Adige 
and Lake Garda, was reported by Rome as having taken 
place on the night of Jan. 4, and as having been repulsed, 
while on the same date the Italians on the Carso plateau 
‘advanced slightly at one point. Rome claimed a further 
gain near Hill 208, in the same region, Jan. 7, and on the 
9th announced the repulse of a small counter-attack upon 
the newly acquired position. 

In Serbia no operations of note were reported, and the 
possibility of a break between the Entente Powers and 
King Constantine, owing to renewed demands that he 
withdraw troops from northern Greece, supplied the pos- 
sible reason for Sarrail’s refraining from engaging his 
forces further in Macedonia. A despatch from Serbian 
headquarters, Jan. 7, reported the appearance of a Bulgar 
regiment from Dobrudja on the Macedonian front, and 
the expected arrival of other Bulgar regiments and an 
Austrian contingent. 

On the Tigris river, the British operating against Kut 
have pushed their lines forward over a front of 1,000 
yards to the northeast of the town, according to London's 
report of Jan. 10. his advance was carried out by a 
British Indian division on Jan. 9, with the capture of 
182 men. Simultaneously the British raided other points 
on the Turkish line and shelled Sannayat. The British 
have not as yet made any announcement indicating the 
surrounding of the Kut position, and its capture by direct 
attack, owing to the windings of the Tigris river, is a 
matter of great Gifficulty as the Turks found out when 
they besieged Townshend there a year ago. 
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NATIONAL GUARD IN FEDERAL SERVICE. 


A list of National Guard units on duty on the Mexican 
border appears on pages 637-8. 


Three hundred members of the 2d Texas Infantry 
broke out of camp at Corpus Christi, Texas, on the 
night of Jan. 5, and paraded down town, it is reported, 
crying, ‘“‘We want to go home.” Military police with 
details from the regiment quickly rounded up those mak- 
ing the demonstration and sent them back into the camp. 
Later all members of the regiment were ordered into 
camp for the night. There has been a feeling in the 
regiment for some time that the Texas regiments, the 
first to be called into the Service, should be mustered out 
if not needed in actual service. 

Major Henry C. Barrett, 4th Maryland Inf., has been 
sentenced to suspension from rank and command for 
one year. ‘The court-martial which tried him sentenced 
him to dismissal, but President Wilson on Jan. 3, while 
appproving the findings, commuted the sentence to sus- 
pension of rank and command for one year. President 
Wilson acted on the advice of both Secretary of War 
Baker and Judge Advocate General Crowder. Major 
Barrett was tried about four months ago in Richmond, 
Va., on charges growing out of statements made in a 
newspaper interview tending to reflect upon the Na- 
tional Guard service. Major Barrett asserted that he 
did not know he was to be publicly quoted at the time 
the statements were made by him. ore serious than 
this charge, however, was the report made by Major 
Barrett to his commanding officer when called to ac- 
count for the published interview. This report was later 
used in the trial, and proved damaging to the officer. 

The following letter has been received from an officer 
on duty with the 3d Ohio Infantry. It is of interest 
in view of the recent allegation made with regard to 
this command: “Knowing your friendship for the Cleve- 
land Grays who are in the service as Company F, 3d 
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Ohio Infantry, I desire to have you informed that our 
organization is in no way connected or in sympathy with 
the effort made by some Cleveland troops to secure 
through newspapers an order to return home. Of 
course, if there is no probability of our men seeing active 
service, we would welcome such an order, but I am 
very glad to say that there has been no demonstration 
of unrest or lack of discipline on the part of any of my 
men or any other company in our regiment. There has 
been no cause for complaint of suffering from cold ‘and 
lack of medical treatment on the part of the Ohio troops 
on the border as reported in the newspapers; my men 
as well as all of the Ohio troops are well equipped, hay- 
ing overcoats, sweaters, coats, gloves, blankets, etc., 
and their quarters are floored and walled and well heated; 
some even have electric lights in their tents. In my 
mind there is no doubt that there isn’t anywhere in the 
world an equal number of men in civil life that are 
having less sickness and deaths. Our entire brigade of 
2,500 men has had only one death since we have been 
in the Service, a little over six months, and that was a 
ease of drowning, when a corporal from my company was 
at home in Cleveland on a furlough. The health of-a 
great many men has materially improved since they 
have been on the border. The members of the Cleveland 
Grays, many of whom are business men with good rea- 
sons for wanting to be home, want you to know that they 
are the same loyal patriotic men that you knew them 
t- be in Cleveland and have the same confidence in 
you that they always have had, and are ready, willing 
and more able than ever before to fight for our country’s 
flag when called upon, and in the meantime live the life 
a soldier is supposed to live without complaint.” 
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THE SERVICE MONTHLIES. 


The opening article in the January issue of the United 
States Naval Institute Proceedings is a plea for universal 
military training by H. C. Washburn, entitled “The 
American Blind Spot,” in which the writer argues 
that our military and naval policy must be built up 
anew on the basis of universal service. Lieut. J. H. 
Klein, jr., U.S.N., continues his translation of the story 
of the cruise of the “Ayesha” written by Lieutenant von 
Mucke of the German navy; Comdr. S. E. Moses, U.S.N., 
contributes a paper on “The Orient in 1916: Its Interest 
to the United States”; and Rear Admiral Caspae F. 
Goodrich, U.S.N., continues his documentary history of 
“Our Navy and the West Indian Pirates.” The number 
also contains the announcement of the Naval Institute 
Prize for 1918 of $200, with a gold medal and a life 
membership in the Institute. The essay is limited to 
fifty printed pages in the Proceedings of the Institu- 
tion, and must be submitted on or before Jan. 1, 
1918. Seven prize essay topics are suggested. 

If Service journals were ever given special titles, as 
is the modern custom with the literary magazines, the 
January issue of The Military Surgeon might well be 
called the ‘Recruiting Number.” Col. William H. Ar- 
thur, M.C., U.S.A., contributes a paper on “The Ad- 
vantages of Military Training for Young Men”; Surg. 
Middleton S. Elliott, U.S.N., one on “The Present Sys- 
tem of Recruiting for the U.S. Navy,’ and Major Frank 
T. Woodbury, M.C., U.S.A., a third on “Recruiting for 
the Military Service.” Dr. E. Kilbourne Tullidge, a for- 
mer surgeon in the Austrian army, writes on “The Heart 
of the Recruit and Soldier,’ and Major C. H. Connor, 
M.C., U.S.A., tells of “The Special Physical Examina- 
tions of Aviators for the U.S. Army.” More technical 
articles are ‘Comparative Hearing Requirements in For- 
eign and American Navies,” by P.A. Surg. G. P. Trible, 
U.S.N.; “Demography in so Far as it Relates to the 
Vital Statistics of Armies,” by Lieut. Col. W. P. Cham- 
berlain, M.C., U.S.A., and “The Toxic Effect of Emetine 
Hydrochloride,” by Capt. Howard H. Johnson, M.C., and 
Lieut. J. A. Murphy, M.R.C., U.S.A. - 

For the January number of the U.S. Naval Medical 
Bulletin, P.A. Surg. R. W. McDowell, U.S.N., has writ- 
ten an article on “Diseases Incident to Submarine Duty,” 
in which he describes the nine most frequently seen ail- 
ments in that service. They include gasolene poisoning, 
gastro-intestinal disturbances—chiefly from a lack of 
exercise ; ear troubles, infections of the respiratory tract, 
conjunctivitis—caused by irritation from gases and en- 
gine fumes and constant and prolonged use of the peri- 
scope; rheumatic affections, burns and injuries, and ner- 
vous complaints which include seasickness, nostalgia, 
neurasthenia and claustrophobia. The ninth ailment, 
venereal diseases, “are rare in the submarine service,” 
Surgeon McDowell states. Surg. H. F. Strine, U.S.N., 
contributes a paper on “Marines Wounded During the 
Drive, Santo Domingo,” in which he points out that 
three of the twelve cases of gunshot. wounds “represent 
distinct types of important surgical problems on which 
considerable light has been thrown by the experience 
acquired in the past two years of the European War.”

Col. Joseph E. Kuhn, 3d Regiment of Engineers, US. 
A., appointed brigadier general to date from Jan- 2, 1917, 
vice Evans, retired, was born in Kansas June 14, 1864.

and was in charge of the supervision of the erection of a 
new academic building, 1891-93. He served as acting 
adjutant of the U.S.M.A.; was in charge of the defenses 
of San Francisco Bay at Fort Winfield Scott and Fort 
Mason. He was on duty in the office of the Chief of En- 
gineers in Washington, and was at the U.S.M.A. Aug. 15, 
1900, to Sept. 1, 1903, being in charge of the erection of 
the officers’ mess and remodeling the library building. He 
served in the Philippine Islands Oct. 1, 1903, to March 2, 
1904, and was Military Attaché at the U.S. Legation at 
Tokio, Japan, for the purpose of observing the Japanese 
army during the war with Russia.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Major Gen. Peter Joseph Osterhaus, U.S.A., retired, 
whose_death at Duisburg, Germany, Jan. 2, 1917, we 
briefly noted in our last issue, had a notable record of 
service in the Civil War. He left Germany for the 
United States, in 1849, after several years of service in 
the Prussian army. When the Civil War broke out he 
was made major in the Second Missouri Rifle Battalion. 
Among the battles in which General Osterhaus took part 
were Campaign Hills, Fort Gibson and Black River 
Bridge, in which he was severely wounded. General 
Osterhaus, who commanded the 1st Division of the Union 
Army, and Gen. J. C. Davis, who commanded the 3d 
Division of the Union Army, in the battle of Pea Ridge, 
or Elk Horn Tavern, March 7, 1862, were given credit 
by General Franz Sigel for the Federal victory on the 
first day of the battle. The rapidity with which he 
maneuvered his force enabled him to successfully change 
front twice during the engagement and ward off flank 


attacks made by the Confederates. General Sigel, who 
commanded the Union troops at the battle of Pea Ridge, 
threw his first division, under Col. Peter J. Osterhaus, 
forward to meet the Confederates. Osterhaus contested 
the position stubbornly and held the Confederates, under 
Major Gen. Earl Van Dorn, until the 3d division of 
the Federal Army, under Col. Jefferson C. Davis, was 
sent to his support. The Union troops finally advanced 
all along the line and found the Confederates in full 
retreat. Van Dorn fell back to Jacksonport, Ark., and 
there reorganized his forces before his march to Ten- 
nessee. 
1,000 killed and wounded, and between 300 to 400 pris- 
oners. The Union loss was 203 killed, 980 wounded and 
201 captured or missing. During the siege of Vicks- 
burg,. owing to his wounds, from which he was still 
suffering, General Osterhaus was detailed to watch the 
operations of the Confederate army under Gen. Joseph 
I). Johnston in Mississippi, which was trying to re- 
lieve Vicksburg. ‘This detail ended when he prevented 
General Johnston from raising the siege at the battle 
of Big Black River on July 4, and Vicksburg surrendered 
to General Grant the same day. Later General Oster- 
haus joined General Sherman in the Jackson (Miss.) 
campaign, later joining General Grant’s army before 
Chattanooga, and was in the battles of Lookout Moun- 
tain and Missionary Ridge. He was active during the 
remainder of the war, and on January 15, 1866, was 
mustered out while commandant of the military district 
of Mississippi. General Osterhaus was appointed United 
States Consul at Lyons, France, a post which he filled 
from 1866 to 1877. His son, Rear Admiral Hugo Oster- 
haus, is on the retired list of the U.S. Navy, and his 
grandson, Lieut. Comdr. Hugo W. Osterhaus, U.S.N., 
is navigator on the U.S.S. Arkansas. 

Col. Henry Sutton Taring Harris, Med. Corps, U.S.A. 
died suddenly at his club in San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 
17, 1916, as we have previously noted. He was chief 
surgeon of the Western Division. “Colonel Harris,” 
writes a correspondent, “was one of the most brilliant 
men of the Medical profession, and one of the most be- 
loved of his Corps. He graduated from Columbia at the 
early age of twenty-one, with the degree of A.M., and 
the year following received his M.D. The men, women 
and children of the Army and civilian frontiersmen are 
legion who have him to thank for health and 
life. For relaxation ‘the beloved physician’ revelled in 
poetry, closely seconded by Thackeray, and never another 
quoted from them more aptly and beautifully, nor an- 
other who derived more comfort from them than did 
this brilliant mind with the gentle, sweet side whom 
many without the pale of his intimate friendship never 
knew. Those of his earlier acquaintance knew him and 
love to think of him best as ‘Dr.,’ and although high 
rank came to him, he was still ‘Dr.’ to them, and ag 
they think back over the years of their youth in the 
frontier posts, and think of their dear friend dying 
amidst strangers, more or less, the sad exquisite bit of 
poetry may come to them, the poem he loved best: 


“*As I see the lights of the village 
Gleam through the rain and the mist, 
A feeling of sadness steals o’er me, 
Which my soul cannot resist ; 
A feeling of sadness and longing 
That is not akin to pain, 
And resembles sorrow cnly 
As the mist resembles the rain.’” 


Chaplain Charles S. Walkley, U.S.A., retired, who 
held the rank of lieutenant colonel, died at the home 
of his brother in Chelsea, Mass., Jan. 6, 1917. He 
was a veteran of the Civil War, and was born in Eng- 
land, May 26, 1845, coming to the United States when 
a boy. He entered the military service as a musician 
in Companies F and ©, of the 58th Pennsylvania Infan- 
try, Sept. 20, 1861, and also served as a private in the 
5ist Company of the veteran reserve corps to Sept. 19, 
1865. He was wounded in the battle of Cold Harbor, and 
also at Chapins Farm. He was appointed a post chap- 
lain in the Army, April 2, 1897. Chaplain Walkley

was assigned to the Artillery Corps in’ February, 1901, 


and was promoted major’in February, 1908, and was 
retired for age May 26, 1909. He’ ‘was advanced to 
lieutenant colonel on the retired list for Civil War 
Service on the date of his. retirement: During the Span- 
ish-American War, Chaplain Walkley“ served as chaplain 
of the 2d Regiment, United States-Infantry. After the 
Cuban campaign he went to the Philippines -as_ chaplain 
of the 42d United States Volunteer Infantry, under Col, 
Walter Howe. In Manila he had‘ charge of the Bureau 
of Identification and the United States Morgue. He’ was 
also in charge of the Anglo-American parish until re- 
lieved by Bishop Brent. He had been in poor health 
for four years, but was confined to bed only nine weeks, 
He leaves his wife, Mrs. Mary N. Walkley, and two 
sons, Dr. William S. of Chelsea and Rev. Charles T, 
Walkley, rector of Grace Episcopal Church, Bast Orange, 
N.J. He was a member of the Commandery of Vermont 
M.O.L.L.U.S., a 32d degree Scottish Rite Mason and a 
member of the Society of the Cincinnati.. The funeral 
services were simple. Rev. Dr. John H. Quint, pastor 
of the First Congregational Church of Chelsea, con- 
ducted services at the home of Dr. Walkley, Jan. 8, 
following which services were held in St. Luke’s Episco- 
pal Church, at which Rev. Dr. George A. Barrow, rector 
of St. Luke’s, and Rev. William H. Pettus, rector of 
St. James’ Episcopal Church, West Somerville, officiated, 
Burial was in Woodlawn Cemetery. 

Major Charles Harkins, U.S.A., retired, died at Menlo 
Park, Cal., Jan. 2, 1917. He was born in Ireland, 
Aug. 15, 1835, and during the Civil War served as a 
private and corporal in the 2d Mass. Cavalry from 
March 26, 1863 to Jan. 9, 1865. ‘He was appointed a 
first lieutenant in the 124th U.S. Colored Infantry, Jan, 
10, 1865, and was honorably mustered out in Oct. 24 of 
the latter year. He originally entered the military ser- 
vice as a private in Co. H, 6th U.S. Infantry, Dec. 3, 
1853, serving to Dec. 3, 1858. He was appointed:a 
second lieutenant in the U.S. Army, Feb. 23, 1866. He 
was promoted first lieutenant in July, 1866; captain in 
September, 1881, and retired for disability in the line 
of duty March 20, 1885. He was advanced to major 
on the retired list for Civil War service April 23, 1904, 

Major William J. Lutz, 9th U.S. Inf., died of an 
apoplectic stroke at Laredo, Texas, Jan. 6, 1917. He 
was born in Indiana April 13, 1868, and entered the 
Army as a private Jan. 16, 1890, in Battery F, 1st 
Artillery. He was appointed second lieutenant 2d Infan- 
try Nov. 19, 1892, was promoted first lieutenant April 
26, 1898, captain 28th Infantry Feb. 2, 1901, and major 
9th Infantry, Sept. 5, 1915. He held the degree of B.S. 
and M.S. Purdue University. Major Lutz for the past 
few months had been commander of the 3d Battalion of 
the 9th Infantry. Major Lutz suffered an attack of 
paralysis, and died at the post hospital. He is survived 
by his widow and one son Samuel. The body was sent 
to Major Lutz’s old home, Lafayette. 

Capt. Percy Madison Cochran, Q.M. Corps, U.S.A, 
who died of pneumonia at the post hospital, Fort Bliss, 
Texas, on Jan. 3, after an illness of four days, is 
survived by his wife (who was Ethel Avery, of Cincin- 
nati), and four children, also two sisters, Mrs. Ben- 
nett, wife of Lieut. Col. W. C. Bennett, 23d Inf., and 
Mrs. Kingman, wife of Capt. R. W. Kingman. 

Capt. Percy M. Cochran, Q.M. Corps, U.S.A., whose 
death on Jan. 3. 1917, at the Base Hospital at Fort Bliss, 
Texas, of pneumonia we noted in our last issue, was the 
elder son of the late Col. and Mrs. Melville A. Cochran, 
U.S.A. Captain Cochran went to El Paso in August 
from the expedition in Mexico on account of ill health 
from hardships endured-in the campaign; he w® ill at 
the base hospital for several. weeks, and then went to 
his wife’s home in Cincinnati for a month, after which 
he returned to duty with the quartermaster depot in El 
Paso. Mrs. Cochran and their four children joined him 
in the fall and they had taken a house in the city for the 
winter. On Dec. 30 Captain Cochran was taken ill and 
although he had every attention, he succumbed to the dis- 
ease on Jan. 3. Mrs. Cochran accompanied the remains of 
her husband to their home in Cincinnati on Jan. 4, 
Major John L. Hines, U.S.A., an old friend, whose home 
is also in Cincinnati, and who was en route from Mexico 
to visit his wife, also accompanied the remains and took 
charge of them. Captain Cochran leaves two sisters, Mrs. 
William. Bennett, wife of Lieutenant Colonel Bennett, 
23d U.S. Inf., and Mrs. J. Kingman, wife of Captain

First Lieut. John G. Leitch, Med. Res. Corps, U.S.A, 
died at Marfa, Texas, Dec. 12, 1916. 


Ex-Ensign Edward Brinley, who resigned from the 
Navy Oct. 25, 1883, died in New York city, Jan. 9 
1917. He was a cadet midshipman Sept. 18, 1876, and 
was graduated in 1882, and was promoted ensign (J.G.) 
March 3, 1883. 


Col. William F. Cody (Buffalo Bill), ex-U.S. Army 
scout, volunteer, and famous for his Wild West Show 
the world over, died at the home of his sister at Denver, 
Colo., Jan. 10, 1917. Colonel Cody, who was personally 
known to many of the older officers of the Army, took @ 
severe cold on his ranch at Cody, Wyo., some four wi 
ago. Serious complications followed, but the Colonel 
showed improvement, and on Jan. 3 went to Glenwood 
Springs, Colo., to recuperate. Two days later he suffered 
a relapse and his physicians hurried to Denver. He had 
been an inveterate smoker for years, and physicians said 
tobaceo had affected his heart to a great extent. Presi- 
dent Wilson, Gen. Nelson A. Miles and Gen. Hugh L. 
Scott, U.S.A., were among the many friends throughout 
the country that sent telegrams of condolence to the fam- 
ily of Colonel Cody. Colonel Cody was born in Scott 
county, Iowa, in 1846, and went with his parents when 
a child to California in search of gold. His father estab- 
lished a trading post on the Kansas plains, when young 
Cody was ten years old. His father, Isaac Cody, was 
killed in a riot that followed the passage of the enabling 
act. This left young Cody as the sole support of his 
mother and sister, and he obtained employment as @ 
herder, later as a messenger and then as a stage driver. 
Man sized in physique and strength at fifteen, young 
Cody developed great accuracy in shooting a rifle or & 
pistol, and as a horseman he had few equals among the 
rough riders on the plains. He took part in many Indian 
fights and Mormon battles and when the overland pony 
express came into existence he was selected as one of 
first riders. Once he was attacked in a lonely canyon, 
killing two road agents and delivering the mail to the 
next relay in safety. Not long afterward he was ap 
pointed deputy sheriff in Kansas City and added to his 
reputation for bravery by suppressing lawlessness. Whea 
his mother died in 1862 he enlisted as a private in the 
7th Kansas Cavalry, and before the end of the war was 
advanced to chief of scouts, under General Curtis, with

Within eighteen mntk3 he delivered 4,280 
puffaloes, which he shot, and, as a result gained the name 
“Buffalo Bill,” by which he was best known thereafter. 
Rejoining the Army as scout and guide in 1868, he rode 
on many dangerous trips through hostile Indian country. 
Later he. was appointed chief scout and guide by Gen- 
eral Sherman. He took part in the campaign against 
the Sioux and Cheyenne Indians. While at Fort Mc- 
pherson, Nebr., he arranged for buffalo shooting expedi- 
tions and rough riding, exhibitions for, the entertainment 


of persons from. the Hast. He also acted as a guide to 


rand Duke Alexis, of Russia, on a hunting trip. 
o = elected a member of the Nebraska Legislature in 
1872, but resigned. Later he went to Chicago, where he 
made his first appearance on the stage as an actor in 

“The Scout of the Plains.” In 1876, when the ‘Sioux 
War began, “Buffalo Bill” rejoired the Army as a scout. 
In this service he killed Yellow Hand, the Cheyenne chief, 
in a hand-to-hand fight. With Nate Salisbury Buffalo 
Bill” organized the Wild West Show near Omaha, Nebr., 
on May 18, 1883. Besides taking the show to many parts 
of the United States, “Buffalo Bill’ on two occasions 
went to Kurope. Besides kis sister, Colonel Cody leaves 
his wife and his daughter, Irma, who married Mr. Fred- 
erick Garlow. In accordance with the wish of Colonel 
Cody before he died, all the societies of which he was a 
member, including the Grand Army of the Republic, the 
Elks the Masons, the Pioneer Society of Colorado and 
the Cowboy Rangers, of Denver, are to take part in his 
funeral on Jan. 14. 

Gen. Joseph R. Webster, former Attorney General of 
Nebraska, veteran soldier of the Civil War. and for the 
last twenty years connected with the law division of the 
Department of the Interior, died at his home in Wash- 
ington, Jan. 9, at the age of seventy-six years. In 1861 
General Webster volunteered with Gen. Lew Wallace’s 
regiment from Indiana, but a year later was attached to 
the 88th Indiana Infantry. In 1866 he recruited the 44th 
U.S. Infantry (colored) and was made lieutenant colonel. 
He was born in Calcutta, India, where his father was 
a missionary. ‘he funeral services were held on the 
afternoon of Jan. 10. members of the Loyal Legion and 
of Burnside Post, G.A.R., being in attendance. The re- 
mains were shipped to Lincoln, Nebr., for interment. 

Vice Admiral Sir George John Scott Warrender, of 
the British Navy, died Jan. 8, 1917, at London, Eng- 
land, in his sixty-seventh year. He was appointed to 
the command of the Plymouth Naval Station on Jan. 
20, 1916, previously being in command of the Second 
Battle Squadron. Admiral Warrender entered the Royal 
Navy in 1873 as a cadet, becoming a commander in 
1893, a captain in 1899 and a rear admiral in 1908. 
Twice he saw active service on land, the first time dur- 
ing the Zulu war of 1879, and then during the China 
war of 1900, when he was a flag eaptain to the rear 
admiral of the China Squadron. 

Capt. Frederick Courteney Selous, author and hunter, 
who accompanied Col. Theodore Roosevelt on his hunt- 
ing expedition in 1909, has been killed in action in Hast 
Africa. The news of the death of Capt. Selous was re- 
received in a telegram at London, Jan. 6, 1917. Not- 
withstanding his age he volunteered for service at the 
outbreak of the present war and went to Hast Africa 
with the Legion of Frontiersmen, composed of men who 
knew the country in which the British and Boer forces 
are rounding up the remnants of the German force. 
Captain Selous received the Distinguished Service Order 
for assistance he gave to General Smuts last year.

OPINIONS OF JUDGE ADVOCATE GENERAL. 
STATUS OF OFFICERS’ RESERVE CORPS. 


Tke following questions were sent to the War Depart- 
ment by Israel Putnam, captain of Infantry, of the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps, Washington, D.C. Captain Putnam 
presents certain inquiries which may be stated in sub- 

‘ance as follows: (a) Is the status of an officer of the 

Officers’ Reserve Corps while not on active duty the same 
as that of thc Regula: Army officers on leave without 
pay, to the extent that similar restrictions apply? (b) 
Is it necessary for the reserve officer to obtain permission 
from the War Departmeat in order to :o beyond the seas? 
(e) Would the reserve officer violate the regulations if 
he should enter the service of t.e American Ambulance 
Corps of Paris as a driver of an ambulance? 

According to the Judge Advocate General ihe first 
question presented must be answered in the negative. 
The last minor paragraph of Sec. 38 of the National De- 
fense Act provides that any officer of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps who, while holding a commission in that 
corps, shall be ordered to active service by the Secretary 
of War, shall from the time he shall be required by the 
terms of his order to obey the same, be subject to the laws 
and regulations for the government of the Army of the 
United States in so far as they are applicable to officers 
whose permanent retention in the military service is not 
contemplated. . 

As to (b) there is a requirement in G.O. 32, 1916, 
War Dept., that reserve officers shall report at once any 
change of address, and it would seem to be entirely within 
the discretion of the President to require also that they 
obtain permission before going beyond the seas. ‘There is, 
however, no express provision of law or regulations re- 
quiring such permission to be obtained. 

In respect to (c) it is the understanding of the War 
Department that the American Ambulance Corps of 
Paris, notwithstanding its non-combatant character, can 
be entered only by enlistment in the French army, and 
that this includes a declaration of loyalty to the French 
government. The reserve officer is an officer of the Army 
of the United States and to that extent is a representa- 
tive of his Government. If that government is neutral 
its representatives, especially its military officers, should 
avoid even expressions favoring one or the other belliger- 
ents, which is much less than rendering one of them 
actual assistance as by enlisting in his forces. The answer 
to this question, in the opinion of the Judge Advocate 
General must be, that not merely regulations, but prin- 
ciples of International Law, as well, would be violated 
by such a course.

“inaugural address.” Colonel Libbey took issue with those 
who believe that the National Guard’s swift demise is 
forecast by the results of the recent mobilization. To 
the contrary, he said, there has not yet been shown any 
reason why the National Guard should not be “made 
the means of carrying out the most elaborate plan of 
preparedness that can be devised. Why not enlarge it, 
make service in it compulsory,.and arrange that service 
in such a way that it will require everybody to do his 
share at some time, in some way?’ asked President 
Libbey. “Let the men developed in the great schools 
of West Point and Annapolis be the officers (for this 
training), but let them put the responsibility of carrying 
out the work under their direction upon brevet officers 
as fast as these can be qualified by test and experience. 
Our regular officers are drawn from every state—why 
should not some of them be sent back to their own states 
to do this work? ‘The present system may ke bad— 
we must admit that it is, because it involves the 
volunteer idea—but I maintain that the spirit and will- 
ingness have been there, and I do not believe in ignoring 
it or in any attempt to kill it off.”

Admitting frankly that the recent moblization of the 
Nationa? Guard had been a failure, Brig. Gen. William 
A. Mann, Chief of the Militia Bureau, declared to the 
House Committee on Military Affairs on Jan. 11 that, 


in his opinion, the Guard had not yet had a fair trial 
and that the wholesale criticism it has sustained as an 
organization has not been deserved. This statement evi- 
dently met with the approbation of the committee, prac- 
tically every member of which took part in questioning 
the witness. The gist of General Mann’s testimony was 
that the mobilization took place under the Dick Law 
and not under the provisions of the new National Defense 
Act. That the National Guard had shown up badly, he 
did not try to deny, but he assured the committee that 
a far different report would have been made had the 
mobilization taken place under the new system.

When the machine gun and machine rifle were up for 
discussion before the House Committee on Military Af. 
fairs, objection was made by some of the members to 
spending $15,000,000 for a reserve stock of these wea- 
pons “when they might not be required.” Brig. Gen, 
William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., stated that 
it was necessary to have the guns on hand for in case of 
war it would not be possible to acquire ordnance as 
rapidly as it would be needed. As an illustration of de- 
lay in having machine guns delivered, General Crozier 
cited the case of an order for 125 Vickers guns in No- 
vember, 1914, delivery on which was to be completed by 
Dec. 31, 1916. Not one of these guns had been delivered 
up to Jan. 2. In response to questions as to the allot- 
ment of machine guns, and the use of the Lewis gun 
in connection with Ford cars on the border (subjects 
touched on by General Crozier in his annual report), the 
Chief of Ordnance explained that twelve machine guns 
were now alloted to a regiment, instead of five, owing 
to the increase of value of the machine gun in warfare, 
The Ford car was used because there was no time to 
manufacture pack outfits, but General Crozier agreed 
that it would be better to have pack outfits for regimen- 
tal guns only using motor transport for those attached 
to a division. It was stated that 40,000 Lewis guns 
were in use by the British armies.

It is understood that at the.conference between the 
Secretary of the Navy and representatives of the Beth- 
lehem, Crucible and Midvale Steel Companies at the 
Navy Department, on Jan. 10, slight reductions were 
offered in the bids submitted by the American manu- 
facturers in the recent proposals for navy ammunition. 
These reductions, however, did not bring the bids from 
domestic concerns anywhere near that of Hadfield Lim- 
ited, the British company, and it was probable that it will 
receive a contract for a large part of the needed shells, 
Reductions also were offered, on the bids on 16-inch 
rifles for the Battleships Maryland, West Virginia, Cali- 
fornia and Colorado. Thirty-two such rifles will be 
needed for these four vessels. The new proposals were 
taken under consideration by Secretary Daniels, who 
will make known next week the Department’s decision 
on some of the important questions involved in this 
and the shell controversy.

BULLETIN 55, DEC. 20, 1916, WAR DEPT. 

I.—Publishts an opinion of the Judge Advocate General of 
the Army, which has been approved by the Secretary of War, 
with respect to the title to and the disposition that should be 
made of clothing of enlisted men of the National Guard upon 
their muster out of the service of the United States. The 
question presented is based on an inquiry from the State of 
Massachusetts. After going into the legal aspects of the mat- 
ter the Judge Advocate General finally said: “In view of the 
fact that a soldier of the National Guard or Organized Militia, 
upon muster out of the Federal service, is not finally dis- 
charged, but is merely released from Federal service, remaining 
a member of the Organized Militia or National Guard, it is 
the opinion of this office that the title of the clothing continues 
to be in the United States and that no change in the title re- 
sults from the muster-out settlement by virtue of which the 
soldier is rewarded for any economy exercised in the use and 
care of the clothing while in the service of the United States. 
Under this view the clothing issued to him continues available 
for his use while a member of the National Cuard or Organized 
Militia, and settlement with the state can be made on the 
basis of replacing the clothing which was issued to the state 
and was brought with the Militia into the Federal service by 
the clothing in the possession of the militia upon their muster 
out of such service. 

II.—tThe school to be established at Fort Omaha, Neb., for 
training officers and enlisted men for duty with balloon com-: 
panies, to be organized as a branch of the Aviation Section 
of the Signal Corps, is designated and will be known as the 
U.S. Army Balloon School. 

The object of the U.S. Army Balloon School is the organi- 
zation and training of commissioned and enlisted personnel for 
balloon companies as a branch of the Aviation Section of the 
Signal Corps. The equipment will consist principally of kite 
type captive balloons, intended for the observation of indirect 
fire of field and seacoast artillery and for military observation 
in general. The course of training for officers will require 
approximately four months, dependent on weather conditions, 
and includes instruction in piloting free balloons. ‘Officers who 
complete the course of instruction and qualify as balloon pilots 
will within the limits allowed by law be detailed to the Avia- 
tion Section of the Signal Corps until a sufficient number are 
secured for the balloon companies. Other graduates will be 
returned to their regiments for future assignment to that ser- 
vice when required. Such officers completing the course of in- 
struction at this school who are considered best qualified will 
be assigned to duty in developing dirigible balloons for the 
military service. 

Officers desiring to take the course of instruction at this 
school shculd submit their applications to The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army, through regular channels. The physical ex- 
amination will be the same as now required for aviation stu- 
dents. There are no limitations as to age or rank for the 
balloon service.

Each organization has its full complement of wagons and 
mules, yet imperative calls are made on Quartermasters for 
motor trucks to deliver regular supplies to such units, when 
the animal-drawn transportation of the latter could be utilized 
ag well. By this practice, both a waste occurs in connection 
with motor transportation, and the organization personnel and 
animals lose valuable training. 

2. It is therefore directed that all serviceable animal-drawn 
transportation of every organization in the Department be 
harnessed and exercised daily. Where teams are four-line, they 
will be harnessed and exercised daily as such. All transporta- 
tion needed for the movement of organization supplies will be 
utilized as far as practicable, motor transportation being called 
for only where same is imperatively required by the necessities 
of the case; as for distant calls or for such emergency ones 
as ordinarily cannot be foreseen. Quartermasters will, wherever 

+ possible, eall on organizations to transport their own supplies. 
The animal tansportation referred to not required for use in 
connection with supplies or for other service under competent 
oders, wil’ be ‘exercised daily, including all four-line teams. 

8. District and Division Commanders are charged with the 
carrying out of these instructions, and will require reports 
hereon by Inspectors of Animal Transportation. Where there 
appears to be a persistent daily exercise only of transportation 
without other official use, the facts will be reported to these 
Headquarters in detail. In order to avoid this condition, at 
stations where there is motor transportation, all surplus wagom 
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transportation will be reperted daily to the proper quarter- 
master and utilized by him as required.

Contracts for the construction of three coast defense 
submarines, which had been awarded to the California 
Shipbuilding Company, Long Beach, Cal., were cancelled 
by the Navy Department on Jan. 9 at the company’s re- 
quest. The contracts were immediately taken over, two 
by the Electric Boat Company, of New London, Conn., 
and the other by the Lake Torpedoboat Company, of 
Bridgeport, Conn. Of th: twenty-seven coast defense sub- 
mersibles authorized by the last “ongress, this final ap- 
portionment gives twenty to the Electric and seven to the 
Lake Company. The California company originally bid 
for the construction of five or six s:bmarines of the coast 
defense type, °1t the department decided not to award it 
more than three, that being regarded as the capacity 
limit of the plant for completed work in the time specified. 
The contracts for these had not been signed when the 
request reached the Department that the award be can- 
« "led. An announcement was made in New York city 
on Jan. 10 that the total -ontracts of the Electric Boat 
Company with the U.S. Uovernment now amount to 
$17,000,000. It was also stated that the company in the 
past year had built in Canada for the British govern- 
ment 500 “submarine chasers”—high-powered and speedy 
motor boats, armex to fisht submcrines. The 500 boats, 
it was said, were built in 500 days, being completed last 
October. In addition, the company built twenty sub- 
marines for the british govertment, part of which went 
across from Canada, although a number were interned 
in the navy yard, Charlestown, Mass., to prevent viola- 
tion of neutrality.

Capt. George V. H. Moseley, U.S.A., appeared before 
a sub-committee of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs on Jan. 9, and explained the purposes of his bill, 
already before the committee, to provide for universal 
military training. He said thirty-six training divisions, 
properly distributed through the country, should be 
created as permanent training factories. In case of 
war each of these would constitute an army. division 
with the regiments raised to war strength by summon- 
ing back to the colors the last two classes graduated. 
Dr. Lucien Howe of Buffalo, president of the American 





‘Medical Association, heading the delegation of medical 


men, told the committee that military training would 
go far toward correcting the alarming increase in phy- 
sical defectives in the United States which is now phy- 





sically a sub-standard nation, with the highest middle 
age death rate in the world, due to preventable ailments.

In justice to the other companies that furnish material 
for naval construction, it should be stated that the Beth- 
lehem Steel Company was not alone in its offer to pare 
its estimates of material for the new battle cruisers. 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Franklin D. Roosevelt 
states that, in response to his appeal, about 75 per cent. 
of the firms interested offered to cut from eight to 
fifteen per cent. from their estimates as a “favor” to 
the Government, although this action would result in 
some cases in actual loss on the part of the firm. “In 
fact,” added Mr. Roosevelt, “I can recall but one firm 
which declined to reduce its proposal, and the frank 
statement was made in that case that the estimates al- 
ready had been pared to the bone.” Even with such 
reductions, however. the Navy Department found it im- 
possible to secure contracts for the new ships.

There are now in the Field Artillery eight vacancies 
in the grade of major. Seven will be filled by transfer 
ot officers from other arms and one by the promotion 
of a captain of Field Artillery.

National Guardsmen of every grade will be interested 
in the opinion to be rendered by the United States Su- 
preme Court in the cases of Alexander M. Emerson and 
Alfred P. Lowell, of the National Guard of Massachu- 
setts, who refused to take the Federal oath of enlistment. 
The cases, which the Supreme Court is to review after 
being passed. on by the two lower courts, are regarded 
as good tests of the power of the Federal Government 
under such ¢ircumstances. 
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IN TIMES OF PEACE? 


The status of national preparedness as shown by more 
than one jncident during the past week deserves the im- 
mediate attention of Congress and of the country at 
large. The recent disclosures of the Secretary of the 
Navy in connection with bids for the biggest and most 
important types of naval ammunition and, later, his ap- 
peal to Chairman Padgett of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs for an enormous supplementary appropria- 
tion for use in preparing navy yards so they could con- 
struct the major ships in last year’s program, should 
come as a distinct shock to that class of citizen who 
considered preparedness a fait accompli as soon as Con- 
gress had acted. 

The long and very fierce fight for an increase in our 
first line of defense ended last summer in a seeming 
victory for the proponents of such increase. “Ten bat- 
tleships, six battlecruisers, ten scout cruisers, fifty tor- 
pedoboat destroyers, sixty-seven submarines,” read the 
list of new ships the construction of which the President 
was authorized to undertake “Prior to July 1, 1919,” 
the very important proviso being added that the “sixty- 
six vessels directed herein to-be begun as soon as prac- 
ticable shall be contracted for or shall be begun in navy 
yards within six months from the date of the approval 
of this act.” 

The act was approved by the President Aug. 29, 
1916; the time remaining for the laying of the specified 
keels is therefore almost exactly seven weeks. 

Although Secretary Daniels has not made plain all 
that he knows in connection with the failure of his de- 
partment to obtain satisfactory bids for the projected 
ships, there is evidence a-plenty in his statements to 
show grave danger of a complete breakdown of the entire 
program of naval expansion. ‘Shipbuilders are too busy 
either with domestic or foreign commercial projects to 
undertake naval construction, even at a most liberal 
profit. The Navy Department, authorized to offer twenty 
per cent. additional for “the most expeditious delivery,” 
is met by a proposal from the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Company, for example, of thirty-five per cent. above the 
cost of material and labor for “overhead charges and 
profit.’ Nor would this compay promise any major 
ship in less than four years. The phrase “expeditious 
delivery” may give Mr. Daniels great latitude in inter- 
pretation, but it is not likely that he would wish to 
embody in his annual report a statement that he con- 
ceded the extra twenty per cent. to a contract which 
called for delivery after forty-eight months. 

In the recent bids for naval shells an even more un- 
forunate situation is indicated. A British concern, though 
laboring under the drastic war-profits tax now rigidly 
enforced in that country, embarrassed by the labor 


situation and undoubtedly enjoying an almost capacity- 


business from its own government’s orders, offered to de- 
liver shells in less time than any American bidder and 
for about $200 a shell less than any domestic bid. 

The present unfortunate situation is the result of the 
neglect of Congress to act promptly upon the recon- 
mendations of the General Board and other naval ex- 
perts, as to our naval needs. But for this delay con- 
tracts at the old prices would. now be well under way, if 
not already completed. That the shipbuilders are dis- 
posed to do their part toward meeting the difficult situa- 
tion is indicated by a telegram of Jan. 10, from the 
president of the Fore River Shipbuilding Company, J. 
W. Powell, to the Secretary of the Navy. He says: 


“Newspaper articles this morning quote your letter to 
Congress. stating that the Department doesn’t feel war- 
ranted in awarding contracts to this company for battle 
cruisers because you consider that estimated basis allows 
too large a percentage of profit. In your letter your 
chief objection is ostensibly against what you state is a 
demand for thirty-five per cent. for overhead and profit. 
The manner in which your statement is worded can only 
give to the public the impression that the thirty-five per 
cent. is largely profit. The fact is that out of this thirty- 
five per cent. must be met all corporation expenses, in- 
terest on bonds, as well .as expenditures for salaries, 
clerical hire, power, heat, light, ete. Your own officers 
have stated to this company’s representative after a care- 
ful examination of its books, records and estimates that 
there will not be in reality as much as ten per cent. 
actual profit for it under its proposal, which is:discussed 
in your letter. Moreover in its formal proposals to the 
Government this company offered to do this work on 
any percentage of profit the Federal Trade Commission 


‘might find to be fair. That offer the Department has not ' 


seen fit to accept. 

“Your letter as reported, fails to mention the basis 
upon which the negotiations have proceeded, that is that 
this company agrees to assume the risk of possible in- 
creased costs to an extent which might result in its doing 
the business at no profit whatever. This company has 
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considered it a patriotic. duty to offer the Government 
its facilities on a basis that would not even be considered 
for business with any commercial party under present 
conditions; and to be in a position to build a battle 
eruiser and sacrifice over $5,000,000 of merchant con- 
struction at prices that offered a total profit of more than 
it could hope to make under the most favorable condi- 
tions in building one of these vessels for the Government 
at its total cost of nearly: $20,000,000... We, therefore, 
most earnestly protest against the unfairness and un- 
wisdom of your misrepresentation of our attitude towards 
the fulfillment of the nation’s preparedness program.”

A NEW DETACHED SERVICE LAW. 

In his annual report as Chief of Staff, Major Gen. 
Hugh L. Scott, U.S.A., makes a suggestion for a new 
detached service law that is worthy of the serious con- 
sideration of the War Department and Congress. It will 
be remembered that Congress “wished on” the Army, 
through the law of Aug. 24, 1912, the provision which 
required that commissioned officers of the line of the 
Army below the rank of major should not be detached 
unless they have been actually present for duty for at 
least two of the last preceding six years with a troop, 
pattery, or company of that branch of the Army in which 
the officer is commissioned. General Scott points out 
that this law was passed by Congress “on its own initia- 
tive and without the recommendation of the War Depart- 
ment,” and that it and the legislation included in the 
Army Appropriation bill of April 27, 1915, “have been 
very rigidly construed by the Department.” But Con- 
gress negatived the general application of these laws by 
making. exceptions that excluded their application to the 
Ordnance Department and for other such details as those 
in connection with aviation work, the construction of the 
Panama Canal, the Alaskan road and railroad work, the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs, and in connection with re- 
details of officers above the grade of major in the Staff 
Corps and departments. 

General Scott declares in his report that: “The except- 
ing of certain officers from the restrictions of the law has 
been largely personal legislation, without any special bene- 
fit to the Service. It Las, in fact, created a distinction 
in the detached service which has not made a favorable 
impression in the Service generally. The Detached Ser- 
vice law has been in effect now for four years, which 
has given time to consider its results. In so far as it 
requires service with troops, the effect has been good, 
although it has increased greatly the expense of admin- 
istration with the frequent change of officers to meet its 
stringent requirements. It likewise occasions undue ex- 
pense to the individual, especially so if the officer has a 
family to take with him; and the majority of our young 
officers are married men, with the responsibility of grow- 
ing children.. The provisions of the National Defense 
Act, constituting the detached officers’ list of 1,022 offi- 
cers, will enormously increase this expense to the Gov- 
ernment and to the individual on account of the great 
number of officers affected, for the time available for de- 
tached service will be materially shortened.” The re- 
form needed in this matter is suggested by General Scott 
to comprise a rescinding of all laws bearing on this sub- 
ject, and the substitution of a law “which would authorize 
an officer entering upon a detail to serve out the four 
years of the detail and then require him to serve two years 
with troops before he becomes eligible for another detail. 
A law to this effect,” he adds, “bearing equally upon all 
departments and upon all officers below the grade of gen- 
eral officer, would materially enhance the efficiency of the 
Service and the satisfaction of the personnel.” 

It is something more than a coincidence and shows 
clearly that the present Detached Service law is wanting 
in effectiveness that Brig. Gen. George P. Scriven, in‘ 
his last annual report as the Chief Signal Officer of the! 
Army, should have taken the opportunity to make ay 
strong protest against the actual workings of the De- 
tached Service law. General Scriven says that “the 
Signal Corps of the Army is of necessity a corps of spe- 
cialists; and if it maintains its high soldierly character, 
and improves in this respect by reason of the detail of 
officers from the line, the technical side of this service 
necessarily suffers and is bound to suffer more in the 
future from the constant changes of officers detailed -to 
serve with it for a time.” And he adds, “it is becoming 
increasingly evident that the system of detailing officers 
from the line for periods of service, frequently short, is 
as vicious as it is archaic and should be changed. I am, 
therefore, led to recommend, as urgently as may be pos- 
sible, the return to the system of permanent appoint- 
ments of field officers and captains in the Signal Corps.” 

From the beginnings of the legislation for the Detached 
Service law as it now stands the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL has been opposed to it on just such general and 
specific grounds as those set down by General Scott. The 
recommendations of General Scriven are more limited 
than those of the Chief of Staff, but they press in the 
point that we must have trained military specialists to 
do specialists’ work, this being the outstanding experience 
of the present European war and the lack of which has 
been particularly costly to England. As General Scott 
points out, a new Detached Service law, such as he out- 
lines, “will not only relieve the Department of much 
embarrassment, but will give the permanency to detached 
details necessary for efficiency, with the proper safe- 
guards to insure against abuse, and at the same time re- 
duce the cost of detached service by approximately fifty 
per cent.” When efficiency can be increased and expense 
decreased so markedly in so simple and direct a manner 
it would seem eminently fitting that Congress should take 





the first possible opportunity to set right the inefficient 
and costly Detached Service law it put in practice. 
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WHAT UNIVERSAL TRAINING MEANS. 

Whether The New Republic so intended it or not, it 
certainly is most unjust to Major Gen. H. L. Scott, Chief 
of Staff, U.S.A., in the criticism upon him found in its 
issue of Dec. 23. General Scott did not say: “It is 
necessary for us to arm against combined attack from 
Great" Britain and Japan.” Asked, as an expert, what 
force would be required of trained men to meet such an 
attack should it come, General Scott expressed an opin- 
ion in’ regard to this which is shared by all military 
experts. The question, it is to be noted, is not whether 
such an attack is in prospect, but what military force 
would be required to meet it in case it should come. Per- 
haps The New Republic will revise the estimate of 
General Scott and tell us what, according to its superior 
judgment, would be required. 

General Scott does not propose, nor does anyone else 
that we know of propose, that we should call to the 
colors during peace 1,500,000 trained men, or any other 
large number. The law now authorizes the President 
of the United States to call into service in case of na- 
tional extremity eyery citizen of the United States of 
military age fit for military service, and not specifically 
exempted. . As the matter now stands if he should issue 
such a call, no matter how grave the extremity, it would 
be of no avail because it would only result in gathering 
together a mob of men largely incapable of offense or 
defense, and would subject them to useless slaughter. 
As the law imposes upon every citizen the obligation 
of national defense it is only reasonable to assume, as 
all military authorities do assume, General Scott among 
them, that our young men should be prepared to meet 
this call. It is believed that the training proposed could 
be made a most valuable part of the education of our 
youth, whether they were ever called into the military 
service or not. 

The methods of individual development that characterize 
military training should be disassociated from the idea of 
their sole relation to war. ‘They are characterized as 
military because of the necessity in war of developing 
individual and associate energy to the utmost degree. 
They are equally effective, however, in promoting indi- 
vidual and corporate efficiency in pursuits of peace. The 
argument for the military training of young men during 
their educational period is therefore two-fold; it will 
develop them physically and morally as no other sys- 
tem of training can do, and it will be a most valuable 
auxiliary to the mental training now provided by. our 
system of free education. It is because of the develop- 
ment it gives to the individual factor of citizenship and 
its enormous potentiality as a means of training in co- 
ordinate action that military training should be provided 
in the United States as the only sure defense’ of the Re- 
public, as it was declared to be by Washirgton and his 
associates of the Revolutionary War, who had learned 
by sharp experience how little reliance for the public 
defense was to be placed on untrained and undisciplined 
hordes of armed men. 

The advantage of associated military and scholastic 
training for the development of capacity and the forma- 
tion of character under the stimulus of high ideals is 
shown by the experiences of the graduates of our two 
national institutions, one at West Point and the other 
at Annapolis. That the military part of the education 
pursued at these two institutions does not develop. a 
thirst for war is proven by the uniform experience of 
our history. ‘There is not a single fact in our history 
suggesting that such wars as we have had were in any 
degree traceable to the action of our citizens trained for 
war. On the contrary they have always been found to 
be those most averse to war and those most ready to 
guide the nation on its return to paths of peace from 
which it was deflected by civilian mismanagement and 
misapprehension. It was the politicians of the North 
and South who brought on the country the horrors of the 
Civil War. It was two soldiers, fellow graduates of the 
Military Academy, comrades of the War in Mexico, 
Grant and Lee, who, meeting each other in friendly con- 
verse after four years of strenuous war, and without a 
trace of bitterness in their intercourse, made possible the 
peace that has brought such prosperity to the united 
country. And again, later on, it was to one of these 
two representative heroes of war that we were indebted 
for preserving the peace with Great Britain under cir- 
cumstances of great provocation on our part, a peace 
which has happily endured now for more than a cen- 
tury. 

That military training in youth imposes no burden 
of expense upon the country, but is on the contrary one 
of the most important factors in the increase of its 
wealth, is subject to a mathematical demonstration. 
Col. F. N. Maude, C.B., who was a lecturer on military 
subjects and laws in two of the English universities, 
tells us on the authority of Sir Joseph Whitworth, a 
great British manufacturer, that at the time Sir Joseph 
spoke, fifty years ago, military training added 84 cents 
(3s. 6d.) a week to the earning capacity of a laborer and 


extended his working period five years, because of the : 


knowledge he had acquired as to methods of effective 
co-operative work and the best means of retaining his 
health and strength. As a result-of this Colonel Maude 
shows that the military system of education adopted by 
Germany had added enormously to the wealth of the 
empire during the thirty years previous to 1870, at which 
time he wroté. He estimates that $6,500,000,000 has 


‘ 


been expended on its military system, for which expendi- 
ture it received nearly six-fold return, the total amount 
of this return being estimated at $35,000,000,000. 

There can be no question that in. the present war 
the German system of universal military training, which 
was from the beginning unpopular, has completely demon- 
strated its value, and that it receives the approval of 
all classes of Germars, including the educational and re- 
ligious classes. If Germany through the. deficiencies 
of its aristocratic government has been able to develop 
such a system for aggression, -is there ‘any’ reason why 
we should not adopt it for a. defense- against possible 
aggression? The experiences of France, the experiences 
of Italy, both of which ‘have so largely profited by a 
similar system, have shown that it does not tefl to de- 
velop a warlike spirit in a nation. Still less would it 
be the case in the great American Republic, whose his- 
tory conclusively demonstrates its devotion to peace and 
the recognition of all classes in the country of the sub- 
ordination of the military to the civil power. Who can 
escape the significance of the absolute demonstration of 
this given at the time of the close of our Civil War, 
when so large a proportion of the population in both 
sections of our country were trained soldiers possessing 
the physical power, if they had had the spirit, to over- 
throw the existing government, as all foreign observers 
expected to see them do? The so'diers had found abun- 
dant cause in their experience to criticize the civil ad- 
ministration, from which they had suffered in many 
ways, but from what quarter came any hint of disloyalty 
to the Republic? ; ; 

There is abundant evidence to show that there is a 
strong movement throughout the country in favor of 
general military training for our young men. It requires 
only a study of the facts to make the demand for it 
universal among those not misled by the theories of 
non-resistance as a defense against the dangers which 
always threaten a defenseless people. “The wolf careth 
not how many sheep there be,” and our wealth and num- 
bers are negligible factors in éonsidering the elements of 
national security. ; 
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LINE PROMOTION FOR ENGINEERS. 


The promotion of Col. Joseph E. Kuhn, Corps of 
Engineers, to be brigadier general in the Army, from 
Jan. 2, 1917, vice Brig. Gen. R. K. Evans, retired, is held 
in official circles in Washington to have. settled finally 
the question of whether officers of the Corps ~f Engineers 
are eligible, under the National Defense Act of last 
June, to such promotion. The Defense Act excludes from 
line appointment officers of the Adjutant General’s, In- 
spector General’s, J udge Advocate General’s and Ordnance 
Departments, the Quartermaster Corps and Signal 
Corps, and of the Corps of Engineers other than those 
on duty with troops. Since the organization of the three 
Engineer regiments undef the National Defense Act, 
Colonel Kuhn has been assigned to ‘the 3d Regiment, 
but he never actually reported to that command for 
duty, being detailed as military attaché at Berlin. Re- 
cently he was recalled to become director of the Army 
War College, it was announced. : 

There can be no question, of course, that under the 
law, officers and enlisted men of the Corps of Engineers 
are of the line of the Army, but there was some ques- 
tion as to whether officers whose status was the same 
as that of Colonel Kuhn would be within the limita- 
tions of the source from which line brigadier generals 
could be selected. 

The question evidently has been decided in the affirma- 
tive, but to make the eligibility in this case more ap- 
parent, orders were issued on Jan. 3 relieving Colonel 
Kuhn from duty with the 3d Regiment of Engineers, 
and from duty as director of the Army War College, and 
assigning him to the Ist Regiment of Engineers, in 
Texas. He was ordered to join that regiment at once. 
At the same time, Col. Mason M. Patrick was relieved 
from assignment to the Ist Regiment.of Engineers, but 
was directed to remain on duty with that command. 

The Chief of Ordnance, Brig. Gen. William Crozier, 
also has taken up the question of the new law’s dis- 
crimination against officers of the staff who, hére- 
tofore, have been eligible for promotion as general offi- 
cers. General Crozier insisted that the objectionable 
provision was urged by fine officers who desired to re- 
strict appointments to the classes which included them- 
selves. Prior to the enaction of the National Defense 
Law, a number of staff officers were commissioned as 
general officers of the line, the present active li® in- 
cluding such examples as Major Gen. Leonard Wood 
(from the Medical Department) Major Gen. Thomas H. 
Barry (from the Adjutant General’s Department), Major 
Gen. Tasker H. Bliss (from the Subsistence Depart- 
ment), and Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards (from 
Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs). 

Section 4 of the National Defense Act is as follows: 
“General Officers of the Line——Officers commissioned to 
and holding in the Army the office of a general cfficer 
shall hereafter be known as general officers of the line; 
officers commissioned to and holding in the Army an office 
other than that of a general officer, but to which the rank 
of a general officer is attached, shall be known as gen- 
eral officers of the staff. The number of general officers 
of the line now authorized by law is hereby increased by 
four major generals and nineteen brigadier generals: Pro- 
vided, That hereafter in time of peace major generals of 
the line shall be appointed from officers of the grade of 





‘brigadier general of the line, and brigadier generals of 


the line shall be appointed from officers of the grade of 
colonel of the line of the Regular Army.”

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NAVY PROMOTIONS BY SELECTION. 


The list of officers of the Navy selected for promotion 
to the grades of rear admiral, captain, commander and 
lieutenant commander, by the “Board of Rear Admirals 
on Selection,” of which Admiral Henry T. Mayo, 
U.S.N., was president, was approved by the President 
and made public by the Navy Department on Jan. 5. 

How far the board has been guided in its selection by 
seniority is shown by the statements following the list 
of names. ‘The merits of the new system of promo- 
tion by selection, now launched for the first time, can 
only be determined after a thorough trial. Both Presi- 
dent Wilson and Secretary Daniels approved the list 
ef selection exactly as submitted by the board, whose 
members were: Admiral Henry T. Mayo; Vice Admiral 
De Witt Coffman; Rear Admirals Austin M. Knight, 
Nathaniel R. Usher, Frank F. Fletcher, Walter McLean, 
Augustus F. Fechteler, Albert Gleaves and Albert Ww. 
Grant. The board first convened at the Navy Depart- 
ment on Dec. 2, 1916. . 5 

The promotions become effective in all cases where 
vacancies exist, upon passage of the required examina- 
tions by the officers selected and upon their confirma- 
tion by the Senate. The official announcement of the 
selections was as follows: % s

With reference to extra numbers it may be noted 
that of those assigned for engineering duty only the 
board selected three, and did not select eleven. Of extra 
numbers for line duties the board selected but two cap- 
tains out of four; one commander out of two, and two 
lieutenant commanders out of four. 





The eligible list of captains went down to and in- 
eluded lineal number 57 as given in the last Navy Regis- 
ter (1916); officers from 1 to 57 being those who had 
the required experience of four years in their grade. 
Eleven captains were selected and sixteen were passed 
over. The selection of commanders to be captains stopped 
with lineal number 44 in the 1916 Navy Register, but 
the eligible list of those with requisite service continues 
to include number 67. Of the commanders twenty-nine 
were selected and twelve were passed. The eligible list 
of lieutenant commanders included all down to 127 in the 
lineal list in che 1916 Navy Register, but no appoint- 
ments were made below number 118. Seventy-seven were 
selected and thirty-six were passed over. 

In the list of captains selected for promotion, vacan- 
cies now exist which allow the immediate promotion of 
all save Captains Rodman and Wilson. Fer the pro- 
motion of the officer. who are extra numbers there is, of 
course, no need of vacai.cies in the grade of rear admiral. 

In the list of lieutenant commanders selected for pro- 
motion Lieut. Comdrs. J. K. Taussig and Charles BH. 
Courtney are promoted as extra numbers. Sufficient 
vacancies exist to allow the immediate promotion of all 
the officers down to and including Lieut. Comdr. Alfred 
W. Johnson. 

Under the ruling of the Navy Department as many 
officers as desired could be promoted who are classed ag 
extra numbers. However, only three captains were 
selected for promotion cut of a total of eleven extra num- 
bers assigned for engineering duty only, while only two 
captains out of four were selected in the extra number 
class for line dufies. There were two commanders serving 
as extra numbe's, of whom one was selected for promo- 


tion, and four lieutenant commanders, of whom two were 
selected for promotion. 
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CITIZENS FAVOR UNIVERSAL SERVICE. 


The committee on National Defense, appointed some 
time ago by Mayor Mitchell of New York city, has pre- 
sented a report on the mobilization of the National 
Guard, prepared under the direction of the executive 
committee, Messrs. Cleveland H. Dodge, William N. 
Dykman, John Mitchell, George W. Perkins, Alfred E. 
Smith, Willard Straight and Alexander M. White. The 
report utterly condemns the present system of defense 
depending on the National Guard, and presents a series 
of letters from Guardsmen, their employers and others 
to show how unjust the present system is to men who 
are moved by patriotic impulse to hasten to enlist in 
the ranks of the National Guard when it is ordered to 
such duty as that on the border. The committee say in 
this report, in which all the members concur: 

“While women and children suffered privations—actual 
hunger, frequently—in consequence of the assembling of 
a force of 140,000 Guardsmen, the resources of the 
United States in unmarried males from eighteen to 
twenty-four years old were as follows: (The figures 
are those of the 1910 census plus a ten per cent. in- 
crease suggested by the Census Bureau as approxi- 
mately correct for the period 1910-1916.) 

Unmarried males, 18 and 19 years old........ 1,981,298 
Unmarried males, 20 to 24 year sold, inclusive 3,775,376 


5,756,674 


“After deducting from the 5,756,674 unmarried men 
between eighteen and twenty-four years old a percentage 
representing the physically incapable, as estimated from 
the results of examinations of applicants at Army re- 
cruiting depots over a period of nine years, there remain 
more than five times as many as are required for the 
force recommended in the report, entitled ‘A Proper 
Military Policy for the United States,’ issued by the War 
College Division of the General Staff in September, 
1915; this called for 500,000 trained and organized mo- 
bile troops, and 500,000 second-line troops that could be 
made available in ninety days. 

“In the light of the developments of the last two years, 
the War College Division has since recommended a first- 
line army of 1,500,000, and an army of 1,500,000 that 
can be in readiness in ninety days. Census figures show 
that the whole of the first-line army could be made up 
from the young men of nineteen and twenty; and the 
other unmarried men from twenty-one to twenty-four 
years old, inclusive, would supply a force twice as large 
as the proposed second-line army. 

“On the basis of $75 a month, the assembling of the 
138,500 Guardsmen whom the War Department reports 
to have been in the Federal service on Aug. 31, repre- 
sented an annual loss to the country in productive ca- 
pacity of $124,650,000. Wage statistics compiled by Na- 
tio and State commissions, and unofficial investiga- 
ting bodies, indicate average earnings of $275 a year 
for youths of nineteen. Therefore, if a force of 138,500 
of nineteen were assembled, the annual loss in produc- 
tive capacity would be $38,087,500, or less than one- 
third of the loss caused by the recent mobilization. For 
a force of 457,000, the strength to which the law of 
June 3 requires the National Guard to be raised, the 
oy tod would be between $411,300,000 and $125,- 








000. 
“The facts established by the committee’s inquiry may 

be stated under two heads, economic and military, as 

follows : : 

“1, Economic.—By bringing into service men with 
heavy family and business responsibilities, although there 
was available in the country a far more than adequate 
number of unmarried men who had not attained a high 
economic value, the mobilization showed that the Na- 
tional Guard scheme of defense was economically un- 
sound. It caused widespread distress to the dependents 
of Guardsmen, and it took mature men from positions 
where they had established their usefulness to commerce 
and industry. The burden it threw rpon employers was 
inequitably distributed, in that some employers continued 
to pay their men during service while others cut off 
their men’s pay. Under the prevailing system of vol- 
untary enlistment, it was not possible to select for the 
National Guard, either before the mobilization or after- 
ward, the class of men most easily to be spared for 
military duty. 

“2. Military.—The mobilization proved that the Na- 
tional Guard was not to be depended upon for defense. 
Reports of the Secretary of War and the bureaus of 
the War Department show that only enough recruits 
were obtained to bring the Guard to fifty-five per cent. 
of the required war strength on Aug. 31, and that the 
Guard troops on the Mexican border and in state camps 
on that date were only 1,000 officers and mer above their 
prescribed minimum (i.e. peace) strength. Under a con- 
trol divided between the nation and the states, the 
troops could not be propeprly equipped, mobilized and 
x<concentrated. Three months after the call the organiza- 
tions on the border did not have the equipment required 
for action in the field, and classing as recruits the 
Guardsmen who had had less than three months’ service 
previous to June 18—that is, whose whole training 
had been less than a dozen armory drills—63 per cent. 
of the force consisted of untrained men. 

“A body of troops such as the National Guard, the 
control of which is divided between the nation and the 
states and the ranks of which must be filled by volun- 
tary enlistment, cannot be expected to assume the re- 
sponsibilities and perform the duties of a national force. 
To impose upon it such service as it was called upon 
to render last summer, or such as might be necessary 
in any national emergency, is not only an injustice to 
the men who compose the Guard, their families and em- 
ployers, but it is also futile as a measure of defense. 

“The immediate need is for a standing army sufficient 
for the protection of tke country’s borders and for sim- 
ilar service in the public defense. But only through uni- 
versal military training, as a part of universal educa- 
tion, can the manhood of the nation be qualified to afford 
real and permanent protection. This committee does 
not attempt to recommend any particular scheme of de- 
fense; it believes that military experts whose knowledge 
and experience are at the disposal of Congress should 
be called upon to work out the details of a plan that 
will accord with the ideals of American democracy and 
assure an adequate trained force available at all times 
to meet an emergency.”

A noteworthy decrease in epidemic disease in the Ger- 
man armies has been scored during the second year of 


the war. According to official reports just published in 
Berlin, ihe number of cases has dropped from fifty-one per 
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1,000 during the first year wf the war to a trifle over 
tuirty-eight per 1,000. The greatest number of patients, 
21 per 1,000, were treated for nervous diseases due to 
the strain of battle, and particularly of trench warfare 
under terrific artillery bombardment like those of Cham- 
pagne, Verdun and the Somme.

AGAINST NAVY OIL RESERVE COMPROMISE. 


The Secretary of the Navy did not lose any time in 
indicating to the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs 
his opposition to the so-called “relief provision” sug- 
gested by the Department of the Interior as a substitute 
for the Phelan amendment to the General Land Leasing 
bill. Proponents of the relief provision hoped that this 
would overcome the opposition of the Navy officials, but 
already it is apparent that they will be disappointed. 

The compromise provides that “upon relinquishment to 
the United States within ninety days from date of act 
or withdrawal of application for patent, of any claim 
or subdivision thereof. asserted under the mining laws 
prior to July 3, 1910, to any unpatented oil or gas 
lands included in any order of withdrawal or within 
naval petroleum reserve No. 2, the claimant shall be 
entitled to a lease for each asserted mineral location 
of 160 acres or less or any subdivision thereof upon 
which such claim is based and upon which his predeces- 
sors in interest, or those claiming through or under 
him, have prior to the date of this act drilled one or 
more producing oil or gas wells; such lease to be upon 
a royalty of one-eighth of the production of oil or gas 
produced and saved therefrom after final deducting from 
the gross production such oil or gas as may be used in 
development and operating such land, and otherwise on 
the same terms and conditions as other oil and gas 
leases granted under the provisions of this act.” It 
also provides that the applicant for a lease shall pay to 
the United States for one-eighth of the oil or gas pro- 
duced and saved from “the lands included in the said 
claim subsequent to Feb. 23, 1915, at the current field 
price at the time of production, which shall be in full 
satisfaction for all oil or gas extracted from the said 
land prior to said lease.” 

Senator Pittman, of Nevada, who has assumed the 
leadership of the forces pushing the compromise, ex- 
pressed his belief that the Navy Department’s opposition 
would be withdrawn, but, from reliable sources, it has 
been learned that such is not the case. Secretary Dan- 
iels not only saw Chairman Tillman personally, but 
wrote to Senator Pittman, setting forth his objections 
to any legislation which would tend to give claimants 
lease on the Navy petroleum reserves in (California and 
Wyoming. 

_ ‘Every capital ship and every destroyer is now de- 
signed to burn oil and oil only,” Secretary Daniels is 
quoted as saying, “and the features of the design are 
such that it is impossible to return to the use of coal. 
Under the circumstances the problem of securing a sup- 
ply of oil for the fleet is one of the greatest national 
importance. The speed of our destroyers and battle 
cruisers would be impossible of attainment with any- 
thing but oil, and if this supply were seriously threat- 
ened, as it is in the pending bill, we should be brought 
to face consideration of the abandonment of oil as fuel.” 

Senator Pittman and other backers of the amendment 
point out that only six per cent. of the Navy oil reserve 
land is affected and that, moreover, the profits of opera- 
tion from this six per cent. are to be given to the Navy 
in the form of royalties instead of through profits which 
might be derived from the direct operation of the proper- 
ties by the Navy Department. Attention is also called 
to the fact that Naval Petroleum Reserve No. 1, in 
California, and Reserve No. 3, in Wyoming, are not 
touched by the revised act.

A DECISION AS TO MILEAGE. 


The case of a pay clerk, argued in the Court of Claims 
on Dec. 14 last by Mr. George A. King, of King & King, 
has just been decided by the Court of Claims and settles 
a long vexed question as to the status of a pay clerk 
appointed under a type of order in use by the Navy 
Department for some years, by which the pay clerk is 
directed to report at a certain station and if found phy- 
sically qualified “authorizing” him ‘‘to~proceed at your 
own expense” to his station of first duty, often on the 
other side of the continent. 

The court holds the question to be governed by the 
recent decision of the Supreme Court in the case of 


Captain (now Major) Lincoln C. Andrews, U.S.A., 
by which the principle has been laid down that there 








-can be no lawful act of ah executive officer which can 


have the effect of depriving any officer of his statutory 
salary or allowances. The court concludes: 

“It is plain that the contention can not be maintained 
that the plaintiff by accepting his appointment waived 
the statutory allowance prescribed by the act of March 
3, 1901, or that he estopped himself to claim the mileage 
authorized by that act. We have considered the case 
as though the statement of the Secretary’s order that 
plaintiff should proceed at his own expense to Newport 
meant that his acceptance of the office would be upon 
condition that the Government would not be expected 
or required to pay his mileage. While we think such a 
condition would be illegal and therefore of no binding 
force even if agreed to by the plaintiff, we do not say 
that said language imports the meaning which the Gov- 
ernment’s contenton would ascribe to it. The law as it 
existed under revised Statutes, Sec. 1566, provided for an 
allowance of 10 cents a mile to officers in the naval 
service, and further, that ‘no officer shall be paid mileage 
except for travel actually performed at his own expense 
and in obedience to orders.’ The later act, that of March 
3, 1901, reduces the rate to 8 cents per mile, which, it 
is provided, shall be ‘in lieu of traveling expenses and 
all allowances whatsoever connected therewith, including 
transportation of baggage.’ While the later act thus 
repeals the former law as to the rate and makes more 
definite the object of the allowance, it does not purport 
to repeal the provision above quoted to the effect that 
no officer shall-be paid mileage except for travel actually 
performed at his own expense and under orders. It 
remains the law that the officer must travel at his own 
expense and under orders to be entitled to the statutory 
allowance of mileage when ‘traveling from point to point 
within the United States.’ In charging him to travel to 
Newport at his own expense the Secretary did what the 
law required as a condition to receiving any travel al- 
lowance, and it is more reasonable to ascribe that pur- 
pose to the Secretary’s order than it is to adopt the view 


urged upon us, which we are obliged to condemn, A con , 
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struction of a given act that renders it legal and pre- 
serves the rights of the parties is to be preferred to a 
construction that would make the same act illegal. 

“It follows that plaintiff is entitled to the two days 
‘waiting-orders pay’ allowed him by. the auditor and to 
his mileage allowance, amounting in the aggregate to 
$274.81. And it is so ordered.”

COURT-MARTIAL CASES. 


Capt. Louis Soleliac, 12th Inf., U.S.A., who was re- 
cently tried by a G.C.M. at Nogales, Ariz., on charges of 
conduct to the prejudice of good order and military dfs- 
cipline in violation of the 62d Article of War, and con- 
duct unbecoming an officer and a gentleman in violation 
of.the 61st Article of War, was sentenced to be dis- 
missed the Service. The sentence has been confirmed by 
the President. Captain Soleliac ceased to be an officer 
of the Army from Jan. 6, 1917. He was born in New 
Jersey May 15, 1877, and was a cadet at West Point 
from June 18, 1896, to June 7, 1901. He was commis- 
sioned second lieutenant, 16th U.S. Infantry, June 23, 
1902; was promoted first lieutenant, 17th Infantry, in 
February, 1908, and was transferred to the 12th Infan, 
try in 1909: He was promoted captain in 1916. 

Second Lieut. John O’K. Taussig, 34th U.S. Inf., was 
recently tried by a G.C.M. at El Paso, Texas, on the 
charge of conduct unbecoming an officer and gentleman, 
in violation of the 61st Article of War. It was shown 
upon the trial that immediately after the completion of 
Lieutenant Taussig’s examination for promotion, the 
president of the board of examination sent a telegram to 
the department commander, stating the result of the ex- 








amination ; that at about the same time Lieutenant Taus- 
sig inquired of the president of the board as to the re- 
sult of the examination, whereupon he was informed by 
the latter that such information was confidential, and in 
order to secure the same, request should be made to the 
department commander; that within a few hours there- 
after Lieutenant Taussig appeared at the telegraph office 
and endeavored to secure from the employees of the tele- 
graph company a copy of the said telegram sent by the 
president of the board, nd that on the fourth day after 
the said events, Lieutenant Taussig’s regimental com- 
mander asked him if he had not written upon a tele- 
graph blank the department commander’s address and 
the name of the president of the examining board in the 
respective places for the address and signature, presented 
that paper at the telegraph office and endeavored to 
have the body of the said telegram filled in, or had not 
endeavored to get the substance of that telegram, to 
which questions Lieutenant Tahssig replied in the nega- 
tive. Lieutenznt Tauss'g pleaded not guilty to the speci- 
fications and the charge, but was found guilty of the 
charge by the court and was sentenced to be dismissed 
the service of the Unized States. The record of. trial 
having been forwarded for the action of the President, 
the President approved the sentence and Lieutenant Taus- 
sig ceased to be an officer of the Army from Jan. 5, 1917.

In the will of the late Admiral Nicoll Ludlow, he 
provided a bequest of $15,000 each to the St. Paul’s

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The commander of Division Seven, Battleship Force, 
Atlantic Fleet, has hoisted his flag on board the Florida. 
The Florida will serve as flagship of Division Seven until 
the Arkansas can rejoin the division. 

The Navy Department has decided to build an ammu- 
nition ship fore which Congress appropriated $2,350,000 
at the navy yard, Puget Sound. This is the first big 
ship to be built at that yard, nothing beyond submarines 
having heretofore been attempted. 

In addition to the submarie N-1, which was launched 
on Dec. 30, at Seattle, Wash., as announced in the 
Army AND Navy JocurNat, the Seattle Construction and 
Drydock Company has the other two submarines it is 
building so far advanced that they will be launched by 
March 1. All three submarines will be stationed at 
Puget Sound until October, when they are to go to the 
Canal Zone. 

One of the experiments of the Navy Department to de- 
termine the effectiveness of deck protective armor was 
made at Rappahannock Spit on Jan. 8, when the U.S.S. 
Oklahoma fired trial 14-inch shells at the U.S.S. Puri- 
tan, which had been specially fitted with a new protective 
deck designed to keep shell fragments from penetrating 
the deck. The Puritan was sunk by the shells, but as 
she was moored in shallow water she may be raised. 

" »y’Navy Department announced on Jan. 11 the re- 
ceipt of a despatch from the commander of the monitor 
Cheyenne telling of the loss of one seaman and the in- 
jury of several others on Jan. 9, when a boat was upset 
in the surf off Eureka, Cal., while the crew was attempt- 
ing to attach a line to the stranded submarine H-3. he 
seaman’s name is given as Parker. Later it was learned 
. that the cruiser Milwaukee had succeeded in getting a 
line to the submersible and would attempt to drag her 
from the shoals as soon as the tide and wind became 
favorable. 

The Navy Department has ordered an investigation of 
the disabling of the battleship Arkansas on Jan. 9 
tlrough the failure of one of her turbine engines while 
the vessel was en route from New York to join the At- 
l.atie Fleet at Guantanamo. The Arkansas has put into 
the Norfolk Navy Yard for repairs, Rear Admiral Badger, 
commanding the Seventh Division of the Atlantic Fleet, 
transferring his flag to the Florida. 

The fire which was discovered in the hold of the 
hospital ship Solace at the navy yard, New York, at 
9.25 p.m., Jan. 4, fortunately did little damage, owing 
to the promptness of the crew. Spontaneous combus- 
tion in the forward coal bunker of the hospital ship is 
the only cause known for the fire. The fire spread to 
the hospital stores in the forward hold, and a seaman 
passing the hatchway saw the flames and sounded the 
alarm. Medical Inspector Norman J. Blackwood, com- 
manding the Solace, marshalled his men in fire drill and 
the ship’s hose was quckly trained on the fire. So 
dense was the smoke that nine men, including an officer, 
were overcome. They were revived aboard the Solace 
and remained there over night.

At the expiration of six 
years’ service as gunners they will be promoted to chief 
gunner and commissioned with the rank of ensign, when 
their pay and allowances will be increased accordingly.

C.M.O. 31, SEPT, 7, 1916, NAVY DEPT. 


This order, recently issued, publishes the proceedings of 
the G.C.M. in the ease of Lieut. Isaac F. Dortch, tried at 
the Naval Training Station, Newport, R.I., and found guilty 
of the following charges: e 

Charge I.—Improperly hazarding a vessel under his com- 
mand, in consequence of which ghe was seriously injured (one 
specification ). E 

Charge II.—Through inattention and negligence suffering 
a vessel of the Navy to be seriously injured (one specification ). 

Charge III.—Culpable negligence and inefficiency in the per- 
formance of duty (one specification). 

Sentence.—To lose thirty numbers in his grade. f 

Recommendation to Clemency.—The following unanimous 
recommendation to clemency was spread upon the record by 
the court: “In consideration of his previous excellent record 
and high reputation as testified to before the court and of 
the faet that U.S. Coast and Geodetic Survey Charts, numbers 
243 and 109, which were furnished to the U.S.S. Warring- 
ton, contain misleading information with respect to the break- 
water on the eastern side of Sandy Bay, we recommend Lieut, 
Issae F. Dortch, U.S.N., to the clemency of the revising power. 

Recommendation of the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation.— 
The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation placed upon the record 
an indorsement: ‘Recommending approval of the findings and 
sentenee of the court; but in view of the unanimous recom- 
mendation for clemency by the court, it is recommended that 
the loss of numbers be reduced from thirty to twenty.” 

Action of the Secretary of the Navy.—The proceedings, find- 
ings and sentence of the general court-martial in the case of 
Lieutenant Dortch was approved by Secretary Daniels, but, 
in view of the recommendation of the Bureau of Navigation, 
the loss of numbers is reduced from thirty to twenty.

Edward D. Jones, 
promoted; William P.-Kain, from June 26, 1916, in place of 
2d Lieut. Lloyd T. Chalker, promoted; Floyd J. Sexton, from 
Dec. 1, 1916, in place of 2d Lieut. Stanley V. Parker, pro- 
moted; Jeremiah A. Starr, from Jan. 18, 1916. This officer 
has served the required time in his present grade and has 
passed the necessary examination for promotion. Joseph E, 
Stika, from Jan. 18, 1916. and to take rank next after 2d 
Lieut. J. A. Starr. This officer has served the required time 
in his present grade and has passed the necessary examination 
for promotion. 

Capt. William J. Costigan, formerly of the 69th Infantry, 
who holds a Government office, has officially denied the stories 
that the Coast Guard cutter Hudson rammed the French 
steamer Espagne while attempting to go alongside her on Jan, 
3 at New York. Captain Costigan was aboard the cutter 
at the time and states that her commander, Axel Foss, senior 
master’s mate, made~none of the blunders attributed to him 
in the newspapers. The captain also states that the entire 
story was untrue and was the result of spite toward Foss by 
the writers because he enforced regulations. 

The total equipment of the Coast Guard’s aviation section 
is still composed solely of an office at headquarters, where is 
installed the “inspector of aviation.’”” Although the establish- 
ment of this division was authorized by the last session of 
Congress, no appropriation was made, and the organization is, 
perforce, extremely visionary. Several of the headquarters 
staff appeared before the House Committee on Military Affairs 
during the past week toe explain the needs of the service, but 
members of the committee refused to enthuse over the aviation 
section. It is extremely unlikely that the impending appropria- 
tion measure will contain any sum for this purpose. Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Byron R. Newton was one of the 
officials who went before the House Committee in behalf of 
the Coast Guard. Mr. Newton particularly called attention 
to the unusual situation of the machineless aviation section. 

The Unalga, commanded by Capt. F. G. Dodge, sailed from 
Seattle on Jan. 2 to take up her duties in waters off south- 
eastern Alaska. Enforcement of the fishery laws are, of 
course, the most important of the Unalga’s troubles. Tempo- 
rary headquarters for this ship will be maintained at Juneau. 

Revised estimates submitted to the House Committee on .Mili- 
tary Affairs asked an increase of $200,000 in the appropria- 
tion of $700,000 made last year for two steam Coast Guard 
eutters for service on the Pacific coast, and an increase to 
$180,000 of the amount granted for the construction of an 
anchorage patrol boat for New York Harbor. For the latter 
purpose $125,000 was appropriated last year. Captain Com- 
mandant Bertholf, however, found himself in the same situa- 
tion as the Secretary of the Navy, in that no bids could be 
secured within the limit set. Indications are that the in- 
creases will be granted and that the new boats will soon be 
under way. It is proposed to buy one Yoat which will be 
equipped for flood duty on the Mississippi and Ohio Rivers, 
and to let contracts for the other two which were authorized 
last year to some river yard. Shipbuilders along the larger 
American rivers, the House Committee was informed, have 
not experienced the extreme congestion of business which has 
been the portion of the larger companies. 

The Senate on Jan. 8 confirmed the nominations of 34 
Lieuts. James M. Earp, William _P. Kain, Floyd J. Sexton, 
Jeremiah A. Starr and Joseph E. Stika to be second lieuten- 
ants. 

Acting Signal Q.M. R. Frederokson has been transferred 
from the Guide to the Coast Guard store. 

The Pamlico left Elizabeth City on Jan. 11 for Roanoke 
marshes, cruising. 

Co-operating in the salvage operations on the submarine 
H-3 the McCulloch anchored off the entrance to Eureka on 
Jan. 10 to assist with the H-3 when needed. 

The Apache left Baltimore Light for Baltimore on Jan. 9 to 
send eleven seriously il! men to hospital. Coaled ship while 
there. 

Supt. John W. Richardson, of the 8th District, reports that 
on Jan. 10 the crew of Station No. 201 (Sullivan’s Island) 
rescued six men from a stranded motorboat. 

The schooner Storm Petrel was narrowly saved from going 
ashore in a Northwest gale on Whaleback Reef, off Ports- 
mouth, N.H., on Jan. 6, the cutter Ossipee arriving alongside 
just in time to pull her away from the threatening breakers. 
The schooner had anchored to ride out the gale, but her 
anchors failed to hold. The crew from Station No. 12 (Ports- 
mouth Harbor) assisted in attaching a hawser, after which 
the endangered craft was hauled to a safe anchorage. 

The stranding of the American towboat North America was 
averted by the crew of Station No. 140 (Lewes, Del.) on 
Jan. 2. The keeper had witnessed through his glass the ma- 
meuvers of the tug as she changed tows near the lightship, 
when he saw her drifting broadside to the waves. On ar- 
riving alongside the Coast Guard, crew found that a drifting 
line had fouled the tug’s propeller, disabling her. 

The first rescue of a Honduras vessel by the U.S. Coast 
Guard was reported by the commander of the cutter Davey, 
stationed at New Orleans. The schooner Omoa, valued, with 
her cargo, at $130,000, stranded on the western side of the 
Mississippi while on her way out. The Davey went to her 
assistance and after an hour’s hard work the foreigner was 
freed. 

The Apache again figures in the ‘‘news’’ this week by

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THE SIXTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 
SECOND SESSION. 


The Senate Committee on Commerce has reported with- 
out amendment S. 7381, to provide that commuted rations 
issued to warrant officers and enlisted men of the Coast 
Guard in lieu of rations in kind, shall be at the rate 
of forty-five cents per ration instead of thirty cents per 
ration, as now authcrized by lav-. 

The Senate Committee on Commerce has reported with- 
out amendment, S. 7380, for the ccnstruction of three 
Coast Guard cutters, ata limit 0” cost not“to exceed, for 
the three cutters, a total of $1,350,000. 


The Secretary of War submits supplemental estimates 
of appropriations required by the War Department for 
the fiscal year 1918, as follows: For additional clerical 
force in the office of the Chief of Engineers, $5,000; also 
$7,000 for an ice making plant at Rock tsland Arsenal, 
in addition to the sum of $16,000 for this purpose pro- 
vided in Act of July 1, 1916; $156,000 for improvement 


of the large gun shop at Watervliet Arsenal; $118,300 
for necessary dredging incident to construction of a dock 
at the ordnance depot, Panama Canal; $284,639 for ex- 
tensions of wings Nos. 2 and §, installation of two addi- 
tional boilers, and construction of pipe tunnel at /U.S. 
Disciplinary Barracks, Fort Leavenworth, Kas. 

In response to a Senate resolution of Dec. 15, 1916, 
requesting information relative to what extent naval offi- 
cers and employees are perm:ted to purchase food sup- 

lies through Government agencies, the Secretary of 
avy says, in part: “In accordence with law, the privi- 
lege of purchasing from commissary stores is limited to 
officers and enlisted men of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps except that, on foreign shore stations, the privi- 
lege is extended to civilian employees. The stores are in 
charge of officers of the Pay Corps who have other regu- 
lar duty, and, with the exception of the store at Wash- 
ington in which three civilians are employed, the per- 
sonnel consists entirely of enlisted men of the Navy. The 
pay of enlisted men is charged against the appropriation 
“Pay of the Navy” and of the three civilians referred to 
against the appropriation “Maintenance, supplies, and 
accounts,” so that it would not be practicable to reim- 
burse these appropriations a profit were charged. 
Should all employees of the Government he permitted to 
urchase supplies from the commissary store, the business 
andled by these stores would be increased many times 
over its present volume. This would require a great deal 
more space at navy yards than is now available, addi- 
tional space for the stowage of regular Navy material 
being now badly needed. It would require also a very 
considerable increase in the personnel of the stores; 
whereas, in view of the need for additional men to man 
th. new ships, those now on duty in the stores are urg- 
ently needed for regular Navy duty. Then, too, should 
the patronage of the stores be so extended, there would 
no doubt be violent protest from merchants in navy yard 
cities whose business would be necessarily considerably 
curtailed. In the event, therefore, that all employees of 
the Government be permitted to purchase from the com- 
missary stores, it would be necessary to provide a new 
building of moderate size at each of the navy yards and 
to employ a number of civilians to work in the stores. It 
would also be necessary to include a sufficient profit in 
the selling price of the articles to cover the pay of the 
civilian employees, by doing which the selling prices 
might rise so near to those prevailing in the adjacent 
markets that there would be no longer any necessity for 
operating the stores at all.” 

The Secretary of War transmits a tentative draft of 
an additional proviso to supplement the item “Arming, 
equipping, and training the National Guard,” page 347, 
Book of Estimates, 1918. He says: “Pursuant to the 
calls of the President of May 9 and June 18, 1916, a 
number of inspectors and assistant inspectors of small- 
arms practice of the Organized Militia were mustered 
into the service of the United States. Subsequently 
these officers were honorably discharged from the service 
of the United States ‘by reason of muster in without au- 
thority of law.’ A voucher having been presented for 
payment by one of the officers ‘n question, it was referred 
to the Comptroller, who in an opinion dated Sept. 9, 
1916, held that: ‘As there is no such office in the Regular 
Army as that of inspector of small-arms practice, and as 
there is no office in the Regular Army with which it can 
be assimilated, I fail to find any authority of law for the 
proposed payment, which is regretted, and I am of opin- 
ion that you are not authorized to pay the voucher sub- 
mitted to you.’ In order to provide for the payment of 
any claims that may arise on account of services actually 
aendered to the Federal Government by inspectors and 
assictant inspectors of small-arms practice of ‘the Or- 
ganized Militia who were thus erroneously mustered into 
tie Federal service, it is recommended that under the 
item for ‘Arming equipping, and training the National 
Guard,’ there be inserted an additional proviso, ‘That 
of this sum such an amount as may be necessary, and to 
be immediately available, is authorized to be paid to in- 
spectors and assistant inspectors of small-arms practice 
of the Organized Militia who reported for duty pursuant 
to the calls of the Presiden: of May 9, 1916, and June 18, 
1916, from the dates on which they reported to the dates 
. . which they were mustered out or otherwise separated 
from the Service, at the rates fixed by law for pay and 


allowances of officers of like grade of the Army.’ A num- 
ber of claims, amounting to about $2,000, have already 
been filed with the Department. It is believed that the 
aggregate of all the claims will not exceed $3,000.

BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

S. 7563, Mr. Overman.—Authorizing the President of the 
United States to date the commisions of graduates of the 
U.S. Military Academy one year ahead of the date of’ their 
graduation during such time as may be necessary for the 
completion of the increases in the Army provided for by the 
National Defense Act of June 3, 1916: Provided, That such 
date of commission shall in no manner entitle or be con- 
strued to entitle any graduate of the U.S. Military Academy 
to any pay or emoluments whatsoever, beyond the pay and 
emoluments of a cadet of the U.S. Military Academy, before 
the date of his graduation from the Military Academy. 

S. 7586, Mr. Lodge (by request).—That all persons now 
employed in the Civil Service of the United States, or who 
may hereafter be appointed therein, who have already faith- 
fully served, or may hereafter so serve, the United States for 
the full period of fifty years shall be placed on a Civil Ser- 
vice retired list, at a compensation of seventy-five per cent. 
of the salary they are entitled to receive at date of retire- 
ment: Provided, That in computing time for the fifty years 
service herein required all faithful service in the Army or 
Navy of the United States during the War for the Union, 
between the years 1861 and 1565, inclusive, shall be counted. 
That in times of public emergency the heads of departments 
of the U.S. Government shall have power to recall to tem- 
porary active service all employees on the retired list who 
may be physically qualified, and such temporary service shall 
not involve any increase of the retired pay herein provided 
for. 

S. 7720, Mr. Tillman.—That Sec. 1570 of the Revised 
Statutes, U.S., be amended to read: ‘‘Sec. 1570. Every sea- 
man, landsman, or marine who performs the duty of a fireman 
on board any vessel of war shall be entitled to receive, in 
addition to his compensation as seaman, landsman, or marine, 
a compensation at the rate of thirty-three cents a day for the 
time he is employed as fireman.’’ 

S. 7721, Mr. Tillman.—That the U.S. Naval Reserve, estab- 
lished by the Act of March 3, 1915, be re-established under 
the same conditions as those under which it existed on Aug. 
28, 1916, except as hereinafter provided. Any member of 
the said Naval Reserve serving therein on Aug. 28, 1916, 
shall, upon his application therefor any time within six months 
after the date of approval of this act, be reinstated in such 
re-established reserve in his previous status therein; and any 
such person so reinstated shall for all purposes be considered 
as haying served continuously in such reserve since original 
entry therein, in the same manner and to the same effect as 
if said reserve had existed continuously since March 3, 1915, 
and said person had served continuously since his original 
entry therein: Provided, That, except for the reinstatements 
herein authorized, no further appointments, enlistments, or 
transfers shall be made therein or thereto, and that the said 
reserve shall cease to exist upon the death or discharge of 
the men so reinstated: Provided further, That no such re- 
instated person shall receive any back pay or allowances for 
any period durng which he shall have been in receipt of pay 
and allowances or either for service in any other branch of 
the naval service, Regular or reserve: And provided further, 
That any appropriations now available or hereafter made for 
the Naval Reserve force shall be available for the pay, trans- 
portation, and other necessary expenses of the Naval Reserve 
hereby re-established. 

8. 7722, Mr. Tillman.—That the act making appropriations 
for the naval service for the year ending June 30, 1917, ap- 
proved Aug. 29, 1916, be amended as follows: 

That under heading ‘‘Naval Reserve Force,’’ and after 
paragraph reading: ‘‘Enrollment and re-enrollment shall be 
for terms of four years, but members shall in time of peace, 
when no national emergency exists, be discharged upon own 
request upon reimbursing Government for any clothing gratuity 
that may have been furnished them during their current en- 
rollment,’’ the period changed to a colon and the following 
proviso added: ‘‘Provided, .That enrollment and re-enrollment 
in the Naval Volunteer Reserve may be for a term of either 
one year or four years.’’ 

That the term ‘‘Volunteer Naval Reserve’’ be changed to 
‘*Naval Volunteer Reserve’’ wherever it occurs in said act. 

That in paragraph creating Volunteer Naval Reserve— 
herein redesignated ‘Naval Volunteer Reserve’—a comma be 
added after last word, ‘‘classes,’’ therein. 

That in paragraph under heading ‘‘Naval Militia and 
National Naval Volunteers’’ reading as follows: ‘‘The Sec- 
retary of Navy is hereby authorized to sell at cost and issue 
lubricating oil and gasoline to vessels of the Volunteer Patrol 
Squadrons duly enrolled,’’ etc., the word ‘‘gasoline,’’ where 
it first occurs, be stricken out and the word “fuel” substi- 
tuted therefor; that the word ‘‘gasoline,’’ where it occurs the 
Second time in the paragraph, be stricken out. 

S. 7723, Mr. Tillman—To amend Sec. 1496 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States, relative to examination of 
officers of the Navy for promotion, to read; ‘‘Sec. 1496. That 
no line officer below the grade of rear admiral, and no officer 
not of the line, shall be promoted to a higher grade or rank 
on the active list of the Navy until his moral and profes- 
sional fitness to perform all his duties at sea have been estab- 
lished to the satisfaction of a board of examining officers 
appointed by the Secretary of the Navy: Provided, That the 
Secretary of the Navy may authorize the senior officer 
present, or other commanding officer, on a foreign rtation to 
order boards of medical examiners, examining boards, and 
retiring boards for the examination of such candidates for 
appointment, promotion, and retirement in the Navy and 
Marine Corps as may be serving in such officer’s command 
and may be directed to appear before any such board,’’ 

8. 7724, Mr. Tillman.—That that part of the act making 
appropriations for the naval service for the year ending June 
30, 1917, approved Aug. 29, 1916, which provides that ‘‘offi- 
cers of the lower grades of the Medical Corps, Pay Corps, 
Construction Corps, and Corps of Civil Engineers shall be 
advanced in rank up to and including the rank of lieutenant 
commander with the officers of the line with whom or next 
after whom they take precedence under existing law,’’ be

amended and..re-enacted to read as follows: ‘‘Hereafter offi- 
cers of -the lower grades of the Medical Corps,. Pay Corps, 
Construction Corps, .and Corps of.Civil Engineers.shall, sub- 
ject to all laws relating to promotion and examination therefor 
of officers in those grades of said corps. in effect at the time 
of approval of the Naval Appropriation Act of Aug. 29, 1916, 
be advanced in rank up to and including the rank of lieuten- 
ant commander with the officers of the line with whom or next 
after. whom they take precedence under existing law.’’

S. 7747, Mr. Weeks.—That the Secretary of War be au- 
thorized, in his discretion, to designate in each state and ter- 
ritory in the United States a unit of the National Guard, not 
smaller than a battalion, as a junior or senior division of the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps: Proyided, That the privi- 
leges and benefits extended by existing law to each such unit 
of a National Guard organization so designated be continued 
in full force and effect: And provided further, That the drill 
and instruction, including indoor target practice, required of 
such National Guard organizations as may be established into 
units of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps under the au- 
thority contained in this act be waived. 


H.J. Res. 330, Mr. Morrison.—Authorizing the Secretary 
of War to grant permission to erect monuments in national 
cemeteries in honor of the female members of any church or 
of any fraternal, religious, charitable, or patriotic society, 
organization, or order who gave, voluntarily and without hope 
of fee or reward, their services as nurses in and about any 
building, buildings, or premises of such church, society, or- 
ganization, or order which were seized by the U.S. Govern- 
ment and -used temporarily “for hospital purposes during the 
Civil War. . 

H.J. Res. 335, Mr. Shallenberger.—That John W. West, of

them at the conclusion of their services. 


H.R. 19433, Mr. Griffin——That hereafter all classified Civil 
Service clerks now of the Quartermaster Corps shall be known 
as field clerks, Q.M. Corps; and field clerks, Q.M. Corps, shall 
receive the same pay and allowances, except retirement, as 
heretofore allowed by law to pay clerks, Q.M. Corps.. That 
field clerks, Q.M. Corps, shall ‘be subject to the Rules and 
Articles of War.

A gay week-end brought the last of the New Year's festivities, 
for the large New Year’s hop on Saturday evening was an 
event not less enjoyed because it had been pushed out of its 
rightful place in the calendar.

THE PROVISIONAL LIEUTENANTS. 


Fort Leavenworth, Kas., Jan. 8, 1917. 

The school of instruction for the provisional second lieuten- 
ants opened at the Army Service Schools Jan. 4. Nearly 
all the 346 new officers had arrived and assembled at the 
school, where they were addressed *y Lieut. Col. J. W. Mc- 
Andrew, commandant of the Army Service School, who out- 
lined something of the work which will confront them, The 
real work of the class started Jan. 8. The officers have been 
formed in a battalion of four companies, each of which will 
be under charge of two officers as instructors and advisors 
from the Army Service Schools. The full complement of com- 
pany officers and men will be composed of t’e second lieutenants 
themselves. The officers will learn the full course of the 
manual of arms, bayonet drill, and even a course on the rifle 
range if the weather permits. The. officers were given full 
equipment and provisional officers «f the different companies 
of the battalion have been appointed by Lieut. Col. Charles 
A. Miller. The men who have had the most experience in mili- 
tary training were made officers for the first three weeks. At 
the end of their term a complete new set of officers will 
be appointed to serve. This plan has been installed so as to 
give each officer some experience in handling men. 

Nearly all the men have had previous military experience 
and the men who do not know their drill manual are the ex- 
ceptions. The records of the young lieutenants show that 
they have received their military training in nearly every 
large school in the country, and some have been instructors in 
military art. The following schools have representatives among 
the lieutenants here now: West Point, Annapolis, Virginia 
Military Institute, California University, Mississippi A and 
M., Wentworth Military Academy, Salt Lake City High School, 
University of Wyoming, Ohio University, Minnesota Univer- 
sity, Culver and Montclair Academy. The Yale Battery is 
also ,epresented, and there are also a number from the various 
auxiliary branches of the Service such as the Philippine Scouts 
and the Army Reserve Corps. 

Aside from the drill work, the most important part of the 
new officers’ work will come in the class rooms in Grant and 
Sheridan Halls, where they will be taught the art of war, 
encineering, military law and medicine, consisting of camp 
sanitation and first aid work. Every officer will also be given 
lessons in equitation regardless of the branch of the Service 
to Which he is going. The day has been divided into six 

riods: First riod, engineering; second, equitation; third, 
aw; fourth, military art; fifth, practical work; sixth, sanita- 
tion. No classes will be held on Saturday and Sundays, these 
days will be for recreation, and these are also the only days 
the officers will be permitted to leaye the reservation. 

The men are all in one building and their quarters differ in 
zo way from that of an Army private. This is done to teach 
them how the enlisted men live, just as the drilling which 
they will get will teach them how their men are to be drilled 
and how they will fight. The class will receive an officer’s 
training here for three months. Forty of the provisional second 
lieutenants are married and have obtained quarters for their 
families in Leavenworth.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


23D N.Y.—COL. F, H. NORTON. 


The 23d N.Y., Col. Frank H. Norton, arrived at its armory 
in Brooklyn, N.Y., from the Mexican border on Jan. 9, 1917, 
for muster out of the Federal service. The regiment looked 
in fine condition, and as it marched to its armory on Bedford 
avenue from the foot of Atlantic avenue, where it had been 
landed by ferry from Weehawken, the command was given a 
great reception by cheering citizens. The regiment was re- 
viewed at the University Club by Governor Whitman, Gen- 
erals Stotesbury and O’Ryan, Mayor Mitchel, Senator Calder 
and others. 

The regiment was met at the ferry landing by the veterans, 
under command of Col. W. A. Stokes, who acted as escort. 
At the armory all the relatives and friends that could be 
crowded into it were there, and there was a perfect bedlam. 
After the regiment was formed in line of masses Governor 
Whitman addressed the men briefly and Chaplain Cadman 
thanked the assembly for the welcome. 

Colonel Norton said that the trip home was without inci- 
dent, except that the regiment fared better and was ‘better 
provided for on the smaller railroads than it was on the New 
York Central lines. On the latter Colonel Norton said there 
was failure to supply gas and heat, and they also failed to 
put on supplies contracted for and promised. ‘‘The men 
are returning in excellent condition,’’ said Colonel Norton, 
‘better soldiers and better men. They are a fine outfit and 
acquitted themselves with honor. Willing workers all, they 
took an interest in camp life. It was a pleasure to command 
them.’’ 

The men say they were shabbily treated by Texas mer- 
chants, who overcharged them for everything. The Mexicans, 
on the other hand, in Texas were praised. On ranches owned 
by Texans from five to ten cents would be charged for a 
drink of water, while a poor Mexican would, it is said, bring 
one from his hut gladly for nothing. 

The health of the regiment has been uniformly good. There 
was but one death in the regiment during its entire stay at 
the border, that of Pvt. Thomas Healy, who died of pneu- 
monia. The regiment arrived at Pharr, Texas, July 11, 1916, 
with 1,107 officers and men, and left for home on Jan. 2, 1917. 





Federal inspections of New York National Guard regiments 
began this week with the 14th Infantry. The dates for other 
inspections include the following: Iwenty-second Engineers, 
Jan, 22 to Feb. 1; 7th Infantry; eb.

74th Regiments. Recognition by the War Department was 
withdrawn from Co. M, 47th, Cos. F and L, 65th. 

Pvt. Max Kellerman, of Battery E, 2d Field Artillery, 
N.G.N.Y., who was charged with being insurbordinate in re- 
fusing to obey orders to help clean up the armory on Jan. 9 
when ordered, was tied in a standing position to the wheel 
of a good carriage for an hour. The man was further dis- 
eiplined for his insurbordination by being placed in confine- 
ment in a room and fed on bread and water until sufficiently 
cooled off. A court was later convened to try Kellerman. 


The War Department will take no official notice of the tying 
up of Pyt. Max Kellerman, of the 2th Field Artillery, N.G. 
N.Y., to the wheel of a gun carriage in the armory in New 
York city until it has been passed upon by the commander of 
the Eastern Department. The 2d Field Artillery was in the 
Federal service when Kellerman, who was charged with in- 
subordination and disobedience of orders, was tied to the 
wheel on Jan. 10, it is said, for safe keeping. After being 
lashed to the wheel for an hour he was taken to a room and 
held under guard. General Wood has ordered an investigation 
to be made of the matter by Col. Thomas Q. Donaldson, U.S.A., 
Inspector General. Lieut. Col. Frank H, Hines, commanding 
officer of the armory of the 2d Battalion of the regiment and 
senior officer present when Kellerman was tied up, denies that 
any cruelty was inflicted on the prisoner. He states that he 
upheld the action of Lieut. Frank Spencer in tying up Keller- 
man as being necessary at the time to enforce military dis- 
cipline. 

There will be a review of the Ist Regiment of Newark, N.J., 
Col. John D. Fraser, at the Sussex avenue armory, Friday 
night, Jan. 19. The Federal inspection of the command will 
begin Jan. 22, and will be made by the Regular Army officers.

Appreciating the assistance rendered to the regiment while it 
was in Federal service, the 1st Infantry has arranged to hold 
a military reception, indoor parade and review on Washing- 
ton’s birthday to Mayor Thomas B. Smith, Mrs. J. Gardner 
Cassatt, Mrs. J. Willis Martin, Mrs. John G. Groome and 
other ladies of the Citizens’ Aid Committee. 

Chaplain Horace R. Fell, of the 22d Engineers, N.G.N.Y., 
who served with that command on the Mexican border and 
was most active in the duties of his office, had some inter- 
esting experiences. In his intercourse with Mexican traders 
and peddlers, he found them perfectly honest, and they made 
no attempt to sell their goods to soldiers at extortionate 
prices as did Americans. Chaplain Fell found that the Mexi- 
can appreciated the fair dealings of the soldiers, whose treat- 
men of them, it was said, was far different from that accorded 
by Texas rangers and border people. Generally the border people, 
it is said, consider the only good Mexican a dead one, and 
they have acted freely on this principle. Chaplain Fell tells 
of an enterprising American vender who went into a camp 
trying to sell so-called Mexican epals at $1.50 each, but could 
get no buyers. He then visited other camps and raising the 
pce to $25 per opal, he soon sold out, the purchasers be- 
ieving that at the high price they were getting something 
exceptionally good. Fifty cents would have been a fair price 
for the ‘‘opals,’’ it is claimed. 

Major Philip E. Reville, N.G.N.Y., commanding the depot 
battalion of the 69th Infantry, recently received the follow- 
ing letter from Col. Willard ©.

Batteries A, B, D and F, of the 2d Field Artillery, N.G. 
N.Y., under command of Col. George A. Wingate, which has 
been on duty on the Mexican border, at McAllen, Texas, since 
July 16, 1916, arrived in New York city Jan. 6, 1917, for 
muster out of the Federal service. Batteries C and E, owing 
to a ivain delay, did not arrive home until Jan. 7. The first 
section of the troop train carried Batteries A and B, under 
command of Capt. Walter P. Fox, and his brother, Capt. Les- 
ter ©. Fox. The second section was under Col. George A. 
Wingate, and carried the regiment’s band, the headquarters, 
supply and sanitary staffs. Lieut. Col. F. H. Hines was in 
charge of the third section, carrying Batteries D and F, and 
the fourth section, which arrived on Jan. 7, carried Batteries 
© and E, under command of Capt. Wilbur T. Wright. There 
were 975 men and thirty-four officers and 258 .horses. 

The four batteries which arrived on Jan. 6, after disembark- 
ing from the Fe boat at Twenty-third street and Hudson 
river, paraded up Fifth avenue and were reviewed by Governor 
Whit: an at the Union League Club. Others in the reviewing 
party included Adjutant Genera] Stotsebury, Major General 
O’Ryan and Lieut. Col. Charles E. Warren, N.G.N.Y. 

The command made a fine appearance, and its six months’ 
training on the border gave it. the appearance of Regulars. 
It was a healthy and contented body of men, and they re- 
ceived applause all along the line of march. At Fifty-seventh 
street the Brooklyn and Bronx batteries separated.

Sunday promenaders along the lines of 
march cheered the returning troops, and at the armories 
throngs of relatives and friends awaited the men. Battery E 
was met in Jersey City by a delegation that included a num- 
ber of the borough officials of the Bronx. 





CALIFORNIA, 


An interesting maneuver experiment at San Francisco, Cal., 
on Jan. 2 demonstrated that in twenty-five minutes and 
twenty seconds after the assembly had sounded at the Na- 
tional Guard Coast Artillery Armory, a full company of Na- 
tional Guard Coast Artillery reached Fort Miley, sbout five 
miles distant, and completely manned the guns. ‘‘It was a 
fine demonstration,’’ said Col. Henry G. Matthewson, Coast 
Artillery National Guard of California, ‘‘and proved to us 
‘and. to the officers of the Regular Army the efficiency of the 
mén, of the motor reserve corps and of motor transportation 
in military movements.’’ 

Colonel Matthewson and Capt. J. McHenry, jr., were in 
charge of the National Guardsmen, and Capt. H. D. Ryus, of 
the motor reserve corps.

MICHIGAN, a 


‘*Figures compiled for the U.S. Government at the office of 
the Adjutant General of Michigan, at Lansing,’’ says: the 
Grand Rapids Herald, ‘‘show that ninety-five per cent. of the 
Michigan National Guard, that is, those available, answered 
the call of President Wilson last June and reported ready 


for duty at the border. When the eall came the strength of 
the Michigan Guard was 38,541 enlisted men, but of this 
number seventy-cne ate not figured as ineluded in the 
$ * of the Guard for various reasons. There were 
fifty-one whose exact whereabouts were absolutely unknown; 
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four who were in the U.S. Gevernment service as civilian truck 
drivers on the border at the time of the call; eleven who 
reported from distant points for transportation, but who at 
that time could not furnish it, and five men whose time ex- 
pired within three or four days of the call and were eonse- 
quently left off the rolls. Deducting this seventy-one, there 
is left 3,470 men for the call. Of these, 3,295, or ninety-five 
per eent., were taken over inte the Service. Comparatively 
speaking, Michigan ranks away at the top of the states for 
the number turned over to the mustering officers. In faet, so 
far, figures have not been heard of from any state which 
eclipsed the Michigan record.’’ 





OREGON. 

A gleomy future is predicted for the National Guard of 
Oregon and that of other states by the Portland Oregonian 
unless the present Federal law is amended. The Oregonian 
in quite a lengthy article on this subject says, in part: 

‘‘Appreximately 900 men of the 3d Oregon Infantry took 
the new National Guard oath for three years’ active service 
in the Guard and three years in reserve when the regiment 
was mustered out of the Federal service and resumed its 
status as a National Guard regiment, following its return 
from the border in September. 

‘‘To-day if orders came for another tour of duty on the 
border, or elsewhere, it is doubtful if half the men in the 
regiment would respond voluntarily. This does not mean 
they would hang back in ease of actual need in real war duty, 
which is a different matter entirely, and so considered by 
the Guard. The truth is that under the new National Guard 
law, passed by Congress last year, the National Guard has 
one from bad to worse, and is rapidly approaching the worst. 

his is true, not of Oregon alone, but of every state. In fact, 
the Oregon National Guard, from all reports, is making a 
much better showing than the National Guard regiments of 
other states that have returned from the border. 

“‘At the rate enlistments are coming in to the 3d Infantry at 
present, it would take several years to reeruit a full regiment. 
Figures are difficult to obtain, officers being reluctant to give 
them, but they fully bear out this assertion. Since the 3d 
Infantry returned from the border, it has been inceasingly diffi- 
cult to get enough men out to drills. The pay feature of the 
Army law, by which it was proposed to pay National Guards- 
men for the time they gave in attending drills, is character- 
ized by officers and men alike as being little better than 
farcical im its operation. At one drill night in the Portland 
armory recently, with two companies scheduled to drill, only 
three squads, comprising. twenty-four men,-appeared on the 
floor from both companies. They had to be combined and 
then comprised hardly a platoon. This was not an exceptional

W. T. asks: (1) Why is it that soldiers of the Coast Ar- 
tillery Corps, whether stationed on the border er anywhere 
else, can go out on the reserve or furlough at the end of 
three years and the Infantry soldiers cannot?

Answer: (1) If the C.A.C. are being 
furloughed at the end of three years it is no doubt because 
C.A.C. reserves are not needed at present on the border. 
(2) This cannot be determined at this time,

Reserve after four years’ service with the colors. I was 
ealled back from the reserve to the colors on Aug. 1, 1916. 
Can I be refurloughed to the reserve after I have completed 
the fourth year with the colors, if they do not call back the 
men from the reserve who are out on the reserve now? An- 
swer: No orders have been issued stating how long the recalled 
reserves will be retained on active service. 

H. S. asks: Is a civilian‘ liable to arrest for wearing differ- 
ent parts of an Army uniform? For instance, if he wears a 
pair of breeches, shirt and leggings for hunting or other out- 
door sports. Answer: Te law forbids the wearing by civilians 
of ‘‘the duly prescribed uniform of the United States Army, 
Navy, or Marine Corps, or any distinctive part of such uni- 
form.”

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FORT LEAVENWORTH. 
THE PROVISIONAL LIEUTENANTS. 


Fort Leavenworth, Kas., Jan. 8, 1917. 

The school of instruction for the provisional second lieuten- 
ants opened at the Army Service Schools Jan. 4. Nearly 
all the 346 new officers had arrived and assembled at the 
school, where they were addressed ‘y Lieut. Col. J. W. Mc- 
Andrew, commandant of the Army Service School, who out- 
lined something of the work which will confront them, The 
real work of the class started Jan. 8. The officers have been 
formed in a battalion of four companies, each of which will 
be under charge of two officers as instructors and advisors 
from the Army Service Schools. The full cc mplement of com- 
pany officers and men will be composed of t’e second lieutenants 
themselves. The officers will learn the full course of the 


manual of arms, bayonet drill, and even a course on the rifle 
range if the weather permits. The. officers were given full 
equipment and provisional officers «f the different companies 
of the battalion have been appointed by Lieut. Col. Charles 
A. Miller. The men who have had the most experience in mili- 
tary training were made officers for the first three weeks. At 
the end of their term a complete new set of officers will 
be appointed to serve. This plan has been installed so as to 
give each officer some experience in handling men. 

Nearly all the men have had previous military experience 
and the men who do not know their drill manual are the ex- 
ceptions. The records of the young lieutenants show. that 
they have received their military training in nearly every 
large school in the country, and some have been instructors in 
military art. The following schools have representatives among 
the lieutenants here now: West Point, Annapolis, Virginia 
Military Institute, California University, Mississippi A and 
M., Wentworth Military Academy, Salt Lake City High School, 
University of Wyoming, Ohio Gulrandty. Minnesota Univer- 
sity, Culver and Montclair Academy. The Yale Battery is 
also ,epresented, and there are also a number from the various 
auxiliary branches of the Service such as the Philippine Scouts 
and the Army Reserve Corps. 

Aside from the drill work, the most important part of the 
new officers’ work will come in the class rooms in Grant and 
Sheridan Halls, where they will be taught the art of war, 
encineering, military law and medicine, consisting of camp 
sanitation and first aid work. Every officer will also be given 
lessons in equitation regardless of the branch of the Service 
to Which he is going. The day has been divided into six 

riods: First riod, engineering; second, equitation; third, 
aw; fourth, military art; fifth, practical work; sixth, sanita- 
tion. No classes will be held on Saturday and Sundays, these 
days will be for recreation, and these are also the only days 
the officers will be permitted to leaye the reservation. 

The men are all in one building afd their quarters differ in 
mo way from that of an Army private. This is done to teach 
them how the enlisted men live, just as the drilling which 
they will get will teach them how their men are to be drilled 
and how they will fight. The class will receive an officer's 
training here for three months. Forty of the provisional second 
lieutenants are married and have obtained quarters for their 
families in Leavenworth. 

A number of sons of Army officers are now at the garrison as 
provisional second lieutenants for instruction. They are: Dono- 
van Miller, son of Col. Charles Miller, and he will receive some 
of his military instruction from his father; J. B. Pitney, 
nephew of General Pershing; G. L. Febiger, son of Colonel 
Febiger; C. J. Wilder and 8.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


23D N.Y.—COL. F. H. NORTON. 


The 23d N.Y., Col. Frank H. Norton, arrived at its armory 
in Brooklyn, N.Y., from the Mexican border on Jan. 9, 1917, 
for muster out of the Federal service. The regiment looked 
in fine condition, and as it marched to its armory on Bedford 
avenue from the foot of Atlantic avenue, where it had been 
landed by ferry from Weehawken, the command was given a 
great reception by cheering citizens. The regiment was re- 
viewed at the University Club by Governor Whitman, Gen- 
erals Stotesbury and O’Ryan, Mayor Mitchel, Senator Calder 
and others. 

The regiment was met at the ferry landing by the veterans, 
under command of Col, W. A. Stokes, who acted as escort. 
At the armory all the relatives and friends that could be 
crowded into it were there, and there was a perfect bedlam. 
After the regiment was formed in line of masses Governor 
Whitman addressed the men briefly and Chaplain Cadman 
thanked the assembly for the welcome. 

Colonel Norton said that the trip home was without inci- 
dent, except that the regiment fared better and was better 
provided for on the smaller railroads than it was on the New 
York Central lines. On the latter Colonel Norton said there 
was failure to supply gas and heat, and they also failed to 
put on supplies contracted for and promised. ‘‘The men 
are returning in excellent condition,’’ said Colonel Norton, 
‘‘better soldiers and better men. They are a fine outfit and 
acquitted themselves with honor. Willing workers all, they 
— an interest in eamp life. It was a pleasure to command 
them.’’ 

The men say they were shabbily treated by Texas mer- 
chants, who overcharged them for everything. The Mexicans, 
on the other hand, in Texas were praised. On ranches owned 
by Texans from five to ten cents would be charged for a 
drink of water, while a poor Mexican would, it is said, bring 
one from his hut gladly for nothing. 

The health of the regiment has been uniformly good. There 
was but one death in the regiment during its entire stay at 
the border, that of Pvt. Thomas Healy, who died of pneu- 
monia. The regiment arrived at Pharr, Texas, July 11, 1916, 
with 1,107 officers and men, and left for home on Jan. 2, 1917. 








Federal inspections of New York National Guard regiments 
began this week with the 14th Infantry. The dates for other 
inspections include the following: Twenty-second Engineers, 
Jan. 22 to Feb. 1; 7th Infantry, Feb. 6, 7, 8 and 9; 28d In- 
fantry, Feb. 13, 14, 15 and 16; 47th Infantry, Jan. 15, 16, 
17, 18 and 19; 7ist Infantry, Jan, 23, 24, 25 and 27; Squad- 
ron A, March 12, 13 and 14; Ist Field Artillery, Feb. 5 to 16; 
2d Field Artillery, Feb. 19 to March 1; 8th Coast Defense 
Command, March 6 to 9; 9th Coast Defense Command, March 
20 to 23; 13th Coast Defense Command, March 13 to 16; 
Company A, Signal Corps, March 21, and Company B, March 
22. Early last year there were seventy-seven companies of 
Infantry which had not met the requirements of the War De- 
partment, and were on probation. These companies were in 
the ist, 2d, 3d, 10th, 12th, 14th, 23d, 47th, 65th, 69th and 
74th Regiments. Recognition by the War Department was 
withdrawn from Co. M, 47th, Cos. F and L, 65th. 

Pvt. Max Kellerman, of Battery E, 2d Field Artillery, 
N.G.N.Y., who was charged with being insurbordinate in re- 
fusing to obey orders to help clean up the armory on Jan. 9 
when ordered, was tied in a standing position to the wheel 
of a good carriage for an hour. The man was further dis- 
eiplined for his insurbordination by being placed in confine- 
ment in a room and fed on bread and water until sufficiently 
cooled off. A court was later convened to try Kellerman. 

The War Department will take no official notice of the tying 
up of Pyt. Max Kellerman, of the 2th Field Artillery, N.G. 
N.Y., to the wheel of a gun carriage in the armory in New 
York city until it has been passed upon by the commander of 
the Eastern Department. The 2d Field Artillery was in the 
Federal service when Kellerman, who was charged with in- 
subordination and disobedience of orders, was tied to the 
wheel on Jan. 10, it is said, for safe keeping. After being 
lashed to the wheel for an hour he was taken to a room and 
held under guard. General Wood has ordered an investigation 
to be made of the matter by Col. Thomas Q. Donaldson, U.S.A., 
Inspector General, Lieut. Col. Frank H, Hines, commanding 
officer of the armory of the 2d Battalion of the regiment and 
senior officer present when Kellerman was tied up, denies that 
any cruelty was inflicted on the prisoner. He states that he 
upheld the action of Lieut. Frank Spencer in tying up Keller- 
man as being necessary at the time to enforce military dis- 
cipline. 

There will be a review of the 1st Regiment of Newark, N.J., 
Col. John D. Fraser, at the Sussex avenue armory, Friday 
night, Jan. 19. The Federal inspection of the command will 
begin Jan. 22, and will be made by the Regular Army officers. 

Capt. Albert G. Borden, Troop D, 1st Squadron of Cavalry, 
N.G.N.J., has resigned after sixteen years of service, 

The 2d Battalion of the 22d Engineers, N.G.N.Y., which ar- 
rived in New York on Christmas day from the Mexican border, 
under Lieut. . W. 8S. Conrow, was mustered out of the 
Federal service on Jan. 5, 1917. There were nineteen officers 
and 393 men mustered out. The command was in the best 
of health on its arrival home and its experience on the border 
has proved of great benefit.

Appreciating the assistance rendered to the regiment while it 
was in Federal service, the 1st Infantry has arranged to hold 
a military reception, indoor parade and review on Washing- 
ton’s birthday to Mayor Thomas B. Smith, Mrs. J. Gardner 
Cassatt, Mrs. J. Willis Martin, Mrs. John G. Groome and 
other ladies of the Citizens’ Aid Committee. 

Chaplain Horace R. Fell, of the 22d Engineers, N.G.N.Y., 
who served with that command on the Mexican border and 
was most active in the duties of his office, had some inter- 
esting experiences. In his intercourse with Mexican traders 
and peddlers, he found them perfectly honest, and they made 
no attempt to sell their goods to soldiers at extortionate 
prices as did Americans. Chaplain Fell found that the Mexi- 
can appreciated the fair dealings of the soldiers, whose treat- 
men of them, it was said, was far different from that accorded 
by Texas rangers and border people. Generally the border people, 
it is said, consider the only good Mexican a dead one, and 
they have acted freely on this principle. Chaplain Fell tells 
of an enterprising American vender who went into a camp 
trying to sell so-called Mexican opals at $1.50 each, but could 
get no buyers. He then visited other camps and raising the 
rice to $25 per opal, he soon sold out, the purchasers be- 
ieving that at the high price they were getting something 
exceptionally good. Fifty cents would have been a fair price 
for the ‘‘opals,’’ it is claimed. 

Major Philip E. Reville, N.G.N.Y., commanding the depot 
battalion of the 69th Infantry, recently received the follow- 
ing letter from Col. Willard ©. Fisk, commanding the 7th In- 
fantry: ‘‘My dear Major. I havdé’ been advised by Major 
Lydecker, commanding our depot battalion, of the tender by 
you of the depot battalion of the 69th Infantry as part of the 
escort to our regiment upon its recent return to New York 
from Mexican border service, and as our friends limited the 
entire reception body to ex-r-embers of the 7th Regiment, it 
was inexpedient to accept the offer. On behalf of the officers 
and members of the regiment, I desire to express our deep 
appreciation of this courtesy, being a further evidence of the 
historical friendship between the two organizations. Our ser- 
vice at berder afforded an opportunity to cement this 
friendship In m.ny ways, and we left Texas with warm feel- 
ings of regard and with admiration for the officers and men 
of the 69th, whose service there was marked by efficiency

Batteries A, B, D and F, of the 2d Field Artillery, N.G. 
N.Y., under command of Col. George A. Wingate, which has 
been on duty on the Mexican border, at McAllen, Texas, since 
July 16, 1916, arrived in New York city Jan. 6, 1917, for 
muster out of the Federal service. Batteries C and E, owing 
to a train delay, did not arrive home until Jan. 7. The first 
section of the troop train carried Batteries A and B, under 
command of Capt. Walter P. Fox, and his brother, Capt. Les- 
ter C. Fox. The second section was under Col. George A. 
Wingate, and carried the regiment’s band, the headquarters, 
supply and sanitary staffs. Lieut. Col. F. H. Hines was in 
charge of the third section, carrying Batteries D and F, and 
the fourth section, which arrived on Jan. 7, carried Batteries

were 975 men and thirty-four officers and 258 .horses. 

The four batteries which arrived on Jan. 6, after disembark- 
ing from the — boat at Twenty-third street and Hudson 
river, paraded up Fifth avenue and were reviewed by Governor 
Whit: an at the Union League Club.

CALIFORNIA, 


An interesting maneuver experiment at San Francisco, Cal., 
on Jan. 2 demonstrated that in twenty-five minutes and 
twenty seconds after the assembly had sounded at the Na- 
tional Guard Coast Artillery Armory, a full company of Na- 
tional Guard Coast Artillery reached Fort Miley, about five 
miles distant, and completely manned the guns. ‘‘It was a 
fine demonstration,’’ said Col. Henry @.

MICHIGAN, é 


**Figures compiled for the U.S. Government at the office of 
the Adjutant General of Michigan, at Lansing,’’ says the 
Grand Rapids Herald, ‘‘show that ninety-five per cent. of the 
Miehigan National Guard, that is, those available, answered 
the call of President Wilson last June and reported ready 


for duty at the border. When the eall came the strength of 
the Michigan Guard was 3,541 enlisted men, but of this 
number seventy-cne ate not figured as ineluded in the 
‘strength’ of the Guard for various reasons. There were 
fifty-one whose exact whereabouts were absolutely unknown; 
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four who were in the U.S. Gevernment service as civilian truck 
drivers on the border at the time of the call; eleven who 
reperted from distant points for transportation, but who at 
that time could not furnish it, and five men whose time ex- 
pired within three or four days of the call and were eonse- 
quently left off the rolls. Deducting this seventy-one, there 
is left 3,470 men for the call. Of these, 3,295, or ninety-five 
per eent., were taken over into the Service. Comparatively 
speaking, Michigan ranks away at the top of the states for 
the number turned over to the mustering officers. In facet, so 
far, figures have not been heard of from any state which 
eclipsed the Michigan record.’’ 





OREGON. 


A gloomy future is predicted for the National Guard of 
Oregen and that of other states by the Portland Oregonian 
unless the present Federal law is amended. The Oregonian 
in quite a lengthy article on this subject says, in part: 

‘‘Appreximately 900 men of the 3d Oregon Infantry took 
the new National Guard oath for three years’ active service 
in the Guard and three years in reserve when the regiment 
was mustered out of the Federal service and resumed its 
status as a National Guard regiment, following its return 
from the border in September. 

‘“To-day if orders came for another tour of duty on the 
border, or elsewhere, it is doubtful if half the men in the 
regiment would respond voluntarily. This does not mean 
they would hang back in case of actual need in real war duty, 
which is a different matter entirely, and so considered by 
the Guard. The truth is that under the new National Guard 
law, passed by Congress last year, the National Guard has 
one from bad to worse, and is rapidly approaching the worst. 

his is true, not of Oregon alone, but of every state. In fact, 
the Oregon National Guard, from all reports, is making a 
much better showing than the National Guard regiments of 
other states that have returned from the border. 

‘At the rate enlistments are coming in to the 3d Infantry at 
present, it would take several years to recruit a full regiment, 
Figures are difficult to obtain, officers being reluctant to give 
them, but they fully bear out this assertion. Since the 3d 
Infantry returned from the border, it has been inceasingly diffi- 
cult to get enough men out to drills. The pay feature of the 
Army law, by which it was proposed to pay National Guards- 
men for the time they gave in attending drills, is character- 
ized by officers and men alike as being little better than 
farcical im its operation. At one drill night in the Portland 
armory recently, with two companies scheduled to drill, only 
three squads, comprising twenty-four men, appeared on the 
floor from both companies. They had to be combined and 
then comprised hardly a platoon. This was not an exceptional 


ease. 

**Gonditions have been somewhat better in the Coast Artil- 
lery Corps, which now has twelve companies recruited up to 
a minimum of sixty-five men each, and in the Naval Militia, 
But neither of these organizations has enjoyed the bitter ex- 
perience of having to put in their time doing police work on 
the border, which all National Guardsmen feel is work. for 
which they did not enlist. ’ 

“Indeed, there is a growing conviction in the Guard itself 
that the National Guard never can be made a great success, 
that as a second ‘line of defense it never will be practicable, 
although unquestionably great ae could be made 
over its present status, and that the only real answer to the

W. T. asks: (1) Why is it that soldiers of the Coast Ar- 
tillery Corps, whether stationed on the border er anywhere 
else, can go out on the reserve or furlough at the end of 
three years and the Infantry soldiers cannot? (2) And do 
you think there will be any chance to ge out of the Infantry 
by July in three years? Answer: (1) If the C.A.C. are being 
furloughed at the end of three years it is no doubt because 
0.4.0. reserves are not needed at present on the border, 
(2) This cannot be determined at this time, 

C. S. asks: They have been furloughing men to the Army 
Reserve after four years’ service with the colors. I was 
ealled back from the reserve to the colors on Aug. 1, 1916. 
Can I be refurloughed to the reserve after I have completed 
the fourth year with the colors, if they do not call back the 
men from the reserve who are out on the reserve now? An- 
swer: No orders have been issued stating how long the recalled 
reserves will be retained on active service. 

H. S. asks: Is a civilian‘ liable to arrest for wearing differ- 
ent parts of an Army uniform? For instance, if he wears a 
pair of breeches, shirt and leggings for hunting or other out- 
door sports. Answer: Tse law forbids the wearing by civilians 
of ‘‘the duly prescribed uniform of the United States Army, 
Navy, or Marine Corps, or any distinctive part of such uni- 
form.”

TROOP D, 1ST OHIO.—yYour question presents several 
new problems, and we suggest that you apply through the 
channel for a solution. 

G. H. S.—Up to this time your name has not appeared 
in the official lists sent us from The A.G. Office and published 
in the Journal. 

A. B. C. asks: (1) Is a member of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps entitled to medical treatment at the Letterman General 
Hospital, Presidio of San Francisco, if a resident of San 
i'raneisco, and desiring medical treatment in case of accident 
or illimess? (2) Does the above apply to members of the Re- 
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serve Officer’s family? Answer: We doubt that he would be 
entitled, until actually in the Service. There has been no 
occasion for a ruling on this point yet. 

H. W. W. asks: A man enlisted in February, 1913, and is 


mow in the Service. When can he obtain his discharge? 
Can he pass into the reserve under present orders? Can_he 
purchase his discharge under present orders? Answer: Feb- 


ruary, 1917, he passes to the reserve without action _on_ his 
part, he having served four years of his enlistment. He does 
not receive final discharge until February, 1920. 

H. E. L.—See answer t A. M. L. 

A. M. L. asks: Is a soldier required to make up time that 
he received pay for while in confinement if he enlists in the 
Army after April 14, 1914, that is, after the passage of the 
bill which affects those cases? Answer: Yes; but he will 
receive pay for the time served. Time absent in desertion, 
time awaiting trial, time servine sentence, all must be made up. 

E McD.—The Commaunder-in-Chief having determined that 
the.e were threatened hostilities and he having used his 
prerogative and ordered out the Reserve last summer, it is 
not for us te suggest that there was ne need of calling out 
the Reserve or that now, since there are other men passing to 
the Reserve after four years’ active service, you should be 
sent home and the new reservists sent to the border in your 
place. And you cannot well blame the Department for select- 
ing as the first to be relieved from active duty the Militia- 
men, who have proven the most expensive troops we have, 
among other reasons the great number of dependents who 
had to be provided for by the Government. We are sorry 
not to be able to say when you will be sent back to civil life, 
but here’s wishing you and your fellow-sufferers early re- 
union with the aome folks and real peace upon our borders. 

T. A. D.—There is no bill before Congress to make it legal 
for a Civil War veteran to receive both pension and retired 
pay. If your retired pay is less than a service pension for 
Civil War veterans of your age would be, you may- relin- 
quish your retired pay and take the pension. You cannot re- 
ceive both. 

G. 8.—The 18th U.S. Infantry is located at Douglas, Aris. 

T. I. W.—Transfers from the Hawaiian Department to the 
Philippines by mutual transfer could possibly be made at ex- 
pense of parties to be transferred. Apply through channel. 

SEA GONE.—A soldier cannot enlist in the Navy until he 
has a complete discharge from his Army enlistment. Under 
the new law, a man who purchases discharge from the Army 
is furloughed to the reserve, unless the Secretary of War de- 
cides to discharge him. You could not enlist in the Navy 
while on Army Reserve. 

L. H. W. asks: On Oct. 27, 1916; I was transferred from 
Co. E, 1st Regiment of Engineers, to Bakery Oo. No. 9, Q.M.C., 
for benefit of the Government. When I was transferred I was 
sharpshooter, which pay I did not draw in the Q.M. Corps, 
and on Dec. 23 I was transferred back by the department 
quartermaster to Co. E, Ist Regiment of Engineers. Do 
get my shooting pay back? Answer: Yes. 

SUBSCRIBER asks: Born in Europe; father a citizen of 
the U.S. later for thirty years; he was for twenty years a 
citizen prior to my joining the Service. Am I a naturalized 
citizen automatically? I applied and received my first papers 
before entering the Service. Is it necessary for me to apply 
for the- final papers to be consider2d a citizen of the U.S.? 
Answer: If you were a minor when you came to this country, 
the naturalization of your father before your majority made 
you a citizen, and you did not need to take out papers.

AVIATION NOTES. 


It is learned that Robert Glendenning, the noted avia- 
tor, recently “reported” to the Aviation Section, Signal 
Corps, offering his services in any way that that depart- 
ment might find useful. He will be commissioned as a 
major in the Officers’ Reserve Corps and assigned to the 
new aviation school which is to be established in Phila- 
delphia. Sergt. William C. Ocker, who recently made a 
flight from Philadelphia to Washington with Congress- 
man-elect Bleakly as a passenger, is to be commissioned a 
captain, O.R.C., and assigned to the same school to have 
supervision of instruction there. Mr. Glendenning ranks 
high among native American aviators. He is said to be 
extremely wealthy. 

Col. William L. Kenly, Lieut. Col. Harry G. Bishop, 
Lieut. Col. John B. Bennett and Major Willism A. 
Burnside, U.S.A., completed a_ six weeks’ course of in- 
struction for field officers in aviation at the Signal Corps 
Aviation School at San Diego, Cal., on Dec. 24, ac- 
cording to the Aerial Age. This is the first instruction 
of the kind to be given, and it is intended to make officers 
available for duty in executive and administrative ca- 
pacities as departmental aviation officers, as commandants 
of aviation schools and other aviation stations, and as 
commanding officers of the large aero organizations, and 
it is not intended to afford qualification as aviators. It 
is intended to conduct at the school other classes of field 
officers to qualify them for this work. Following com- 
pletion of the course at San Diego, the officers will spend 
ten days with the 1st Aero Squadron at Columbus, N.M., 
and ten days at the aero base at San Antonio, Texas, 
where the 3d and 4th Aero Squadrons now are being 
organized. Thereafter one of these officers will be assigned 
to duty at New York as aviation officer of the Eastern De- 
partment, another at Chicago as aviation officer of the 
Central Department and another at San Francisco as 
aviation officer of the Western Department, and possibly 
the fourth will be assigned to command of the experi- 
mental and proving ground to be established at Hampton, 


“Va. The next course for field officers will begin at San 


Diego shortly after Jan. 1 and a number of applications 
to be assigned to the course have been received from 
officers. It was planned that each class would not exceed 
ten officers, but the present critical conditions will un- 
doubtedly force a change of plans. 

A plan for probationary enrollment of women avia- 
tors in the U.S. Army Aviation Reserve Corps for such 
service, back of the fighting line, as watching for enemy 
aircraft and submarine mines, in the guarding of Cities 
and harbors, is under consideration by the Aviation 
Board of Engineers in the War Department. The plan 
was submitted by Lawrence Sperry, of New York city, 
who said Major Gen. Leonard Wood, U.S.A., had in- 
dorsed the order and had granted to one woman aviator 
Mrs. Waldo Pierce, permission to fly at Governor’s 
Island. In submitting his plan Mr. Sperry presented a 
letter from Lieut. Col. George O. Squier, in charge of 
the Aviation Section of the Signal Corps, in part, as 
follows: “I am much interested in the plan. The notable 
flight of Miss Law recently is a striking example of 
what can be accomplished in this country, and I have no 
doubt there are thousands of women in this country 
that could successfully operate airplanes, in case of 
necessity, for both commercial and military purposes.” 

In view of the fact that American airmen with the 
expeditionary force in Mexico have had much trouble 
with wooden propellers because of the intense heat in the 
region in which they have been operating, an effort is 
now being made to provide metal propellers, according to 
the Popular Mechanics Magazine. One advantage which 
they possess is that they will not splinter. A prominent 
airplane company in the East has received for experi- 
mental purposes a two-blade propeller made of solid 
aluminum alloy, which is said to be lighter than wood.

THE PAY OF OUR SOLDIERS. 


Writing to Colliers, Rupert Hughes, late captain, 69th 
N.G.N.Y., says: 

“The labor unions do not approve of soldiers. They 
make recruiting doubly difficult. Yet the service in the 
Army has many advantagés, the soldier is protected 
from injustice in many ways, and it is probably im- 
possible, at least at present, to change the conditions 
of the service materially. But you cannot blind the 
young man in search of a job to the disadvantages of 
soldiering, especially not when the first thing that con- 
fronts him is the contemptible wage. 

“Fifty cents a day for a soldier! And a young Italian 
just off the S.S. Garlic can get $2.50 for standing in a 
corn field and meditating on the beauties of nature, or 
for building a road. Our soldiers are expected to throw 
in a little road building as a part of their gymnastic 
recreation. : : 

“If the Guard had been called out (as it was), rapidly 
and completely equipped (as it was not), concentrated 
along the border (as it was), drilled and taught to shoot 
and skirmish (far more than it was), rapidly replaced 
by rapidly recruited regular regiments (as it was not 
and they were not), sent home to appreciative fellow 
citizens and restored to its briefly vacated job (as it 
was not), we should have to-day a splendidly spirited, 
proud, and willing force of over 100,000 citizen soldiers 
well trained. And they would continue in the armory 
to perfect themselves for actual service. 

“As it is, the Guard was called out all of a sudden, 
the physically unfit replaced by untrained recruits, the 
regiments hurried to the trains or kept too long in state 
camps. They were sent down into a wilderness too wild 
for maneuvers, they were kept in dismal boredom while

their jobs were lost, their opportunities missed, their 
rivals established. They feel that the country has 
ignored them; they feel that it still underestimates 
their sacrifice and is indifferent to their distress. The 
Guard will come home in a dangerous state of resent- 
ment; many of the men will feel perfectly justified in 


- refusing to keep their oaths or obey any future summons. 


There will be practically no recruiting. For what in- 
ducement can the men inside the jail offer to the free 
men outside. We have now a demoralized Guard; no 
bigger Army than before. A vast amount of money 
has been spent, millions of debts incurred, and half a 
year of invaluable time lost. 

“The crisis is greater than ever. And the need for 
haste is doubly acute.”

REMINISCENCES OF THE CIVIL WAR. 


If we are to credit the traditions of fifty and sixty 
years ago, it would seem that a Union Commander at 
Paducah, Kentucky, shipped North entire families of 
Confederates for repeatedly and publicly insulting Union 
officers while in the proper discharge of their military 
duties. 

Vallandingham, a native of Ohio, who was a promi- 
nent lawyer, politician, and member of Congress, was 
taken from his home in Ohio, his family and his busi- 
ness, by force, and shipped under guard into the South- 
ern Confederacy for uttering disloyal sentiments. As 
Mr. Vallandingham was not willing to fight for the 


South, he was soon shipped out of the Confederacy. 

It is, of course, the duty of regular officers to see that 
private property even in the enemy’s country is pro- 
tected. It was especially so during the Civil War, for so 
many boys were in our Army that if they were allowed 
without orders to loot, burn and destroy property, they 
would, when they went home, after the war, be lawless 
and criminal. So every Regular officer punished harshly 
every sold’er he found taking, injuring, or destroying 
property, or was rude to Southern men or women. ‘This, 
of course, made the Regular officers unpopular, and they 
were accused of sympathizing with the South. 

In 1864 and 1865 Union and Confederate armies com- 
menced trench warfare, infantry regiments often build- 
ing several fortifications a day. Every fortification with 
cook fires and coffee coolers, destroyed every wooden 
fence in sight, and horses, mules, wagons, artillery and 
troops moving over open fields soon destroyed all crops. 
When fences are destroyed, the farmer’s live stock and 
even his poultry disappears. 

It was very difficult to supply Sherman’s army on 
a one-track railway from Cincinnati. From Nashville 
south every tunnel, railway bridge, etc., was protected 
by one or more solidly built block houses. The troops 
in these block houses and the large garrisons in Mur- 
freesboro, Bridgeport, Chattanooga, Lookout Mountain, 
Knoxville, Dalton, Altoona, ete., had to be supplied 
though they did no fighting, unless attacked. Every 
mile the Army marched South, the weaker it got. The 
trains going South from Nashville moved in sections, 
several trains together, each with a locomotive and an 
armored car pierced for musketry for the solder guard. 

No cars except freight cars went south of Chattanooga. 
Field and staff officers went on the top of freight cars 
with their valises, food and blankets. Soldiers were 
detained at Chattanooga. Captains and lieutenants of 
the line were stopped at Chattanooga. A captain was 
given a lieutenant and fifty soldiers belonging to dif- 
ferent regiments and arms of service and without arms 
or equipment, and the captain had to receipt for muskets, 
ammunition, rations, shelter tents, etc., for each of his 
fifty men. Then he was given one wagon and receipted 
for possibly as many as five hundred head of beef cattle 
with orders to drive that herd to Sherman’s army, and 
turn it over to the chief commissary. Naturally these 
officers indulged in lurid language, and field and staff 
officers preferred the top of freight cars with locomotive 
smoke and dust, or even rain, to walking and driving 
beef on the hoof. 

These herds destroyed any remains of crops. So a 
strip of country possibly fifty miles wide was without 
food, and some families suffering. It was, of course, im- 
possible to supply the Army and feed all these people, 
so when families came into the railway stations they 
were given soldiers’ rations, and put into the empty 
freight cars going North, with orders to the guard not 
to let them leave the train until it got to Nashville, and 
then to report them to the quartermaster, so they could 
be shipped further North and away from the railway. 

An officer who went to Paducah, Kentucky, late in 
the war, has stated that he found refugees in that town, 
many of them living on government rations, and he pre- 
pared to ship all of them up the river, but was told it 
was impossible, as the people above were burdened with 
so many that they would not permit any to come ashore. 
Then he made himself unpopular by stopping the issue 
of rations, and making the refugees go to work and earn 
money to support themselves. Negro women troubled 
him the most—they could not be convinced that white 
soldiers, even officers’ families, got nothing from the 
government; that all they got their husbands bought and 
paid for; that the government for months could not pay 
its troops and white soldiers, and even officers’ families 
in the North, suffered for food. 
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Speaking of collegiate military training the Yale Alum- 
ni Weekly says: “While we are waiting for an official de- 
cision as to the immediate future of military training at 
Yale, we may be pardoned for wondering what the under- 
graduates themselves think in the matter. The praise- 
worthy beginnings and the brief service of the four Yale 
batteries of field artillery are now a matter of history. 
They spent a memorable summer vacation at Tobyhanna, 
Pa., vigorously preparing for expected service at the Mexi- 
ean border. Returning to their studies at the beginning of 
the present academic year, they appeared soon to weary 
of the subject of their summer’s experiences, or else they 
had other more timely things to think about. The result 
was that when shortly before the Christmas recess for- 
mal discharge papers brought a final ending to the already 
semi-defunct Yale batteries a good many Yale Militia- 
men were glad to see the end of the matter. Some had 
been keenly disappointed not to get to the border; others 
developed a fine contempt for the nation’s Militia system, 
and still others looked upon its apparent future useless- 
ness with a tinge of regret. The Yale News denounced 
in terms by no means uncertain the whole Militia sys- 
tem. What reception the campus would give the Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps section which has been under 
consideration, is largely a matter of conjecture. It is not 
likely that the enrollment in any military course at Yale 
would begin to compare with the rush of recruits for the 
Yale Militia unit a year ago. That there is a national 
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need of some permanent and practicable military con- 
tribution—even leadership—from the colleges is undoubt- 
edly true. But the country needs waking up to the 
need of any and all ‘Preparedness’ propaganda. There 
is a good deal of talk and some bluster, but more inertia 
than either. Just what interest the undergraduates will 
take, and maintain permanently, remains to be seen.” 
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The channel in the cut of the Panama Canal is in bet- 
ter condition now than ever before. ‘The central cut 
through which the vessels pass, known as the sailing 
channel, has a minimum depth of 33 feet, and the least 
width of a channel of 30-foot depth is 180 feet. This 
is opposite the rock known as “Gibraltar,” at the foot of 
the east Culebra slide. This rock extends into the chan- 
nel about 110 feet from the prism line, for a distance 
of abovt 200 feet along the axis of the canal, from 
station 1792 to 1794. At other parts, between the 
Culebra slides and at Cucaracha slide as well, the 
channel has been dredged to at least 30 feet for the full 
width of 300 feet between the prism lines. The dredges 
Corozal and Paraiso are at work in the slide area. They 
are working close to Gibraltar, removing the rock itself 
and cutting in behind it to prevent its being pushed 
forward. A number of drills are engaged every day 
including Sundays, on the work of drilling and blasting 
the rock for the dredges to remove it. It has been con-' 
siderably reduced in size and now extends only about 
30 feet above the surface of the water in the cut. The 
smaller dredges have been withdrawn because only a 
few can work to advantage in the area to which dredging 
is now confined, and the large dredges can operate less 
expensively.

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American shipyards in 1916 put out a tonnage ex- 
ceeded but twice before. A Bureau of Navigation state- 
ment, issued Jan. 6, shows the construction of 1,164 
merchant vessels, with a tonnage of 520,847, and fifty 
vessels of 40,000 tons for foreign flags. In 1908 the ton- 
nage produced was 614,000 and in 1855, when the Amer- 
ican merchant marine was the largest in the world, 
American yards turned out 580,000 tons of wooden ships. 
Reports show that the United States is leading all the 
world in shipbuilding except Great Britain and that 
.American yards are now close behind the British yards. 
American vessels have a bigger place in our foreign 
trade than for many a year, says the Nation’s Business. 
To the end of September this year their tonnage has 
represented a third of the tonnage of all vessels entered 
and cleared in our foreign trade. This is about five 
per cent. better than last year, and ten per cent. better 
than in 1914, when American tonnage constituted twenty- 
one per cent. of the whole. The proportion of American 
tonnage in various trades varies decidedly. This year 
the figures indicate it is 6 per cent. with Europe, 54 
with Canada, Mexico, and Central America, 42 with 
South America, 9 with Asia, 36 with Australia and 
New Zealand, and 7 with Africa. 
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The United States made the world’s high record in 
the exportation of manufactures in 1916 according to a 
statement issued by the National City Bank, of New 
York city, on Jan. 2. The report shows that our exports 
of manufactured articles during the year exceeded $3,000,- 
000,000, while the highest export record ever made by 
Great Britain, formerly the world’s largest exporter of 
manufactures, was $2,000,000,000 in 1913, the year im- 
mediately preceding the war,, Germany $1,680,000,000, 
and France $772,000,000. Prior to the war the United 
States held third rank among the nations in exportation 
of manufactures. $1,185,000,000. These four countries 
—Great Britain, Germany, United States and France— 
supplying about two-thirds of the $8,000,000,000 worth 
of manufactures entering international trade in 1913. 
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In spite of the fact that France was deprived of fifty 
per cent. of her coal resources, ninety per cent. of her 
iron ore, and eighty per cent. of her iron and steel plants 
by the German invasion, she has so reformed her remain- 


ing resources as to supply her own army with its needs 
and furnish one-quarter of her total output of arms and 
munitions to her allies. Of its total production since 
the beginning of the war France has turned over to its 
allies quantities that represent the following proportions: 
Rifles, 30 per cent.; cartridges, 22 per cent.; field gun 
shells, 20 per cent.; heavy artillery ammunition, 20 per 
cent.; trench mortars, 13 per cent.; hand grenades, 21% 
per cent.; protecting masks against suffocating gas, 10 
_ cent.; powder, 8 per cent.; other explosives, 5 per 
cent.
